CENTRAL INDIA AGENCY. 

PART I. 

INTEODCrCTION. 

ftre in the Central India Agduoy (basides the StaUs in the Bondal* 
hhaod and Bagbelbhaod Agenciaa, which are tTaa1}ed separately as differing 
in many raapaota from othar parta of Caotral India) aix States under diraot 
treaty engagementa with the British Government^ namely Gwalior, Indor^ 
Bhopal, Bbar. I>ewaa, and Jaora, and zunety^fonr isteicir SUtee and Bsist^^ 
which are either bald under agreemente mediated between them and th^ 
enperior Chiefs by the British Governmentj or are held direct from the British 
OoTernmant though not by treaty. 

Of the greater States Bhopal and Jaora are Muhammadan, and the rest 
aie Hindu (meetly Bajpat or Mahratta). 

Of the minor States, four, tnV., Eurwai, Muhammadgaih, Baeoda and 
Pathari, are Muhammadan, and the rest Hindu. 

The multiplicity of petty Chiefs and the peculiarity of the tenores on 
which they hold their States, founded as they are on the messores adopted for 
the paoificatioa of the country after the Flndari war, neceesitate on the put 
of the British Government in Central India and Malwa more interfer¬ 
ence in the a£airB of the Chiefs than it is usual or expedient to exercise in 
the States of Rajputana. Under the Mabrattas, as had previously been the 
case under the Muhammadan Governors, the petty Chiefs in Ceotral India 
exercised but limited powers within their respective States j and on the estab* 
Ushment of British supremacy in these provinces the officers of the British 
Government natoxallj assumed the position of arbiters of all di&renoee by 
which the public peace conld be disturbed, and of judicial fnnctioaariea 
to whom all sentences of life and death were referred, except iu the caae of 
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olfeDcea committed wibhm t^e jutisdicUoa of the lar^r Statee^ wliich liad 
enougb. to preearve peace witbio tlimrlimits. Tiie minor Clliefs (otiier 
than those in whose favour an exception has been made hj the Oovemment 
of India) refer all sariouB cases* more especially those inroMog capital punish- 
mentj whether inteTjuriedictional or not, to the Political Agents eoncemed. 

A liut of the various payments made under treaty or otherwise by or to 
the British Covernment is appended to this IntrodoctioD. 

Kules for the amioable settlement of boundary disputes between the 
States of Central India by muioal agreement, and falling that for their judi* 
dal settlement by a Boundary Commission, for the demarcation of the bound* 
ary, the erection of pillars, thnr preb'erva^oo, the punishment of States 
whose subjects infnoge the settlement, and for appeals from the decisions 
given were laid down by Government io 1863. These rules formed the basis of 
those prepared in IS77 and at present followed in settling disputed bonodary 
cases in Central India and Bajputana. They were slightly modified in 1891 
chiefy with a view to the better protec^on of boundary marbs. 

The area of Central India, escludiug BundeUband and B^helkhand, ie 
6S,285'46 square miles, with a population of about 8,326,240 souls.* 

Begardiug the States which are io direct treaty relationship with the 
British GoTemment oothiog further need be said in this place. 


The case of what are commouly called the is somewhat 

eomplicated, and the following remarks will serve to elucidate the subject 

At the close of the Bindari war the dietriote in Malwa and Central India 
were in so disorganized a state as to be unsafe even for troops to pase through. 
It had been the poU(7 of the chief hfabratta powers durlog the preceding 
years of anarchy to reduce to subjection the petty Bajput Chiefs within their 
iudnencc. The Mahratta leaders parcelled out districts among themselves 
either by mutual agreemeot or enprice, or aceordiug to their power to enforce 
obedience to their will aud authority. Thus it came to pass that at the time 
of the introduoticQ c! the British power, the smaller States were found under 
tributary obligations to Sindhia, Holkar, or the Fuars of Dhar.aod Do was, 
aud sometimes to aU these Cble&. The tributary claims of the MabratCa

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StftteB were occ&siofially fixed and weU defined, but g’enenJly TAried,both io 
Bmoaot aod in the regularity o£ their eufercetoent, with the power Co euot 
tbem. hlany of the smaller Chiefs, who bad been driTen from their posses* 
eions, found refuge in the hill fastnesses and jungles, and avenged tlieneelves 
by levying cootribudons from, or alt^ether destroying, '^e detached villagee 
which bad been usurped by the stronger powers, Their example was imitated 
by men who, without auy claims to territorial inheritance, had iufiueuce enough 
to gather round them a euMcieut number of robbers to make tbemsalvee 
feared. tJnable to suppress such outrages, the larger States found themselves 
compelled to purchase the good*will of the plundeibg leaders by allowing 
them a share of the revsuaee of their dietriote as black-mail or qq 
condition of their abstaining from aggressione. 

Such a system could only exist in tbs absence of a power sufficiently 
strong to enforce peace and good order. For tbe pacification of the country all 
parties eagerly eolioited the interference of the British Government, wbo tbe 
more readily undertook tbe task beoaose of the opportunity which it affiorded 
them o£ breaking the oostinui^ of tbe infioence of the Mahratta powers, with 
whom they had recently been engaged in a contest for empire, by establisbing 
throughout Maiwa a succeasion of Rajput Chiefs and others owing the security 
of their estates and the oomparative independence of their position to the in¬ 
tervention of the British Government QTbe policy pursood by the Britieb 
Government was to declare the permanenoy of the rights existing at the time 
of the British occupancy on condition of the maintenance of order; to adjust 
and guarantee the relatione of snob Chiefs as owed more subordiuation or tri¬ 
bute, so as to deprive tbe stronger powers of all pretext for interference in 
tbeir affairs; and to induce the plundering leaders to betake ^mselves to 
peaceful purtuita either by requiring their superiors to grant them Unde under 
the British guaraotee, or by guaranteeing to them paymeots sqoivaleot to 
tbe tankbas which they levied. 

Tbe results of tbsee measures, as deeoribed by Sir John Malcolm, were a 
virtual surrender of tbe supremacy over the pet^ Stetsa* aud Chiefe to the 
British Ooveramont; tbe reduction of the military olsssee to tbe control of tbe 
British power; and the cessation of ruinous interference in the affiaira of tbe 
amaller States on tbe part of tbeir more powerful neigbhoure.

pends; and it is, above all others, a point upon whicb we can never with esfetj 
admit the eligbteet evasion, much less delation." In later tineB, however, 
when long years of peace have obliterated the memory of the sEobartassments 
which the Girasia leaders were able to create, their guaranteed lighU have 
occasionally been lost sight of. The larger States have forgotten that tbeit 
claims o^r the less powerful Chiefs were only established by a power 
stronger tlian their own; and it has been their policy to encroach on the 
guaranteed rights of their subordioates which they justly consider to be marks 
of dependence, and gradually to reduce the subordinates to entire obedience to 
themselves. 

On the other hand, the guarsntsed Chiefs, relying on the protection of the 
British Oovernment and the limitetios imposed on the power of their superiors, 
have Dot anfrequently attempted to assume a degree of independence to which 
they are not entitled. It has proved a matter of much diffionlty for the officers 
of the British Goverumsut to hold both parties fast to their engagemento ;bQt 
the necessity for a strict adherence to the engagements eonclodsd in 2819 is as 
strong now as it was then. The degree of interferenceyseroised by the BrltasH 
Government in the affairs of the gaaranteed Chiefs varies with the nature 
of the engagements concluded, whleh were very numerons and diverse in 
ebavaoter, some being in the form of eugagemente between the eoperior 
State and the eubordiuates guaraoteed by the British Government; others 
being sanadsor deeds issued by the representative of the British Government 
either alone or can jointly with the iuler of the superior State; and others 
being mere orders or par wanes issued by the superior Chief to which the re¬ 
presentative of the British Government attached his slgnatore as gnnrantea. 

Bat although there is very great diversity m their tenures Ihegoaranteed 
Chiefs may all be divided into two great classes, vis t/irtt, those Chiefs la the 
administratiDu of whose affairs the Interference of the superior is esoloded by 
the exprees terms of the guarantee, and eeeondljfj those Chiefs whose sanada 
contain no such stipnlatlon. The policy of the British Government lowanle 
the gnaranteed Chiefs in respect to tlie devolurion of the guarantee, the recog¬ 
nition of auccesBOre whether netnral or adopted, and the levj of nasarana, is 
governed by the following geoeral rales 

(i<Q The guarantee given by the British Government descends is all 
cases to direct heira 
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When there are no direct hdrs tlie previcms recognition )>j the 
Britisb Gorercznent of an adopted heir is^ ae a rule, easeutial to the conttnu* 
ance of the guarantee: with this prerioos eanetion the guarantee descends to 
an adopted heir. 

{3rd) When prsvious sanction has not hees obtained the gnarantee 
does not desoend to adopted heirs unless the adoption subsequently obtains the 
formal sanction of the British GoTeinmeot. 

{4th) When there are do heirs, direct or adopted, the eecheat of the 
guaranteed estate or tankba is to the superior Chief and not to the British 
GoTemmeot. 

(5^i) When the interference of the raphrior in the sSairs of the Bubor> 
dioate Chief is eipresslj baTred by the terms of the guarantee, the decision of 
ail questions Telsting to succeseioo, direct or by adoption, rests Solely with the 
British Government. 

{6U) When there are direct heirs to an estate or tankha, the saoad for 
which does not espreesly bar the ioterference of the euperior Chief, the deci¬ 
sion regarding the succession and the eondnnance of the guarantee rests solely 
with the British Government; bnt the superior Cbtef has a right,to heard 
if he hoe any reasoosble objections to bring with reference to either {a] the 
legitimacy, or (ft) the directness of the descent. 

(7jA) When there are no direct heire to such an estate or tankha, and 
the British GovernmcDt saoctloDS the succession of an adopted heir, the 
aoperior is entitled to a hearing of his clum to the escheat; but he has no 
coDonrreiit authority with the British Government in decidi)ig the question 
of succeedon, nor, where a British guarantee is involved, can he take any step 
in recognition of sn adopted heir iu advaoce and independently of the British 
Oovemment. 

(fiii) Tankhadars have no power over the tankhas beyond their own lives, 
and no right to burden them with sums payable after their death. 

{9ih) When the terms of the guarantee exclude the interference of the 
superior Chief, the subordinate Chief is not liable to pay nazarana. In other 
cases a nazai’ana equal to one-fourth of the net revenue of the guaranteed 
estate or tankha may be levied by the superior Chief on the occurrence of a 
sneoessioD by adoption to the guaraoteed estate or tankha. On such oeoaeions 
the euperior Chief gives to the subordinate a drees of honour equal in value 
to one-fourth of the naxarana. 
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{lOti) Noae of the mediatized Ctiiefs Tiave power of Hfe aod deatb. Tbef 
must submit all trials for beiaoos crimes and all senteoces of death or traOR. 
portation or impiieoament for Ufa to the local oficers of the BtlUsh Oorern* 
meut. 

E^Jhimar 1B82 there were so special arrangemebts 

for the education of the aoss and other relatione of Chlefa m the Central 
lodia Agescj. In that year a separate WldiDg was taken for the parpose, 
and a suitable staff entertained. In 1886 a new College building, which 
had been specially constructed, was formally opened by the Viceroy under the 
title of the Daly (or Eesidencj) CuUege. The OwaUor and Indore Darbua 
have built separate boarding houses attached bo the College. 

In the year 1889 Kales were framed^ with the approral of the Goyem- 
ment of India, for facilitating the pursnit, apprehension and extradition of 
crirainale between some of the States of Central India, such as Bhopal, 
Bajgarh and Karsingarb; and the rules have anoa received the adhereoce of 
several other States in the Agency.

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I.-GWALI0E AGENCY. 

(I) GWALIOE. 

KanojI, tbe foaoder of the Siodhia family, began bu career in tba 
aerrice of Balagi Rao P«hwa, by whom he was appointed to a commend in 
the Paigah or body-gnard. Prom this point bis rise to the first rank of Mah- 
ratta Chiefs wns rapid. He died (1750) in Malwa, where be had acquired some 
poseeaaioos, and was aucceedsd in the headship of the family by Kadboji Siodhia, 
bia eecood son. 

Madboji Slndbla was preaent at the battle of Panipat in 176X> in whiob 
be was eeverely wounded. After tbe disaetrona flight of the Mabrattas, Sin- 
dhia,Hke other Mabratta Cbiefe, lost hie posseasiona in hfalwa. Ontheretarn 
of tbe Uahrattae to Hinduetan in 1764 tbe most actiTe of tbe predatory 
leaders was Sindbia, whose forinidable army, organleed nnder Prenoh oScera, 
made bim in reality the roler of Hzadustan, though nominally the servant 
of tbe Pesbwa. 

Madboji Sindhia played a moat important part in the struggle which took 
place for the Peshwaship after the death of Madho Rao Bald in 1772 (see Peeh« 
wa, Vol. VI.) He wae the chief support of the party of Nana ParnaTis. It was 
the policy of tbe British Goremment to seonre peace by oonc lading a separate 
treaty with Slndbla, and then using him as a mediator with the other parties; 
bat Sindhians ambition CDd bis insistence on acme of the inadmiseible conditions 
of tbe Convention of Wargnon (1779) defeated tbe negotiations which had 
more than once been oommenced. Tberevers^e, however, which be met with 
from a force which invaded his territories from Bengal for the purpose dt 
creating a powerful diversion brought him to terms, and a Treaty (No. t) 
was eonclnded with him by Colonel Muir on 13th October 17SI, by wbioh tbe 
respective forces of Colonel Mnir and Sindhla were withdrawn, and Sindbia 
^reed to use his good otficH to effect a peace and falling that to remain nentral. 
Peace wae concluded with the Mabrattas by the treaty of Salb^ on the 17 th 
May, 1732, Sindhia beiog the guarantee for its observance. Under the third 
Article of this treaty the right of tbe British Oovernment to the parg&na and 
town of Broach was recognised. In June, 17$2, Government conferred these 
on Sindbia (No. II) in oonslderatioc of his services, on condition of trade re* 
maining nomoleeted. A separate Treaty was concluded on tbe 30tb September 
1795 (No. Ill) for tbe regnlation of trade and tbe duties to be levied at 
Broach. 
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Bj the treaty of Salbai tbe icdepaot^ent power of Madboji Siodhia in 
bis rslstion with ilia British Govermnant waa first vecogaised, but in all other 
respects be coatinaed oetentatlonsly to profees sobjeotion to iba Fasbwa. Tbe 
ay stem of nentraiity which the British {rOTeroinent tbeo pnrsaed left Siadhia 
at liberty; aod be arailed himself of tbe opportruity to establish hie power 
orer the noitbem ports of Biodustan, and to obtoia control over tbepei'son of 
the Ecnperor of Delhi. Sindbiamade OTsrtixi'ee to share io tbe alliance against 
Tipu in 1790^ but the conditions be proposed, that tbe Biitisb OoTernmeot 
sbonld defend bis possessions in Hindustan and aid bim in his wars with the 
Bajpnt States, were inadmissible. After the peace with Tipn in 1792 the feeb 
ings of Sindbia, who was probably jealons of tbe inoreasing ascendancy of tbe 
British Govemxnexit, were rather hostile than friendly. It was partly through 
his iofinence thattlie proposals made by Lord Cornwallis in 1793 to the Bisam 
and tbe Peshwa for a definite treaty of guarantee against Tipa were defeated. 

Madboji Sindbia died in 1794, and was sncceeded by bis graud«nepbew, 
Daolat hao Sindhia, who was too yoang to oarry out any dangerous designe 
which Madhoji Sindhia might bare entertained. Daring the distractions 
' wblob followed tbe death of Madho Rao Narayen Peshwa in 1795, Sindbia 
gained an ascendancy which enabled him to place Baji Rao in power, to usarp 
most of the poesessions of Holkar, and to secure to himself tbe fortress of 
Abmaduagar, which gare him the bey to the entrance into the territories of the 
Peshwa and the Nissm. The power of Sindhia, wliose army was commanded 
b; Frenob officers, was at this time most dangerous to tbe British Government. 
When by the treaty of Baaseiu in 1802 tbe British Oorernnieiibhad recovered 
its influenoe at Poona and established a subsidiary foroe there, Dsmlat Ruo 
Sindhia entered into a league with the Baja of Bei^r to defeat tbe objects 
of tbe treaty. Tbe deceit and evasion with which Sindhia met the overtures 
of Oenetal Wellesley for an amicable adjustment of th^ dlfflerences rendered 
war inevitable. In the Campaign which followed the power of Sindhia was 
oompletoly broken both in Upper and Central India. He was compelled 
to sne for peace, and to sign the Treaty of Sarji Anjaogaon (No. IV) io 1808. 
By this be was stripped of his territories in Hiudostan and sontb of the 
Ajanta hills, with tbe exception of some hereditary villages, and resigned his 
olaims on subordinate Chiefs, with whom tlie British OovemmenC bad mads 
treaties. 

Article 15 of the treaty of Satji Anjangaon left Sindhia the option 
of hseomiijg a party to tbe defensive alliance concloded by tbe Brifdah 
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Govftrumant with the Pashwa and the Nizam, aud bonod the British Oorarn- 
ment, in the event of his so doin^, to maintain a enbudiarj foroe of sir hat^ 
talions to be paid for out of the tamtorias ceded by that treaty. Sindhia 
agreed to the alliance j and by a separate Treaty (No. V) ooacluddd on the 12>7th 
Fobmarj ISIH, arrangemente were made for the sabsidiary faroe to be ate** 
tioned near Siudhia’e boimdary, but within British territory. 

The discontent wbloh Sindhia felt at the determioalien to deprive hina of 
Qohad and dwalior, under the Article 9 of the treaty of Sarji Anjangeon, 
iodneed him to ester into a eorrespondeoee witli HoUcar which nearly led to 
an open rupture. Among other acts of boetility he attacked and plundered 
the Besdent's camp and detained the Resident a prieoner. Ae Siodhia re^ 
fnsed to release the Resident he was informed that his conduct had annulled 
t^e treaties with him; that Government were at liberty Co deal with him as 
they might think dt; and that the snrrender of the Resident must precede 
any friendly intercourse. The change, however, in the policy of Government 
on the arrival of Lord Coniwallie, who, independently of soy reremoce to the 
settlement of differences with Sindhia, deemed it ioezpedieot to retain poe^ 
sion of Gobad and Gwalior, led to the renewal of negotiations ou the basis of 
restoring these teiritoriss. 

A Treaty (No- VT) wae accordingly concluded od the 2fnd November I80h, 
which confirmed (ha treaty of Sarji Aojaugaon except in so far as It might be 
altered by tbe new treaty; ceded Gwalior and 0 oh ad to Sindhia; abolished tbe 
pensions of fifteen lakhs a year paid by Government to Stndbia's cSosrs; 
eoDStitated the Chambal the northern boundary of Sindh ia's territory; deprived 
Sindhia of all claim to tribute from Buodi or any State north of the Chambal 
aod eaatof Bota; bound the British Government not to make treaties witii 
Ud^pur, Jodbpur, Kota, or other Chiefs tributary to Sindhia in Jfahva, 
Mewar, or Marwar, orto Interfere with the arrangements which Sindhia night 
make in regal'd to them; and granted an assignment of four lakhs a year 
to Sindhia, and jagirs of two lakhs to his wife Bales Bai and one lakh to 
bis danghter Chimoa Boi. 

In tbe Pindari war tbe plundering Chiefs leaked for support to Laolat 
Rao Sindhia as tbe most powerful of the Mahratta prinoea, and one whose 
feelings were hostile to tbe British Govern ment. Ho was also subjected 
to strong eoUoitations from tbe Peshwa, who was endeavouring to restore 
the broken Mahratta confederacy. Sindhia mode no movement indtoative 
of a design to aid the Peehwa, although he wus no doubt hesitating aa to 
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the line be trouid take. When the reeoliatien wss formed to commence a 
system of political alliaooea aguoet the Findaris ce^tiatioRe were early 
opened with bim^ aod the diepositioo of troops was eo made as to compel 
him to either enter into tbe Tievg of the British GoTemmeat or range 
himself on tbe side of the Pindaris at the Tery outset. The points to be 
earned were hie co-operation aguQst tbe Pindaris and tbe abrogation of the 
Article 8 of the treaty of 1808, which restrained the British GoTernroent 
from forming engagemente with the Rajpnt States. This treaty indeed 
had been regarded as Bubstantially annulled in oonseqixenoe of Sindhia'a 
repeated infractiooe of it by his secret inteKOurso with tbe Pindari leaders. 
Still Government was willing, if Sludhia cordially entered into its measnree, 
to leave bim in all other reepeote the full benefit of former treaties and to 
gnaraotee to him the tribute of those States. To secure bis cooperation, he was 
toaorrender tbe tnbut« for three years, to put bis troops in fixed positions, 
whence they were not to move without the consent of the British Govern* 
ment.and to give up the forts of Asirgarh and Hiudla both as security foe 
the lines of communication and as a guarantee for the performanoe of his en* 
gagemsote. These objects were seemed by tbe Treaty of fith November 1817 
(No. VIT). 

Tbe open defection of tbe Feahwa and the Raja of Berar shook tbe fide¬ 
lity of Siudbia to his engagements. Tbe strong fortress of Asirgarh was not 
surrendered as stipulated for by tbe treaty, and it therefore beoame necessary 
to reduce it by force. In the captured fort a letter was found in which Sin* 
dbia directed the Governor to obey all orders of the Peshwo, who, by attack* 
iogtbe Reeidenoy at Poona, bad declared war with the British Government. 
In consequence of this want of good faith Sindhia was required permanently 
to cede the fort of Asirgarb. 

In tbe following year, 1818, aTreaty (No. VIIIl was made with Sindbia 
for the adjustment of boundaries, the British Government receiving Ajmir 
and other districts, and ceding lands of eqnal value. 

Baulat Rao Sindbia died in March 1827. He left so sod, and bad 
repeatedly evaded the advice ofibc Resident to adopt a successor, leaving it 
to the British Oovaament to do what they might thiuk proper. In accord¬ 
ance, however, with wbat was believed to be the last wishes of Dnnlat Rao, a 
youth of eleven years, named Mngat Eao, of an obscure branch of the family, 
bnt declared to be the nearest relatioo of Daulat Rao, was adopted, was married 
to the grand*daughter of Daulat Rao by Baiaa and was plaoed in power 
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witli the title of Ali Xah Jankoji Bao Sindbia, aud under tbe rageacj of 
Baiza Bai. Tbe Baiza Bai aoknowledged bins suocesaioD moat relnctaotlf, and 
maiDtained that tb wa» her late husbaod'a intention that ehe ahonld hold tbe 
g^ovemmenb during her life. Sbe even pressed on the Britiah Govermoeot tbe 
conoluaion of a netr treaty, In order that she mig^ht obtain the formal record* 
tioQ cf her right to exercise the powers of Eegent during her life. Bet 
although Government did not enter into this treaty, and aUhongh io 
they insfeted on tbs Bai ueiog the young Mabaraja’e seal in all official oojn« 
manioations, sbe still dung to the hope of keeping tliegovernmsabia lier own 
hands, and took no steps to train the young Chief for the future ezetmee 
of power. Tbe restraints under which tbe youth was held by tbe Regent 
became at last intolerable to him, and he ded from the palace and took refuge 
with tbe Resident, A recondliatiou was with difficulty effected; and as 
Goveroment gave no definite decision on tbe rights of the partise, the seeds 
of dissension remained and the qnarrel finally came to a orisis lo 1883. 

The Baka Bai's rule had then beooms most nnpopuJar, and the erase <ff 
theyonng Maharaja was espoused by a large portioaof thearmy; the Bai was 
compelled to retire from the Gwalior territory and the hfabaraja was acknow¬ 
ledged by the British Government. To such a length was tbe principle of 
absolote neutrality caxiied at this time that Government deelared it was a 
matter of indifference whether the Maharaja or the Bat waa at the head of the 
Gwalior State, and that tbe only object of Government was to preserve the 
general tranquillity and its own reputation, recogoisbg such rolerasmighi 
be placed by tbe popular voice at the head of the admioistration. Tbe Bo 
was prohibited from using her asylum in British territory or any depeud^t 
State for the purpose of organizing an invasion of Gwalior, bat she was left 
at liberty to return to Gwalior and rely on the support of her own anhyeotsk 
The Resident was even censored for having called m the conringaat lA 
port of the Maharaja’s authority, and it was ruled that the tegituoate porpoee 
for which the oonringent was formed was the suppreanon of pknderers and 
the repulse of external enemies. 

By the Treaty of 1817 Daolat Bao Sindhia bad engaged to famish a 
contingent* of 8,000 horse and assigned for its support the annual payments 
made to him by the British Govemment, and also the tribute from the States 
of Jodhpur, Bundi and Kota. After the close of tbe war the contingent waa

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reduced to 2,000 Uoiee at a moutMj coet of Rupees 1,20,000, but this amount 
waa in esoese cf the funds allotted to meet it. It was therefore agreed (Ko. IX) 
io PebruaTj 1820 to reduce the force so as to bring the cost with!a the sum 
originally assigned for iU payment, and that for the debt due on accoaitt of 
it by Sindhia certain dUtriote should be temporarily tiraoeferred to the British 
Government. Ou the death of Daulat Rao his annual grant of four lakhs> 
which he had assigned in port payment for the contingent, ceased and some 
other airangeraent became necessary. A loan of eighty lakhs of rupees at 
0 per cent, was taken from the Baisa Bait but as this arrangement proved in* 
conTenleut, the loan was paid oS; aud in 1880 tbe funds allotted for the pay« 
ment of the contingent stood as follows

The total was still 1ee« than tbe cost of tho contingent, which was Rupees 
7,09,224. 

When the Sai 2 a Bai fled from Gwalior the revenues of her jagir were 
no longer available for the payment of the contingent, and a cen’sspondiog 
rednetion of the force became necessary. But this was no sooner resolved 
on than the Darbar demanded that the revenues of the Rhandesh and Saugor 
districts, which had formed part of tbe territories restored to Sindhia under 
tbe 6th Article of the ti'eaty of Sarjl Anjangaon, should be given back; 
tbat only the tributes from the Rajput States, amonnting to Rupees S,42,6[)0, 
SQonid he retained; and that the contingent shonld be stiU further reduced 
to correspond with this diminution of the funds. By the treaty of 1820 
it was optional with tbe Government of India on the estinotaon of the debt 
either to restore these districts, or to pay rent for them, or to give other 
lands in exchange. 

It was finally arranged that beeidee receiving the Rajput tributes 
the Government of India should retain tbe management of the districts 
of Oaihakota and Malthon in 9anger, which yielded Rupees 76,000; that the 
Khaodesh districts should be I’estored to Sindhia, and that inlisu of them 
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Siodhia should a sum u! Eupeps 66,926.8 a year, which was equivalent to 
their uct roTenocs. No writteu eogT^'eraent was ooiicluded, but the contio* 
gent was re* organised in aecordanee with the above arnnigeroeat, and Siudhia 
promised to take measures for the proper management of the conirtrv aod to 
respeut the set^emeuts which the Govern moot of India had made with tho 
Bbils. 

Tlie Court o£ Directors, however, wore • of opinion that the restoration 
of the districts was not repaired by the terms of tlie engagement of 182U, 
tbut Sindhwas not likely to respect the Bhil settlements, and that there 
was danger of the conotry relapsing into anarchy by its traiisJer io Slodliia's 
QovoiDmeut. They therefore desired that measnres should be taken for uW 
tsitiing the ictroceseion of the'diatiicte to the BriUsh Ooveruiaenl. But the 
DarKor was unwilling to part with tiiem, nod Goveriiinoot at last resolved 
not to pi’ess the matter. The Darbar, however, was emphatically told that 
Government would not permit these districts to become haunts of oppression 
and disorder dangenius to neighbouring teriitorles, and t];at if roismaongement 
should occur of a natare to endanger the security of the suri'ciuudiag districts, 
the pargunas would be at once taken possession of by tho British Government 
aud not again restored. 

In iSdB the districts of Eandwai, Barwai, Punasa, Sailout, aud the village 
of Dhangaon, and iu the following year the districts cf Asir (with exception of 
three &»ivQe), Sham garb, Mundl, Bilora, Atnd, Deorl, and Pi pled, were made 
over (No. X) by Sindhis to the nuinagement of the British Goverument. 
Doori was subsequently ceded permanently to the British Government in 
eKoliongefcr Shnjawslpur,but the tcnui’eof the other eleven districts remaiued 
unchanged. The measure wns in a Tuunuer forced on tlie Darbor who lon^ 
continued to urge tluir right to the rastoratiou of the districts. But in 1^37 
it was decided that the transfer of these districts to the administration of tho 
British Government was an arrengecuent not revocable at tho will of 
Gwalior Darbar, and that the districts could not be relinquished without dis¬ 
appointing the expectations of the people and danger to the general trunquil. 
lity and to the freedom of commerclul intercourse with Bombay. Tbew 
diGtriots were ceded to the British Government in full sovereignty under the 
treaty of i860. 

In 1831 the esehange of the pargaoa of eastern Sbujn.walpnr f^r Siiidhia’« 
districts of Deori, Gnnrjharaar, Chauwarpaiha, TttnduklK.ra nnd NfilviftmiM 
negotiated. The reTeDucs of Sbujawnlpnr wuro abauV linpte^ 9fi,93P

and iUoGe of Sindbla's districts Itiipaee 87,SOB, A monej pafToent of Eupoos 
3,654 remained tberefore to be madetotbeBritisb OoperDmentby the Gwalior 
Darbar. Tbo Court of Dirootors disappi'OTsd of this exchange of territory, bub 
ae the arrangemenb was coaTonient for both parties and its cancelment would 
be Tery unpalatable to the Gwalior Barbar, Gorernment finally resolved 
not to disturb it. Tbe Eeeident however waa requii^ed, without inviting com* 
plaints, to use bis influenoe to prevent iojury to the iohabitanta, Ouaranteea 
were given for life to four persons who bad rsceived jagirs in Shujawalpur from 
the British Government, Raj on Khan, a Pindari leader, brother of the noto¬ 
rious Chit Uj b ad also received a life gra nt * of Unde In S hujawalpur. H e died 
during the negotiatious fov the exchange, and the lands, the value of which 
hod been exolnded from the estimated value of Shnjawalpnr, were oontinned 
to his family, and Sindhia was required to abstain from any arbitrary mcaamw 
of resumption. Oueetions of succession to this jagir are nsually decided by 
the British Government and the decision is oommunicated to Sindhia. 

The rule of Maharaja Jankoji Sindhia was very weak. Although the 
Boiza Bai t bad no stroag party within Gwalior territorlee, she did nnt cease to 
intrigue end to ose freely for this purpose Ropeea 37,00,000 deposited in the 
Benares treasury, which snm, by the arbitratiou of the British Government, 
acqiiiseced in by Sludbia, was declared to be her private property. The Mama 
Sahib, the Mah&raja^s maternal uncle, ocenpied the post of mioister during

BqC tbs coort was a constant scooe of fsuda 
and stxQgg>le3 for power among the aobles, white the army was in a ohronio 
BCate of mutiny. The weakness of the Internal goveriimeot prepared the way 
for the bostiUtiee with the British Government which broke out shortly after 
the Maharaja's deatk^ and reenlted is an entire chao^ of the British policy 
towards the Gwalior State. 

Jankoji Sindbia died on 7tb Febniaiy 1843. tie had no oblldren and 
had expreseed no wish regsrdiog the auoce6ston> althoogb repeatedly and eara> 
estly urged by the Besideat to do so. Tara Rani, the Maharaja’s widow, a 
young girl of twelve years of age, adopted, with the oonourrenoe of the Cbiefe 
of the State and the army, Bhagirat Roo, son of Hanwant Rao, usually called 
Babaji Sindhia. He was the nearest relative, though a very distant one, of the 
late Maharaja, and the adoption was recognised hy the British Government. 
The boy was then about eight years of age, On his acoessiou he assumed the 
title of &K Jah Jayaji Rao Sindhia. The adoption of a boy too young to 
administer the government lendered necessary the appointment of a regent. 
The Mama Sahib, who appeared to possess the greatest inflaence and was 
attached to British interests, wns chosen by the Chiefs of Gwalior as regent. 
His selection was repotted to give universal satisfoetica to the troops and 
people; and he was accordingly recognized hy the British Governmeot as the 
responsible bead of the State during tbe minority, and was assured of sup¬ 
port. For three months affairs went on smoothly; but intrigues were oairied 
on against the Mama Sahib in the palace by a party headed by Dada 
Khasglwak, who gained over a portion of the army to bis cause. The com¬ 
mencement of the intrigue is attributed to apprehensions instilled into tbe mind 
of the young Maharani that the Mama Sahib, whose daughter was married 
to the Maharaja, would supersede her authority, and it ended in the expulsion 
of tbe Mama Sahib from Gwalior and the establishment of the induMce of 
Dada £ba^wain, notwithstanding the remonstrances of tbe Resident aod 
the British Government. 

Dada Ebasglwalu showed himself to be hostile to the interests of tbe 
British Government. Offices were taken from those who were supposed to 
be favourable to the maintenance of friendly relations, and persona who at 
the request of the Resident had been expelled from Gwalior by the late 
Maharaja were recalled and restored to office. Such proceedings ootdd not 
be viewed otherwise than ss an aSront to the British Government. They 
were aooomfvnied by the assemblage of large bodies of mutinous troops at 
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Gwalior, l>y a threaUoed attack on Sironj ic tie Icrritories of the Nawal) 
of Tork, wliar<3 the Mama Salub bad taken r«fiige, and by di&trdurs ou tlie 
frontier at a time when war on tie Sotlej was impending. Mureover it wj;b 
fieceseaiy to seeiire tbe coiomooicaCioDs of tbe Biitisli ai*my by tbe re^ostab- 
lielimocit of a friendly governlurat In ita rear at Gwalior. Tbce tbe direct iii> 
terfcrence of the British Government was decoanded in the inteiests not only 
of the Owalior Stale bat also of the British possessions. 

Accordingly, the loprceontative of the British Government was with¬ 
drawn from Gwalior until either a sctclod government should W established 
at Gwalior or his inteivention ^) 0 uld be solicited by the Maharaoi and the 
Chiefs for tbe restoration of order. Before final measures wei’e taken 
the Bcaident wrote to the Mabnrani iu reply to a letter in which she 
had invited his return, stating; the conditions under which alone fnsitdly 
relations could be ro-estnblished, and inquiring tlie banishment of Dacia 
ICba^iwuIa, whose presence was the only obstacle to tlio restoration of 
fncudsbip. This letter woe intercepted by Dad a Rbnsgiwola, whose ri^ht 
to interfere in Ibe affairs of the State had never been admitted by tho Bntish 
(Tovernment, and ho concealed its cootente from the Maharoni. This act 
was considered to be a virtual assumption of the powers of government 
by Dada KbasgiwaJa and a eupersessiun of the authority of tbe Maha- 
rani and the young Chief, whose position and supremacy tbe British Govern¬ 
ment were bound by treaty to ZDoiDtoio. A demand was thvrefi're znodo for 
Diida Kliasgiwala's aiurendvr as the preliminary condition of further friendly 
mterconred. Iho objeetB proposed by the British Governmeiit were the sur¬ 
render of tbe person of Dada Ehfiegiwala os reparation for the affront that 
had buen offered to Govyrnmenl; eecurily for the tmnquilllty of tike frontier ; 
aud tbe leiluctioa of tho inuduous army which possessed the i*eal power in 
Gwalior and overawed the govoriimeat of the State. Doda Ehasgiwala wa>) 
seized by the Chiefs who wore favourable to the I'estorntion of peaeo, but '.e 
wis released by tlte portiou of the army whose support ho had bought; and 
it was only oa the advance of a British force towards Gwalior that ho was 
Biirrendered. 

It remsiiued now to negotiate measures for the formatiou of an efii- 
eiont govern meat and the reduotiuu of tbe army. For this purpose an 
interview woe agreed up.m between the Goveroor-Gonerul and the Maha¬ 
raja, to take ploce at Hingona on the 2fith Dei>3mbsr lKd3. The day 
Pas:cd without the appeaiaucc of tbe Mubntaui and her son, who were hold 
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in restraiat hy the mutdoous ti'oops. On the £9th December, whan th^ 
Bricieh army woe t&kiog up its advanced it was on by tbe 

Gnalior troops. The battles of M^ibarnjpur ac>d Panniar wem fought on the 
game day and ended in the total defeat o£ the Grsvalior army^ond the conoloeioo 
On the 18lh January 1844 of a Treaty (No, XI) by which it was agreed that 
territory yielding eighteen lakhs a year ehould be ceded to the British Govern¬ 
ment for til a oiainteoa&ceof acoociugent force, and other lands for tbe payment 
of tbe debts of the State to tbe British Government oud tbe expenses of tbe 
war; that the army should be reduced to 6,000 cavalry, 3,000 infantry, and 
200 gunnel3 with 32 guns; tb«it the goveiumeut during the minority should 
be conducted aoooi'ding to the advice of the British Resident; and that tbe 
juat teiTitorial rights of tbe Gwalior State she aid be maintained by tbe 
British Goverumcot. 

From tbie tima till tbe mntinies of 183? there was little cbani*e in the 
relatione of the British Government ivith the Gwalior State, By the rnutiuy 
of the contingent in June \857 the Political Agent WQ^« forced to quit 
Gwalior. The oouosele, however, of Dinkar Rao (afterwards Sir Djohar 
Rao, K.C-S-l ), the Maharaja’s able minister, who, during the foar precAding 
years of his tenure of odioe, bad reformed tlie internal administration, were 
strongly in favour of British interests. In June 1358 tlie ^Isilinraja was 
deserted by his twops on theapj^oacb of the rebels undei Tuntia Topi, and 
compelled withhia miiuater to seek refuge at Agi a. On the 10tl> June Gwalior 
wae retaken by Sir Hugh lloae’4 force and the Maharaja was itseatabliahed in 
his palace. From that date the coiihdeuce of tlxe Mahamju wns withdrawn 
fi>om his minister, to whom he conceived on intense dislike. Dinkar liao 
vacated office in December 1859, and Balaji Cbimnaji was oppointed in 
his stead with the ooucurieucc of the British Goveruiuent. lu 1838 Balaji 
Chimnaji having become incopaoitntMl by old age for tlie peiicrmnuce of hU 
duties, Gan pat Rao Kbodke, who was altenviirds created a Knight Goio- 
mander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India,, was appointed Diwan* 
After Dinkai Eoo’s removal the Maharaja himself stiperintended the whole 
of bis afiairs until his death in 1886, 

For hia eervicee during the mutinies Sindliln was informed that lands 
yielding three lakhs of rupees a year would he added to Kis territoriee; that 
peimisBion would be given to him to raise his iu Fan try from 8,000 to 6,00fl 
men, and bis artillery from $i to 36 giuis; that tho arreavs due to tbe British 
Goveinmeiit on account of the delioiency ui the revenues of tbe disUrivts 
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aasigoad uoder the treaty of 1S44 would l»e remitted, and do paymeote would 
in futiue be claimed ehoold these revcDaes fall short of eighteen lakhs ; and 
that the annual payment of Rnpees 10,0DO oat of the revenues of Banva 
Sagar in the Jhaosi dietiiot would ba hereditary. These modifications of the 
treaty of 1844 were embodied in a new Treaty (Ko. XII) concluded on the 
l^th December 1800. This was based upon oertun proposals which had 
been made in 1854, but had in the mterval remwued in abeyance, fur an 
exchange of territory with Sindhia. The oew treaty provided for the re¬ 
storation to Siodbia of lands from tbs assigned districts yielding three Inkhs 
of rupees a year; for tlie cession of the town of Burhaupur and the district 
of Zaioabad in exchange for the town and part of the district of Jbausi; for 
the exebaoge of Sindhia's five districts in 6 u 2 arat,the pargaoa of ICaajia, the 
annual payment from Barwa 3agar, and all hie territories south of the Nar¬ 
bada, with the exception of seven hereditary villages, in inturn for lands of 
equal valne od the Sind and Betwa rivers; for the oeseion to the British 
Government in full sovereignty of oU the districts, &c., assigned in 1844 which 
might remain after the above exchanges should be effected; aud for the sab- 
stitution of a subsidiary force costing not leas than sixteeD laklis a year in the 
place of Ills ertinct contingent. 

AU pensionary and charitable allowances and religious eudowments 
as 9 i>^oed on the lands traosferced to Sindhia nnder the treaty of 2S$0 in 
exchange, whether originally ceded districts or British territoiy, are paid by 
the British Govemineot; beoanse, though tho treaty of 1860 provided for 
the caloolation oF the value of the lands to be mutually exchanged on the 
gross reveones, all cash assignments of the ustnre in question, which were very 
common with the Mabrattos, were deducted in the valuation statement of the 
Gwalior Darbar. In the case of the pargana of Nimach which was given 
as a reward to Sindhia for services during the mutiny, the Maharaja was 
inform^ that the continuance of pensions and allowances was discretionary. 
The aggregate annual charge on both the lands exchanged and those given in 
reward was Eupeee 7,462-11-5! deducing from this Hupees 5,IS9-1$*9, 
chargeable to the reveones of Nimacb, an anoual payment of Rupees 
2,272'U‘S is made on this acoonnt. 

Subsequently to the eonclurion of the treaty of 1880 it was ascertained 
that tbe Char Thana estate, which formed one of the Items of the assign* 
mente under the treaty of 1844, bad never been taken over by the British 
Government, and had been allowed virtually to cease to form one of the ceded 
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itama ; ae its ravaonas noTor appaarad ia the aoQual acootxotsj wbicK wai'e mada 
up OTthout referanoa to tUeca. A cote to tliis aSect was eotarad opposite tbis 
atom io Schedule A appended to Article 7 of the treaty of the l£tb Ceeeaber 
ISdD, and the necaseary correctiooe wei^e made in the uccuher of viU^esj and 
io the amoaut of their gross value in Schedule C. Char Tbaua was sub¬ 
sequently iru^ludad in the excbengea with the Gwalior State, the IDarbar 
rsoaiving credit in theaccoaut for its gross value Eupees l,197-d'6. 

In 1861 the Maharaja gave up the hereditary villagies in the Deccan 
reserved to him under the 4th Article of the treaty for an equivalent on 
the Pahuj river. 

In 1864, after the exchanges effected by the treaty of 1860 had been 
iinally adjusted between the Britieh Government and the Maharaja, there 
still remained a balance of Eupees 4^994-0-10 in hie favour io excess of the 
land, and ae there was do land then available an annual cash payment was 
made to him. To this arrangement Sindhia was averse, and it was even¬ 
tually decided to give him an equivalent in land out of the pargana of Bban. 
der, in the Jalaun district, which had been ceded to the Eritish Ooverntoent 
under the trciity of I860. It was also decided to cede to the Muharaja 
territory of the annual value of Rupees 10,000 as an equivalent for lands 
taken up for the extension of the Mornr cantonment, the Maharaja being left 
to settle the details of compensation with the proprietors and others inter¬ 
ested in the alienation of the land. 

In the meantime the British Government had onderUkco negotiations 
for the transfer to the Nizam of ten ancestral villages po^esed by Sindhia 
within the Hyderabad territories. These villagos had enjoyed an esemption 
from the jnrisdiction of the Nizam's Government, which in the iateraets of the 
general peace of the country could not be allowed to continue. Sindhia 
consented to cede these villages to the British Government on condition of 
receiviog from it an equivalent in lands bordering on his temtoiy north 
of the Narbada, while the British Government were to transfec the ten 
villages by a separate exchange to the Nizam, receiviug in lieu of them 
an equivalent in Hyderabad villages on the Bombay frontier {h9 Hyder^ad). 
The villages were valued by a British officer, by whose decision Sindhia and 
the Nizam agreed beforehand to be bound, at Enpees 16,000 per annum. 

It was settled that all these exchanges shoold form one transaction 
and be included in a supplementary treaty. An annual payment to Sindhia 
of Eopeos 46£*9-4, representing viJlage-righte and holdings in the Poon^ 
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C<»llectorata, wq^ aftorvTurda iuoluUeO In th(? list of claims. Pi’om tins must bo 
deductt^d on anuual payment by Siodblu of Kapoes ou aecouat of 

otlii^r Holdings ia tlie Dacca d and the et^uivaleikt of the j'evenue of tbe jugir 
of Auui in the Poona CollautarntCf vis-, Rnpees 2,602«IS-0 per annum, ^Hicb 
at tbs rei^ue^itnf tHe MaHarajn ^vas ooufcrrcd by tbe Brltlsb Qovet^nmsat on 
bis iniaistur Dadii Gaupat Bao Klhadke. THe rsGuit of tbe settlement showed 
that terntory to tbe annual valae of about Bupees Had to be mnde 

over to the Mahaitiju nod HU Heirs in perpetuity, and a IVeaty (No. XII1) 
embodying these arrangements was concluded with Siudbia on the Sod 
December IS71, The account was finally olneed by a casb payment of Bupses 
S9,65S*]'9, repi'secnting one yeni''3 pnyments on account of the balnnco due 
nuder (he treaty of i860 for tbe land ceded for the Momr cantonment and 
for Sindbia’s Hyderabad villages, np to tbe date of the actaal tmnsfei* of tbs 
villages ceded in exchange to Him. 

After tbe capture of Gwalior by the for^e under Sir Hugh Uosc in 1858, 
Bntisb troops continued to occupy tbe ‘fort of Gwalior. During tbe negntU 
atione, However, wHkH ended in the treaty of tbe \ii\i December 1860, Lord 
Canoijig pn^mised that the fort sbonld bo restored to SindHuk wheii tbis 
Gonld wIcH safety be dons. THis promise was repeated to Sindh in by Lord 
Elgin. Its fulfiloent depsuded on tlus witlidrawal of tbe British force from 
Momr to some more eligible station, wbicH wae at tltat time conternplnted. 
It was, However, dooided iu 1864 that tbe cantoiicneut of Mcmr should be 
maiutdined, and this necessitate the oostinned tenure of the Gwalior fort 
by British troops. Sindbia agreed on tOtU Marcli 1864 to gave np his right to 
the rest<>rntioQ of the fort on receiving an increase of twelve guns to his artil¬ 
lery, and on condition that bis flag should By on the ramparts of tbe fort; 
that he should be sainted from i(fi gnos; and that if at any time tho British 
Government should withdraw from its occupation be should be allowed to 
occupy it with his owti troops. The documents (Ko. XIV) recording thcGS 
arrangements, tds., Sindhia’s letter of the 29th March, and the Governor- 
GeneinFs letters of tbe 12th April and ilst December 1864, wHicb modify the 
dtli Article of tbe Treaty of I860, are held to constitute supplomontiuy Arti¬ 
cles of that Ti'eaty. Tbe twelve guns referred to were supplied in tbe shape 
of two ccmplate batteries of 9-pouuder guns. In 1865 Siudbia received two 
18-poaoder guns in place of two of smaller calibre which were given np. 

In 1856 the Huhamja being anxious to have tbs army under bis immo- 
diiiie control withdrew the traope, amonotiogto 1,500 infantry, 12 gnus, au d 
4,000 cavalry, from provincial service, aud proposed to entertain in their place 
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a bod^of Najil>6 3,000 strong for poUce. These 8,000 mea wei^e to be formed 
into three police eorps; ooe to be statioiwd iu Mai eve, aaother ia the Chanbal 
district, and the third ia leagarh and the Boodelkhaod frootier. This wae 
sanctioned bj (ioTernoieot on the nnderstandiag thst tlie Kajibs were to coo- 
stitute a police aod not a military force. Zc process of time these mea came 
to be regularly drilled doldiers, and in 1866 the Mahsraja nrged that tbe 
Najib battalione should be organised on tire same ^voi»-milctary footing 
no British police butlaUons were at the time of tbe enlistment of these 
men. He also asked that Article 9 of the Treaty of 1S60 might be modiSed, 
so ae to admit of these men beiQir added to the regular strength ct the army. 
Tbe request was negatiTed ss being contrary to treaty and opposed to the 
coaditioQs 00 wiiioh the Mahaiaja had been allowed to raise the Najib 
battalions. The Maharaja aoQordiogly re-organised them on the footing of 
police. 

In 1835 tbe Gwalior Darbar agreed to spend four bkhs of rupees 
on the oonstniotion of the portion of tbo Agra and Bombay road ninoiDg 
tbrough its terntory. Up to the time of the mutiDy Sindhiahad pmd three 
lakhs of rupees, and from 185S, when the construction of the road was resumed, 
to 1860 between two and three lakhs more. In the latter year a fresb 
arra.ogement was made by which the Mabaraja agreed to contribute Eopeee 
60,000 per annum for six yeaia towards the completion oC tbe road, and there¬ 
after an annual sum of Rupees 13,000 towards its repairs, la L867 Sindbia 
agreed after some discussion to allot, in Men of tbe annual payment of Enpeee 
60,000 for the Agra and Bombay road, Rupees 63,000 annually for such 
portions of sis roade named by him as lay in Owallor terntory; this sum was 
to be apportioned by the British Govemujeot in any way it pleased until foor- 
fifths of the entire cost of tbe roads had been mode up. In 1883 it was found 
necessary to rsccusider these arrangements, and it was then agreed for the 
futnie that, after tbe payment by Slndhla of the arrears that had accumslated 
under the former condition, be should contribnto in April of eaoh year Rupees 
60,000 towards the repair of roads in hia territory in lien of all bis esiatiog 
payments nnder that bead. 

In August 18S7 the Council of Regency mode a formal request that all 
the roads in Gwalior territory then under tbe charge of the Bublic Works 
Department of the Central India Agency should be made over to the 
administration of the Gwalior State, Tbe Goverument of India agresd to 
the transfer on the condition that the roads which are important from 
an imperial point of view should be kept in tborough order and to the 
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aatiaraction of the Gevemmeot ot ludift, who wochl make arrangements for 
esanining them from time to time; and that if .\t any time the State should 
fail to keep the reads up to the re^aii'ed eiuodard the GovenimeDt would 
resQioe charge, the whole cost of such resumption and of future mainteunnce 
betQg chaigeable to the Gwalior State. The transfer was accordingly carried 
out with effeot from the 1st of Juue l9Sh, and the yearly oontiibntion of 
Kupees 50,000 formerly paid by Gwalior ceased from that date. 

In 1J590 an Agreement (No. XV) was made by the British Government 
between the Gwalior and lUcUm States tor tbs ooastraction by the former of 
a metalled road, of which a portion nine through the Eatlam State. 

The Eajaof Amjbera,* tribotaiy toSindbia, formeilv‘j‘aid to the Gwalior 
State a yearly tribute of rifiU Rupees 85,000, nnder an eugugement mediated 
by the British Governmeut' This tribnie was part of the sums assigned in 1841 
for the payment of the contingent, and is oow payable by Sind bin to the British 
Government under the Treaty of 18(10. Besides this the Maharaja contiihutes 
Bali Enpees 30,000 a yeor towaids the payment of the Mnlwn Bhil Corps. 
Formerly Sindhia contributed only Huli Rupees 8,000 to this cor^js and the 
Raja of Amjhcni oontvibuted Kali Biipeos 4,000. But when Amjbera was coq> 
fiecated and made over to Slndhia in cousec^ueuce of the rebellion of the linja in 
1867, the aiTangement was made subject to a payment of Hali Ropeee 30,000, 
no further coutHbatlon being required on accoaut of Gwalior. 

In 1859 Sindhia agreed to give alUand which migiit be required for railway 
porposes in Kimar and to compensate the proprietors, except in cases where the 
proper^ was of special value. Jurisdiction over aU persona Tceidiog within 
raihray limits was to rest with the railway authorities; but disputes between 
railway serfonte and Gwallnr subjects were to he referred to the Agent to 
the GoTsTDOv.General for Central India. On the transfer of Nimav to the 
British Government in 1861, compensation to the amount of Rupees 6,098 
was paid by Government on account of land tnhen up by the railway. In 
1864 the Maharaja agreed (No. SVl) to cede to the British Government 
infuU Bcvereigoty sneb land as might be required for either of the then 
proposed lines of railway from Indore to the valley of the Narbada and 
Baroda, and also to exempt from transit duties all through traffic by the lines 
in question, Sindhia eubseqneatly preferred a request that all the concessions 
regarding the treatment of oSences and ofienders within railway limits which 
hud been aooordud to Uolkar in the case of a similar grant of lands for railway

purpoeea roight also be exteoJed to IHm ; tliia vvas agreed to, and the terms 
settled between tbe British Gevecnnidut aod Holkar were detailed in an ex« 
planatory Memorandum (No. LI). 

In ISbOSindhia consented to the coustrootion o£ a bridge hj British 
agencj over the liver Charubal. After oonsiderable disiiu^ion it was decided 
tb.it Sindbia eboold share with Dbutpurin the net pinfits of the bridge and 
feri'j at Bn j ghat, and that Dbolpur should I’eoelve a moiety of the profits appsN 
taining Sindbia’e ferry ut Kh&ntu {tee Dholpur, Tol. III). 

In I 860 Siiidhia having lost bis infant 80 it> tbe third in succession 
wliioh had died, obtained tho eanction of Government to adopt an heir to liia 
State. The privilege of adoption bad been granted by Oovernment in 1X62 
(No. XVII). Tbe seleotiou fell on Ranaji Siodhla, who was received at 
Gwalior with honour, and styled Cbhota Maharaja. In 1870 ftanaji Siudbla 
voluntaiily aokoowledged bis complicity in a plot against the Mahariga's life, 
and at Sindhians request the Government withdrew their reoognitionof Ranaji 
Sindhia as the Maharaja’s heir. 

In 1866 Sindhia preferred a claim that holders of renfi*free estates in 
those portions of tha assigned district of Bbander which became British terri¬ 
tory under Che operation of Article 7 of the treaty of ISth Lecomber 1860 
ehnuld hsTo tbeir titles to their estates therein confirmed in perpetuity by the 
Issue of a sen ad from tbe Bvitisb Government under the terms of Article 6 . 
Tbe Mahavaja was informed that tbe terms of claose 4 of Article 8 were not 
intended to apply to any portion of the assigned distriots restored to him 
nnder the territorial exclian^es provided for therein, and tliat he was free to 
deal with them as he pleased, but that he most faith folly carry out tbe term 
of that clause In reepect of the Uodowners enjoying special rights in the 
British lands transferred to him, as would be done in respect of tbe same class 
of persons in tlie Gwalior lands transferred in exchange to tbe Bidtlsh Govern- 
menC; lastly, that the conditions iu qnesiinn wore not appUcablo to the por¬ 
tions of tbe assigned distriots tinnsforied to tbe British Caovemraeut in full 
sovei^eignty under Article 7, as tbe transfer bad not been sabject to auy such 
conditions. 

Id 1866 certaia rules were sanctioned by the Govemrneut of India for 
enforoiog tlie responsioility of Native Stat«e lor mail robberies committed 
witbiu their teiYitorles. Sicidhia oskeil to bo speoially exempted from the 
operation of these rules on tbe ground of tbe con pnrative excellence of his 
police arrangemente; bnt tlie request was disallowej, and tlte Maharaja was

informed tliat it rested witli him hy still further improviag his police to 
ftToid the chance of being a&cted by the penalties of the rules. 

In September ltS7& Sindbia olered the British Government a loan of 
seventy-five Ukhe of rupees for the o »n6tr(ictioQ of t railtvay between Agra 
and Gwalior, nod in January 187S a further sum of seventy-Hve lakhs for the 
ooostmction of a line from Indore to Nimach, on condition that interest on 
these loans at four per cent, should be paid to him and hie auoceeeoie in 
perpetuity by the British Government, and that he should he allowed oertiiin 
privileges in respect of free carriage oo the line. He undertook to cede free 
of charge all the lands required for the railway, its stations, buildings, etc., and 
engaged that no transit duties ebonld be levied on through traffic. He also 
ceded plenary civil and criminal juriedlotion on the lines. These loans were 
accepted in a khanta from the Viceroy, dated the fSth April 187^ (No. 
XVUI). 

Id ISd^ Sindh la gave free of charges all the land in Gwalior territory 
quired for the Indian Midland Railway Company, for the esteosion of the line 
from Gwalior to JhausI and from Jhansi towards Bhopal. He also ceded 
plenary civil and criminal jurUdiotiou on these lines {vidt Agreement No. XIX, 
dated 8th December 1888). 

In 160D the Darbar agreed to the oonstructioa of a line of milway 
from Bina on the Indian Midland Railway to Guna, an important place in 
Gwalior, where one of the two regiments of the Central India Horse has its 
head-quarters. The Darbar also agreed to the ooDstruotlon of a line from 
Ujjaiu In Gwalior to Bhopal, by way of Sebore. The f«>rrQer line ie to be on 
the standard gauge ; and the Governmeut of India has consented to give, free 
of cost, the land required for it in British territory between Bina and the 
Betwa river. As i‘«gards the latter lice the Gwalcor Darbar has offered to 
defray prelimluary expeuses; and the Indore, Bhopal and Dewos States have 
promised to give all required loud free of cost. The Indore Darbar bos agreed 
to the scirae terms as those on which land was ceded in 1884 for the Holkar 
State Railway {ieo Indore). The survey is now (189^) in progress. 

In 187& Sindhia sat ns a member of the inised Commieiion by which 
Malbar Rao, Gaokwar of Baroda, was tried fur an attempt to poison the 
Britisli Resident at Baroda. 

In 1877, on the occasion of the Delhi Assemblage held to celebrate the 
s'wumption by Her Majesty of the title of Empress of India, Jayaji Rao 
Sindhia, who had been created a Knight Grand Commander of the Most 
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£salt«d Ordet* ol the Shar of India in IS61, vae granted a personal salute of 
Si guDB, and was toade a Coanniltor of the Empress. At the eeme time the 
title of Hisam>n8-8altanai was conferred upon him, and he was given the 
honorary rank of a General In the British army. He was subsequently made 
an Honorary Knight Oraod Cross of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, 
and a Companion of the Older of the Indian Empii^e. 

In Adgiist LiS77, owing to the uonsually small rainfall of that year and 
the GOD sequent distress in Sindbia’s northern districte, which entailed heavy 
espendltui^e in relief operations, the Maharaja obtained fromtbe British Govern- 
meikb a loan of fifty lakhs. It was arranged Hint the amount should he 
repaid in eleven years from the interest aniiualiy payable to Sindhiaon his 
railway loan (Ko. KXJ. The balance, Bo. 13,77,^47-1 h*9, was paid oS in 
1387. 

In 1873 the British Ooveroment oonclnded an Agreement (No. XXI) 
with Sindhia by which he ondertook to limit the produotioti of salt in his Stats 
to 54,000 maunds in any one year; to prsvsut the export from bis State of 
any salt manufactured in it; and to stop the import itito, or passage throngh 
hie dominions of all salt which bad not paid duty to the British Government. 
He further engaged to impose no duties whatever on salt that had already 
been taxed by the British Government, and to take possesriou of any stocks 
of foi'oigo salt then existing within bis territories until satisfactory arrange- 
ments for its disposal ahunld have bean mads with the British aotborities. The 
Agreement also included an Article prohibitiug the export from his State of 
any intoxicating preparations, eiich as bhang, ganja, opium, ete. In considerB- 
tlon of and as oompensatioo lor the above couoessions, the British Govern* 
meat, while reserving ita right to rev las the Agreement, if necessary, agreed 
to pay to Sindbia Rnpses S,l&,500 annually in half-yearly jnstAlments. 
This Agreement came into force on let October 187S. 

In 1379 Sindhia accepted lixbilitv for the cost of maintenance of convicts 
of the Gwalior State sentenoed to transportation at the Andamans, and also 
o! prisoners convicted of oSences committed in Gwalior terrilory and confined 
in British jails in India. There la no special extradition treaty with 
Gwalior; and enrrenders are effected In accordance with the procedure for the 
time being io force in British India. 

In 1835 a Postal Convention (No- XXII) was concluded by the British 
Government with the Gwalior Stats to fa^litate the exchange between tho 
Imperial Post Office of British India and the poet offioce in tbs territories of 
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the Maharaja, of oorrespondeuce, money-orJere, etc. TIus Conveudoo came 
iuto force on the let of July 1865, was subsequently modified by en addU 
tiooal Agieement (Ko. XXIII) nbicb was ooiiclnded in 1666, aod came into 
operation on the let July of that year. 

In 1H85 the question of tbo suiTender to Sindbia u£ the Gwalior fortress, 
wbicb bad been occupied by the British sinoe 1656^ was again brought 
under disuossioo. It was eventually decided to make over the fortress to the 
Mnharaja together with the oaotonineut of Morar. In return for this coiioes> 
sion, Siodhia agi’Ced to pay to the British Government a sum of fiftaen lakhs 
on eccouut of expenditnrs incurred iipou the fort, aud to transfer to tbe 
British OoTeniment the towu and foi't oE Jhansi. 

At the same time SindLia was allowed to Increc^e his infantry by $,UflO 
men, but it was stipulated that be should not bring bis regnlar cavalry beyond 
tbe aotnal strength at which it stood in Kevember 1686. The terms of the 
transfer were embodied in Sbaritas, dated the Sitit February 1686 and 16th 
June IS88, addressed by tbe Viceroy to the Maharaja Siudbia (Kos. XXIV 
and XXV), and in a Xbaiita dated tbe 7tb September 1668, sent by tbub 
Cldef to tbe Govcinur-General (No. XXVI). 

Tbs intention of tbs Grove rnment to effect this transfer was aunouuned 
by His Esoellenoy the Viceroy at a Davbar at Gwalior on the 2)id December 
1885. Tbe actual evacuation of Gwalior and Movar by British ti’oops took 
place on the 10th March 1HS6, and on the same date the town and foit of 
Jhnnsi weie mode over to the North •Western Provinces Government by rbe 
Gwalior sulhcrities, By a proekmutloa dated the 10th Juoe 18'^6, mndu 
under 28 and 29 Vic., o. 17, s. 4, the ceded territory was declared to be 
subject to tbe Lieutcunnt*Govcrnorsbip of tbe Nortb«West«vn Provinces. 

Mabaiaja Juyaji Boo Sindhla died on tlw 20tb June 1666, and was buc^ 
ceedecl by his son Modho fUo under tlie title of Mabarsja Madho Rao Siudbia. 
Madbo JUo was born on tbe 20tb October 1876, his mother Snkhiya Kaja 
Sahiba beiog the daughter of Bapu Sahib Jodau, a Muhr&tta noble of 6wa> 
lior. 

Id accordance with the wishes of tbe late Cliief, and with tbe cocoar> 
rence of tbe Government of India, tbe administration of the Gwalior State 
during tbe minority wai eutruetsd to a Council of Bogency, which w.ie 
appointed in September 1886. Rao Raja Sir Gan pat Bao Xhadke, who had 
been for more than twenty years Dlwan and Rarbhavi to Maboriga Jayaji 
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Rao, was appoioted Pi'seideot of tbe Courioil, and seven in embers were 
selr'Oted from the principal Sardars and officials of the Sfate. This xdminis- 
trative body was empowered to carry on tbe ^overameot of the Qfvalior 
State in consulbitioa with tbe Resident, who was iQs1>i*Qoted to supervise tbeir 
proceedings, and to suggest measitrss for tbs improvemsot of tbe administra¬ 
tion. Reforms bare beeu iultiated in almost eveiy bmncb of tbe Government: 
and special eSorts, wbicb have met with a considerable measure of euccese, 
have been made to suppess crime, and more particnlarly organised dsihaiti, 
thrcugbout tbe State. 

Tbe accession to the gadi of Mabainja Madlio Rao Sindbia was sign^ 
lized by tbe ab'ditioQ of all transit duties throughout tlie Gwalior State. TbU 
important meaeuve was aDSOunced by a ootificdtion doted the Sbtb September 
1836. 

In 1887 the Council of Regency offered tbe GoTernmeut of India a 
loan of tliree and a half crores of Government Rupees, to bear interest at 
tbe rats of four per cent, per annum. This investment of a portion of tbe 
aconmolations of State treasure, amonntiiig to npvrards of sit ororee, was 
approved by the Government of India, aod the t*>rmB were embodied in an 
Agi'eement (No. XXVU). Tbs last lustaloent of tbe loan was received at tbe 
Calcutta Mint on tbe Srd September 1887. The interest on tbe loan is paid 
balf'yearly at tbs Agra treasury in Government mpees, tbe dates on which 
interest is due being the Ut April atid the 1st Ootober of each year. It was 
further arranged that the le payment of tbs loan she a Id be made by annuo! 
iDstalmente of 12 lakbs, oommenciog one year after tbe Maharaja should 
come of age (No, XXVIII). 

Rao Rnja Sir Ganpat Rao died on the 17 th Augnst 1S68, and with 
tbe concurrence of the Government of India tbs junior Mabarani, Sakhiya 
Raja Sahibs 6i)idhia, was nominated to set as Regent daring tbe mioority 
of her son Mad ho Rao. Bapn Sahib Jadau, one of t)ie Members of the 
Council of Regooey and Gis Highuess' maternal grand-father, was installed 
av President of tbe Cunneil. It was however clearly laid down tlmt tbo 
Mabarani should have do administrative powers and no right of interfeTenee 
with the coudaot of public affaiis. In May 1391 tiie Maharan; Regent was 
appointed to he a Member of tbe Imperial Order of the Ciown of India. 

AiraDgeioents were mode for the education and training of the young 
Chief, and in Fehrnarv 1890, with the eoaouirence of the Mahaiuni Regent and 
the Council of Regency, Mr. J. W. D. Johnstone, Principal of the Daly

Aooordinif to the retorns for 1890 the forces mnistained by the Gwalior 
State consisted of 884 arilllerycnen with 48 gans olaeeed as eerriceable j 
l,9:fO regalu cavalry and S,8S4 irregular cavalry j 8,£^0 regular infaDtr/, 
and 2,S:2I) irregular infantry (e:achiding police). Of these fiw^roes^ 1,200 
cavalry, with a transport trrun oC 600 ponies and £0U carte, have been placed 
at the disposal of the Govorument of India for Imperial Service. 

The population of Siodhia's territory is 8,878,774 by the census of 1891, 
and the area is estimated at 29,1)47 square iniks,* T]ie revenne of the State 
from all sources is abont Ba. 1,87,79,289. The present Mui^arsja recaves a 
salute of 19 guns, and within his own territory a local salote of 2 1 guns.

The Nawab, Attiaud-nl*DowIa, TelWut Jang Hnatinga, Bahadoor, 
G^overnor-Generai of Bengal, &c., bavitig obtained i'all authority from the 
Oo 7 ernor>Ganeml o£ Beugal, &o., grants foil po^re to Colonel Mnir, above- 
named, to negociate a pease betiveeu Malurajab SaHeb Soubadar, Madbo EUo 
Sindia Babadoor, aod the English Company, in suob raauner, tb^t whatever 
shall be agreed to by the Colonel, on tjje part of the Coti^tny, the Governor- 
General HCkd Coimeil eball aJso agree to and eon&rm : doloQsl Muir and the 
Maharajah Sabeb are bo>b dealrooe of a peace and have detensined npon and 
agreed io a peace on the follo^visg conditiona, vis, : 

^rrif.-^Tbat having mutually resolved upon a pespCe and firm alliance 
they shall respectively clKerve their agreemente for ever. 

That within the term of eight days from the time of the 
confirmation of the Treaty, they shall, at one time, march off tbeir reepective 
armies.

Should tbls peace be effected, 
it is well; otlier^ise the English Lave the choice to do aa they shall judge 
proper, and the Maharajah shall not assist or oppose either party.

and wlioroaeit wns stipulated by tbs 4th Article of the “ Treaty of Poomn- 
dur,'^ dated 1st Mai'ck 1776, ‘’that the Feishwa and Muratlia State do a^se 
to give to the English Compauy for ever all right aud title to their entire 
share of tbo arid pergunna^ of Barcaoh, ae full aud complete as ever they 
collected from the MoguU or otherwise, without retaining emm of cboutb, or 
any other demand whatever, so that the English Company shall possess it with-

Treaty with Maharajah Madeo Rao SikdiAj relative to the 
Honourahlb East Ikdia CoiiPAiry’s Trade at Baroach, 
dated the 30tU September 1785, 

'Whereas a Snnoud, bearing date the seventeenth day ot Ruhpe-oos'sanee 
of the year one thonsAnd one himdrsd and ninety.seven of the Hegira, corre* 
eponding with che twenty* 5 ret day of Mar oh, one thoneand seven hundred and 
eiglitv-three of the Cbrietian era, was gmuted by Maharajah Sonbadar Madbo 
Rao Sindia, dechi'iDg that tbe Koglish shoald carry on tiacle as usual in the 
city and ]^ergunnab of Baroach, and that no improper mnlestation should be 
oSei^ed to them, the said Sonnud specifying also that no European nation ex> 
oepting the English should be permitt^ to trade in any shape in the sud city 
and pergunnab; a)id whereas, in the eaid Sunnud, toe parCicnlars of the 
duties, etc., to be taken and the settlement of concerns of trade were nxnltted, 
and doubts have arisen on tbeee sobjects, which Maharaja Soubadar Madho 
Kao Sindm is willing to remove i For this purpose, and to support the Englieli 
trade in the city aod pergounah of Baroach, We, the Oovexnor General and 
Connell of Kort William in Bengal, appointed by the Ring and Parliament 
of Great Britain to direct and contiol ail political affaire of the Honourable 
Enrrlish East India Company in India, on the one port, and Maharajah 
M adho Bao Slndia Bahodoor on the other port, agree to the following Treaty 
containing seven Aiticles, and bind ourselves and successors to tUe fall and 
invariable observance of them. 
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AUTIOtB 1, 

Maliataja 9oubadnr Maillio Bno S India Babadoor agrees that in ever^ 
;ear in tvhlcli the l^n^Ktli Company carry on trade in the district o£ Baroachi 
the dnties thereon sEall be taken according to the Treaty with the Nawab of 
Barcoob, in the year one tboneand seren bond red and sixty’four; that le to 
say»on tlie cottoD which is purchased from Baroneh, on every candy of Surat 
weight, one and a half Bn pees ond four felloos shall be paid, aud the doty on 
other articles wbieli are imported or exported by the Company shall he one 
Rupee eight annas for every hocdred Rupees; and be^ld^s these eetoblished 
avtifliee of the Company’s tinde, whatever other aitioles come from English 
iodividnals shall be subject to a duty of six Rniiees in every hundred thereon, 
eniifiumably to tbe usage which existed when the Company had poeseseion of 
BaroacH. The G overnor-Ceneral and Council agree that the hhiglish shall 
not unite any Flindostunec iu their tra<le, and tlut in case of such partner¬ 
ship, each duties shall be paid thereon ae are nud upcu the commerce of the 
merohants venting turbans. Tbe Gowmor-Oenerat and Council eonaent that 
the duties stipulated to be paid upon tbe Company’s trade shall be paid by tbe 
Company’s Besident at Raroach to tbs Amil of that district. 

AUTXCLB 3. 

It has been the old established costom, on the wreck of any ship, vessel 
or boats within any of the ports is the neighbourhood of Bnroaeh, that tbe 
owner of the poll should take possession of tbe goods; but os at this time 
a firm friendship exists between dte government of the English Company and 
Mohatajab Soubndar Madlio Rao Sindia Babadoor, the Oovemor-Oeoeral 
and Council have requested that tbe goods of tbe ships, vessels, and boats 
of the Gugllsh that may be wrecked in the river of Bsroacb, may be released, 
and Mohnmjah fioubudar Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor agrees, for tbe sake of 
friendship, that when any ship, vessel, or boat belonging to the English shall 
be wrecked in the river Nerbudda which belong:a lo the district of Baroach, 
and the Amil of Baroach may save any goods which hear tlie mark of tbe 
English, the Amil ehsll deliver al) such goods to the Company’s Resident at 
Baroach, who shall reimburse tbe amonot expended in saving aud keeping 
them. 

AXTICLI d. 

Some disputes having arisen between the EuglUh and subjects of the 
Maharajah belongiug to the fort of Baroach, in respect to the time of passing 
into the fort find out of it, it is now agreed, and the Maharajah has directed, 
that at the times when it is customary that the gate should remmn open, the 
people belonging to the Amil of Baroach shall not prevent the going and 
coming of the English or their depeDdaots, but that the gate shall be shut at 
the appointed hour, and ooue of ^e English or their dcpendaikte shall have 
□uy right to enter the fort, or go ont of it, after that time. Tbe Kngliflh 
are not then to deeire that tbe gate may be opeued for (hem, oot even to give 
intelligence of the arrival of aoy eldp that may come into tbe port at 
night, 
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Article 4 . 

Moharajah Snc^^adar Madhn Bao Sindia Babadoor en^g^s tbaC the ser* 
^ante of tbe Eagltsb factorand tbeirhoQs*hold atrendnnta, and the tradesmen 
aifcb as carpeiitei*9 nrsmiths^ or porters who work in the Coropany'a fnctory, 
and do not work anywhere hat in the factory, shalJ be under the protection of 
the Resident at BaToach, and the Anil of Baroacli ah all in no manner molest 
them for dotiee orouetoms, 8cc, And wlien any crime committed^ or f^appoaed 
to hove bean oomiDitted, by any snclt psraooe, shall ha discovered, tbo A mil of 
BaroaoH shall send tiotioe to the Compoiiy^a Resident, that he m&y examine 
and pass ji;dgnieot upon such persona, or the Cimpany’s Resident shall aesd 
hack such pemons to the Amil, that wbaterer ia proper in the case may be 
done by him; and the Governor-General and Council agre(> that when any 
tradvamen, &:c., working in the Conapany’s factory, shall ^ Into the town of 
haroacb, and work also with other merchants and townsmen, the A mil of 
Baroach shall take the duties for auch tradesmen, &o., accordrof to the piao« 
tice now in use with respeot to the persons not workinir for the Rnirliah only. 
For the sake of obTiatiojr any disputes that migiht ocenr on this point, the 
Company’s Resident at Baroaeh eliall prepare a list of the serraDts of the fee* 
toiy, with tbeir descriptions and stations, and deliver it to the A mil. 

Article 5. 

The Govern or-General and Conoctl agree that the Company’s lUeident 
at Baroaeh shall not afford protection to any pei’aon of the town who may fly 
from the A mil and resort to the Eesideot for it, hut aball, conformably to 
friendship, deliver up snch pers«»n to the Amll. 

ArtjcL® 6. 

It is ag^rsed that the Resident at Baroacli shall cot entertain more sspoys 
than the number necessary for the protection of the Bogllsh property in the 
factory, which number baa been 6xed at fifty men. It is also agreed that the 
Btiglish iu fninre shall not beat the drum in the factory, as Is the custom in 
the Company’s districts. SucIi persons as may be iu tbs tram or sowsree of 
the Resident may have distingnlsnin^ badg:es, but are not to carry muskets. 

AaTiCLe 7. 

Maharajah Souhadar Madho Bao Sindta Bahadoor engages in reef^ect to 
the debts recently incnvrvd by the iubahitants of Baroaeh to the Company'e 
sahjecis, or such as may be incurred iu future end not duly paid, that the 
Amil of Baroaeh shall examiue tl'e claim in the kntoheree of hie own Adawlut, 
and enforce t)>e payment ••f whatever may be proved to be jnit; and in reei>ect 
to the debts which were owing from the mhubitaota of Baroaeh to the Coro- 
paoy’s subjects at the time when Baroaeh was given to Medhajee SIndia, the 
Amil shall oswirtain whatever may he dne, and If the debtor b^ in good cir¬ 
cumstances, he shall foi-ce lum to pay immediately; if not in good cirenaj- 
stiiQCss, he shall fix o« proper periods of payment by iDstalmeni, and oblige the 
cbserr&Dee of them. 
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The iMtrties mutoallj swear, according: to their Te9peot(7e faiths, to abide 
by this agreernent.

say, on the eottoo wbiub is pnrohased froro Baroach, on every caii<iy of ^iirat 
weight, one ana a balf Unpes and four felloos shall be ]»aid, and the duty on 
other STticles, which are imported or exported by the Company, shell be one 
Rupee eight annas for every bimdved Rupees. And tvbereas the extent of the 
Oompaoy’s trade at Baroacb, in respect to the weight of oottoo and the 
amount of piece goods, was not exactly known to either of the parties, and 
the speoifioation of the same was reqaiiw by Maliaiajah Soubadar Mad ho Eao 
Siodla, the Governor-General and UotiD<^ of Bengal, in oomplianoe with the

prcjvided that 110 troops sba.ll ever be iotrodoced into those lands and villagoa 
under pretence of oollecCiDg the reveuues or auy other pretence whatever. 

AaxicLB ih 

Certain Treaties have been made by tbe BiitUh Government with Rajahs 
and othei'S, heretofore feudatories of the Maharajah All Jah Doivlot Roo 
Sindia. These Ibaatiee are to be confirmed; and tlio Malmrajih hereby 
renouueee ciaim upon tbe psi'sons with whom such Treaties have been made 
and deeUres them to be independent of bis governmcuC t'l.d authority, pro¬ 
vided that none of the tenitories helongiDg to the Maliorajnh, 8 ii^lat'd to tbe 
Boirthward of those of the itajahs of Jeypore and .lodh|rf>re sud the Enna of 
Gohacl, of which the revenues have been collected by him or liis Amildais, or 
have b^n applicable, os surinjamee, to the payment of bis troop, are ^ircntol 
away by such Treaties. Lists of the persons with whom snen Treaties have 
l)een made will be given to the Maharajah Bowlut Aso Sindia, when this 
Treaty will be ratiBdd by His Kscellency the Governor-General.

The Maharajah Dowlut lUo Sindia hereby reooances ail claims upon His 
Majeety Shall Alum, and eogages, oo his part, to ioterfere no further in the 
aif&irs of His Ms'Jesty.

The Maharajah Ali Jab Bowlut Kao Sindia engages never to take or 
retain in his service any Frenchman, or the subject M any other European or 
American power, the Government of which may be at war with the British 
GoveiDcneDt; or any BiitUh subject, whether European or native of India, 
without the consent of the British Governmeut, 

Article 14, 

In order to secure and improve the relations of amity and peace hereby 
esUbUsbed between the Goveroments, it is agreed that accredited minietsra 
from each shall reside at the court o£ tbe other. 

Aeticie 15. 

The Honourable Company being bound by Treaties of general defensive 
alliance with His Highness the Suubad^ of ^e Deocan and His Bighneee 
Kao Pandit Pordhaun, to which the Mah&iajah All Jah Dowlat Rao Sindia 
is desirous of acceding, he is to he admitted to the benefits tbeieof; and the 
Honouiable Company, with a view to the future security of tbe Maharajah's 
fsmtories, engage, in tbe event of hisagieeiag to the Treaty ^veioentioned, 
in two men tbe to Aimieh him with a force consisting of six battalions of 
infantry, with theii complement; cd ordnance and artillery, and usual equip- 
rnents of military stores, &c.f and the expense of this force is to be defrayed 
out oF the revenues of the lands ceded by tbe second, third, and fourth 
Articles, But it is agreed, that in oase it should suit the interests of tbe 
Mabarsjab’s Government to decline to enter into the Treaty abcvezneQ> 
tio&ed, such refusal shall not affect any of the other stipulations of this Treaty 
of Peace, which are, in eveiy respect, to be binding on the oontracting parties, 
tbeii heirs and successors. 

Article Id. 

Tbit Treaty is to be ratified by the Maharajah Dowlat Bao Sindia in 
eight days from this time, and tbe ratification is to be delivered to Major- 
General Wellesley, 
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Major*General WelleeUy engages tbat H ehall be ratified by Bis Esoel- 
lenov the Most Noble the Governor-General in Conodl, and the latificntioa 
shall be delivered to the Maharajah in three months or sooner, if possible. 

The orders for the cession of the territories shall be delivered to Major- 
General Wellesley at the same time with the ratifioation of the Treaty of 
Peace j but the forte of Aaeeerghur, Pon^igbur, and Eohud are not to be 
delivered up till aocoonts will have been received that the ten'lcories ceded 
have been evacnated by the Mabarajah’s officers and troops.

TREAir of Alliance 'witb Dowltt Bad Sindia, 1804^. 

Treaty of Alliance and Mutual Defence between the Honou e- 
ABLE the Englisa East India Company and the Maha¬ 
rajah Air Jah Dowlut Rao Sindza Bahadoor, and bis 
children, heirs and successors, settled by Major John Mal¬ 
colm, on the part of tho Honoueaelb Company, and by 
Bapoo Eetul Punt and Moonbhbe Katbl Nyn, on the part 
of the Maharajah Dowlut KaoSindia, after liaTing oora% 
tnunieated to each other tlieir full powers, the said John 
Malcolm being deputed to the Court of Dowlut Rao 
S iNDiA by Major General tho Honour able Arthur 
Wellesley; the Honourable Major General aforesaid 
being inrested with full powers and autliority from His 
ExcsLiBNCY tho Most Noble Richard Marquis Welles¬ 
ley, Knight of the Most Illustrious Order of Saint 
Patrick, one of Eis Britannic Majesty’s Most Honour¬ 
able PRIVT Council, appointed by the Honourable Court 
of Directors of the said Company to direct and control all 
their affaii*s in the East Indies. 

'Wbereos, bj the blessing of God, the reiatioiu of friecdsbip and union 
have been happily estobiiabed bet^eea the GovenuDent of the HoDonrable 
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CompftQj and tlat oS the Maharajah AH Jail Dowict Rao Siodia Bahadoor by 
a recent Treaty of Peace, the t«ro Goveramenta aforesaid, adverting to the 
complezioQ of the timee, have now determioed, with a view to the preeerva* 
tioQ of peace and tranqnilUty, to enter into this Treaty of geneiat defensive 
alliance, for the reciprocAl protection 'of their respeotive tenitonee, together 
with those of their several allies and dependants, against unprovok^ a^ree* 
sion and encroachnieDta of all or any enemfes whatever. 

AktiCLu I. 

The friendship and nnlcn established by the former Treaty between the 
two States shall be promoted and increased by this Treaty, and shall be per* 
petual : the friends and enemies of either State shall be tiie friends and ene¬ 
mies of both, and tbeir mntual iiiterests shall henceforward be iuse|>araUo. 

Article Z. 

If any person or State whatever shall commit any act of unprovoked hos. 
tility or aggression against either of the contracting parties, and, after doe 
representation, shall refuse to enter into amicable explanation, or sbaJl deny 
tbe jost satisfaotion or indemnity whleb the contracting parties shall have 
required, then the contrncting parties will proceed to concert and prosecote 
Rocb fai*tber measures as the case shall appear to demand. For the more die* 
tinct ezplanalioa of the (rue intent aod effect of this Article, the Governor 
IHoeral io Council, in behalf of the Honourable Company, b<'reby declares 
that the British Government will never permit any power cr State whatever 
to oummit with impunity any act of unprovoked hostility or aggression 
agalusC the rights and tenitorise of the Maharajah Dowlut lUo Slndla, 
but will, at all times, In compliance with the I’eqolsitioD of the Mabarajab, 
maint^naud defend the same, when each requisition is made, in the nke 
manner as the rights and territories of the Honourable Oompacy ave now 
maintaiued and defendvd. 

ARTIOLi 3. 

With a view to fulBl this Treaty of mutual defence, tbs Maharajah 
to 1*600170, and the Hoiionrable East India Company to furnlsb, a 
subsidiary force of not less than eix thousand regalai* infantry, with the asual 
proportion of artillery, and with the proper equipment of warlike stores and 
ammunition. This force Is to be stationed at sneh place near the frontier of 
Dowlut Rao Sisdia as may hereafter be deemed most eligible by the British 
Government, and it will be held in readiness at such station to proceed as soon 
as possible for the execution of any semoe on which it is liable to be employ'ed 
by the condition of tbie Treaty. 

AUTICLB 4. 

And it is fortber agi'eed that in conformity to the stipulations of tlie 
fifteenth Article of the Treaty of Peace, concluded hy Major*General 
Wellesley, on the part of the Honouiahle Company, and by Bapoo Eetnl, 
Hoonsbee Kavel Nyo, &c., on the part of Matuirajah Ali Jib Dosvlut Kao 
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Siodia, tbat all and expen sea of the six battalions alKrpementioned 
and of tlieir ordnance, {U'tiUery> military stores, and equipment shall be de« 
frayed by tbe Honourable Cotnpony out of tbe produce of the revenues of the 
territories ceded by tbe Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Eao Sindia to the said 
Coznpsnj, by tbe second, third, and foortb Articles of tbc aforementioned 
Treaty of Peace, which territories are speciBed in a statement annexed to that 
Treaty. 

AsTTCLn 6. 

Graiu and all other articles of consumption, and provisions, and nil sorts 
of materials for wearily apparel, together with tbe neoessaiy namher of cattle, 
horses, and camels, required for the use of the subsidiary force, Bhall, whenever 
the aforesaid force is within tbe territories of tbe Mabarijoh, inoonsequeuee of 
his reqnisiticin, be entirely exempt from duties; and whenever any further 
force of tbe Honoarable Company shall, In consequence of war with any 
other State, be in the domioions of the Maharajah, they shall, in like manner 
as tbe subaidiary force, he exempt from all doties npoo tbe aforesaid articles 
of necessary use and coDsnmpticn: and it is also ^^teed that whenever any 
part of tbe army of tbe Maharajah is in the territoriee of the Honourable 
Company, for porposes connected with the fulfilment of this Tiwaty, that no 
dnties on giain, camels^ wearing apparel, &o., as stoted above, which the party 
of the army of the said Maborajab may require, shall be collected : and it is 
further agreed that the Officers of the lespective Governments, while they are 
in the fullluent of the Articles of this I'reaty, either with tbe army or in 
the territories of the other, shall be treated with that i^espect and eonsideration 
which is dne to their rank and stotfon. 

Abticli 6. 

The subsidiaiy force will, at all limes, be ready, on tbe reqiiisttloa of the 
Maharajah, to execute semess of importanoe, such as tbe care of the person 
of tbe Maharajah, bis heirs and euooeseors, the protection of tbe country from 
attack and invasion, the overawing aud ebastisement of rebels or exciters of 
disturbance in the Maharajah's dominlous; but it is not to be employed 
on triHing occasions. 

AUTICLB 7. 

Whereas it Is yT'sed is the thirteen lb Article of tbe Ti'eaty of Peaoe that 
the Vloharajah Ali Job dowlut Eao Sindia shall never take or retain iu his 
service any Frenohmao, or the subject of noy other European or American 
power, the government of which may be at war with Great Britain, or any 
Britisb sohject whatever, European or native of India, without tbe consent 
of tbe British Government, tbe Mahaiajah now further engages that he will 
hereafter never employ in bis service, or permit to reside in his dominions, 
any Curopesn or American whatever, without the consent and acquiescence 
of tbe Biitiph Government; tbe said British Ooveroment, ou its part, OJigag* 
ing that it never will employ, or permit to reside in ita dominions, any 
pe^n subject of tbe Mabarajah or others, who shall hereafter be gnUty of 
crimes or of hostility sgainst the person or government of the aforesaid 
Maharajah Dowlut Bao blndla. 
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A&noL's 9. 

A8, by tbe proseot Treaty^ the union and frieudsbip o£ tbe two States 
is so fiimly cemented, that they may be oonaidered as one and the same, the 
Idabarajob engages neither to commence nor to pareue in fnture any ne^ocia- 
tioQ Tsith any principal States or powers, without giTiug previous notice and 
entering into mutual consultation with the Honourable Saat India CompaQy's 
Government: and the Honourable Coenpany's Government^ on their part, 
declare that they will have no manner of concern with any of the Mabarajolj's 
relations, depeodants, military chiefs, or servants, with respect to whom the 
Maharajah is absolute: and that they will, on no occaeion, ever afford ea> 
courage men t, support, or protection, to any of the MaharajaVs relations, 
dependants, chiefs, or servants, who may eventually act in opposition to the 
Maharajah's authority, but, on the contrary, at the lequisition of the Maha* 
rajah, t^ey will aid and assist to pnnieK and reduce all sucli c^enders to 
ob^ience: and it is farther agreed that oo officei* of the Hononrable Comj>aay 
shall ever interfere to the interoal affairs of the Mabaraj^'e government. 

Article 9. 

As the chief object and design of the present defensive allianoe is tbe 
eecority and protection of the dominions of the contracting parties, and their 
allies and dependants, from all attach whatsoever, the Mabarajah Dowlot 
Kao Sindia en 22 ^^s never to commit sny avt of hostility or aggreasioo against 
auy State or Chief in alliance with the Honoarable Company, or o^ust any 
other principal State or power j and io tbe event of differences arising, what' 
ever adjustment the Company's Government, weiglung matters to the sealo 
of truth and justice, may determtos, shall meet bis foil approbation and 
acquiescence. 

Article 10, 

The contracting parties will employ all practicable means of conciliation 
to prevent the calamity of war, and for that purpose will, at all times, be 
ready to enter into amicable esplonations with other principal States or 
pi'weiv, and to cultivate and improve the general reladoua of peace aod amity 
with all tbe principal powoiv of India, accordlog to the true spirit and tsnor 
of this Treaty •, but if a war should unfortunately break ent between tbe con¬ 
tracting rarties and any other State or power whatever, then the Maharajah 
Alt Jah Dowlut Kao Sindia Bahadur engagse that tbe English force, coosisU 
ing of sis battalions, with tbeir guns, &c., joined by a detachment of his aimv, 
consisting of an thousand of the Maharajah's iofantry, and ton thonsund 
of his Pagob aud Sillahdsr cavalry, which loroe the hfahaiajijh engages al¬ 
ways to keep ready, sbaU be immediately put in motion for the purpose of 
opposing the eoemy: and tbe Maharajah also engages to employ every further 
effort for the purpose of hriuging into tbs held the whole foi^ce which be may 
he able to supply frocn his dominions, with a view to tbe effectual* prosecution 
and speedy termination of the said war. The Honourable Company, in the 
earns sutnner, engage on their part [ou snob event occorrtog), to employ in 
active operations against the enemy as large a force as the service may require, 
over Rud above the said subsidiary foi^oe. 
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ASTIOLV 11. 

Wlieoever war sbiiU appear prnbable the Maharajah Ali ^ab Dowlut Kao 
Sindia engages to oollect $£ many BioJaHes aa possible, and to store as much 
grail) as may be practicable in the frontier garrisnns. Tlie Company's 0 ot- 
eroment also, ^vitb a view to the effectual prosecntion of the war^ engages to 
adopt similar measnies in their frontier garriGone. 


Article M. 

The contractiog parties entertain no Tie^vs of couqneste or extension of 
their respective dominious, nor any intention of proceeding to hostilities 
against any State or prioeipal power, noless io the case of nojnst and uo- 
pravokud a^fressiou, and alter the failure of their joint endeavours to obtain 
reasonable satisfactioit, tbrongb the obaonel of paoidc negociaticn, according 
to the tenor of the preceding Treaty. Jf, contrary to the apirit and object 
of tl)i8 defensive Treaty, war with any State should bereaftei* appear unavoid¬ 
able (which Uod avert), the eontraeting pities will proceed to sdjnst the rule 
<if partition of all such sdvantnges and acquisitions as may eventually result 
from the success of their united arms. It is declared that in the event of 
war find of a consequent parti tiou of con quests between the contracting 
parties, the sliares of eiwli Government shall be equal, in (he division of any 
temtury which may be acquired by tbe sncceasfni exertions of tbeir united 
arms, provided that each of the contracting parties shall have faithfully ful* 
filled all the stipulations of this Treaty. 


Article 1$. 

The interests of tbe ooutractlng parties being identified by this defensive 
alliance, it is agreed that tbe Honourable Company's Government shall be nt 
lilwrtv to employ tbe whole or any pnrt of the subsidiary force established by 
the Treaty in the quelling of any disturbouces which may arise within tbeir 
torntoriee, or in the peiforruanoe of auy other service whicia may be required 
by the safe] Honourable Company's government, provided such service shall 
not interfere wltdi any other duties ou which the said subsidiary force is liable 
to be employed no (for tbe conditions of this Treaty. And if disturbances 
shall at auy time break out in auy part of the Maharajah's dominions which 
lays contiguooB to the frontier of the Honourable Company, and to which it 
might be tnooDveiiieut to detach any proportion of the subsidiary force, tbe 
hntish Government, In like manner, if required by Dowlut Bao Sindia, shall 
direct each of the Company's troops as may be most conveniently stationed 
for tbe purpose, to assist in qnelUng tbe said disturbanoes within tbe Maha. 
rqjab's doroinioiis; and if disturbances shall .at any time break out in any 
part of tbe dominions of the British Qovernmetit which lay cootiguous to the 
frontier of the Maharajah, tbe Maharajab, if reqaiied by the British Govern¬ 
ment, shall direct snob of his troops as may 1:^ most conveoiently stationed 
for the purpose, to assist in quelling tbe said diftarbancss within the domi- 
nions of tbe British Government.

xnente, it ie agreed and declared, that hereafter neither of Che contracting 
parties will gi7« protection or countenance to the rebcJlIone tributaries and 
subjeots of the other, bnt they will use their utmost endearours for the appr^ 
heasion of such rebels, in order that they may be brought to pauishment. 


Auticlb 1&. 

The Hononrabio Company agree to exert ibeir influence to maiotain the 
obserTance of such uagee on matters of form and ceremoDy, and other cus* 
tome, as shall appear to have been fixed on all points of iiit^i’course and com* 
municatioQ between tiie Peishwa and bis ancestors, and the Maharajah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia and hie aocestore: and the hlngtish Govern ment also agree to 
recognize the ri:;hU of Bowlut Hao Sindia to all poeseasioos be bolds, whether 
by written Sanoude, or by grants, or by tbe unwritten aathority of the 
Peishwa, according to former usage, provided such Sonnode do not interfere 
with tbe faithful fulfilment of tbe ^aty of Peace; and provided aleo that in 
all cases where disputes may arise, on the subject of possessions held by 
unwritten authority, the Malmajah Dowlut fUo Sindia agrees to refer it to 
the arbittotion of the said British Government, who will decide, with refer¬ 
ence to former usage, os the principles of truth and jnstioe.

“With a view of pieventing any misunderstanding relating to their re- 
speotiro possessions on tbe quaiier of Hindustan, it is ageeed that tbe river 
Cbombul Blmll foim the bocodary between the two States, from tiie city of 
Eotah to the west to the limits of tbe territories of Gohod to tbe east, ami 
within that extent of the conrse of tbe Chuuibul, Dowlut Eac dindia shall 
have no claim or riirht to any rule, tribute, revenue, or possessions on its nortli

The Honourable Company engage to enter into no Treaty with the 
Rajahs of Oodeypore .and Jodbpore, and Slotah or other CLlefs, tiibntanes of 
Dowlul Rao SimliOj futuated in Mulwa, Meywar, or Marwar, and in no shape 
whatever to interfere with the settlement wideb Sindia may make with those 
Chiefs. 

Artxclb 9. 

The Hononvable Company are now engaged In a war with Jeswant Rao 
Holkar, and neing every exertion for hie reaction ; but should they hereafter 
make a peace, or enter mto any agreement with that Chief, they enguge not 
to restore to him, or desire to be restored to him, any of the possessions of the 
family of Holk&r in the province of Malwa, lying between the river Tapti and 
Chumbul, which may have been taken by Dowlut Rao Sindia, nor will the 
Honourable Company interfere in any znanner whatever in t^e disposal of 
those provinces ; and they will consider Dowlut Rao Sindia at full liberty to 
make each arrangement as be chooses with Jeswont Rao Holkar, or with any 
other branch of l^c Holkar family, respeoting the claims cf that family to tri«

The contracting parties engage to employ the forces of ihelr reepeetive 
govemmenta and of tbeir alllee and dependants in prosecuting opeiatious 
Qgaiust the Plndarees and any other bodiea of associated freebooters ,* to expsl 
them from their haunts, and to adopt the most effectual measures to diapoiae 
and prevent them from re^fiasembliug. 'S^'itb this view the forces of the two 
Oovernments and their respective allies will immediately sttaok the ^dareas 
and their aasociates, accoiding to a concerted plan of operations, and will not 
desist until tlis objects of this eDgcgement are entiiety acoompllshed. The 
Mahai^ah farther agrees to employ liis utmost efforts to seize the persons 
of the ^indaree leaders and their families, and deliver them up to the British 
Government. 

AnTICLB 

The Pindoree hordes having established themselves in the territories 
of the Mahaiajah and other neiirhhaurln? States, it is hei^eiiy agreed that, on 
their expulsion, snch of the lands oocuined by them as heretofore belonged to 
the Maharajah, shall he imme<iiately resumed by His Highness, who engage* 
never to re-fl.lmit thorn to possession. Such of the lands now occupied by the 
Piodarees ns belong to other Stntcs shall be restored to their rightful proprie* 
tors provided they eball have exerted themselves to the esteot required in 
expelling the Pindarees, and shall engoge never to re^admit rbem, or in any 
way to eoonect themselves with those hifehootera. Those lands shall other¬ 
wise be delivered over to Maharajah Doxvlut Eno Sindia, and he held by him 
on the same cooditions. 

Articlb 8, 

Msharajah Dowint Rao Sindia hereby engaget: never to rc-admit the 
Fludai’ces or any other pi’edatory bodies into his terrltones, or in any maaner 
to give them the smallest couutomncs or support, or to permit bis officers to 
do so; OE the contrary, His Highness promises to issue the most positive ordei* 
to alibis officer’s, civil and military, and to enfurce them, by the severest penal¬ 
ties, to employ their utmost efforts to expel or destroy any bodies of plunderers 
who may attempt to fake refuge in Hie Hlgbuess' territories. All offiesrs 
disregarding His Eligboess^ orders are to be considered and dealt with as 
rebels to the Mahoiujah and euemies of tbs British Goverumeut. 

Article 4. 

Maharajah Dowlut Eso Siudia is the undisputed master of his own 
troops aud rcsouices. With a view, however, to the more effectual aooom- 
pliebment of the ohjeots of this Treaty. His Highuess agrees that the 
diviuons of bis troops (which taken together shall amount to 5,000 horse] 
employed io active operatious against the Piudareee or other freebooters. 
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shall act in onncert with the British troops, an«l in conformity to the plan that 
may be oonoselled by the oHicer oommandiik^ the British divisions, with which 
Kis Highness' troops may be appointed to act in coDcei>t. 'With the same 
Tiew it is agreed that a British oScer shall be stationed with each division of 
the Maharajah's troops, to be tbs cliannel of eommnnication between tlem and 
the British Commanding Officer; and to forward the other purposes of their 
conjunct operations, His Highness engages that all his oCficeis, civil and miU* 
tery, shall afford every degree of support and assistance in their power, in pro¬ 
curing sop plies or ot]lsr^vise to the British bi’oops operating in his terrltoiy; and 
any faiinre in this resmct shall sobject the offending party to be considered and 
treated as a rebel to His Highness and an enemy of the Biitisb (iuvernaient. 

AuncLa 5. 

Mshniajab Dowlut Ran Sindia eocngee that the divisions appointed to 
act in concert with the British troops shall be maintained in a state of com¬ 
plete equipment, both men and hor«es, and i^egularly paid. In order to pro 
vide effectually for the latter object in saoh » manner as shall prevent oil 
future disnoBsion or dispute, His Highness eoneents to rcuouDce, for the next 
three years, tbe payments now made by the British Goveroment to blm, as 
well as to certain members of his family and ministers of hie Government, 
and that those sums shall be disbursed towards the payment cf His Highness' 
troops, through the British officers stationed with them: and the British 
Qovernmeot agroes at the couelusion of the wnr, and after His Highness 
troops shall have received what may be due to thvm, to pay any balance ti^at 
may remain to His Highness. With the same view, the MaLarojah Bowiut 
Bao Sindia likewise consents to relinquish in the fullest manner to the British 
Grovernmeut, for a psnod of two years, tbe tribote whiob he is en^tled to 
receive from the States of Jedhpore, Booodee, and Kotah. 

Article 6, 

It is agreed that the troops of Mahar^ah Dowlut Brno Sindia, cavalry, 
infantry, and artillery, shall occupy, during the war, socli posidoos as shall £e 
deslgriDted by the British Government, and shall not change them without tbe 
express concurrsnoe of that Ooveromant, any unconcerted movements being 
calculated to derange the joint operations of tlie forces of tlte two States, and 
to give advantage to the enemy. It Is aleo agrsed, in ordsr to ensure the due 
execution of tbe stipnletion contained iu this Article, that the British Govern¬ 
ment shall be at liberty to station an officer in each of the divisions of the 
Maharajah's army aboveroentloned. 

Articcb 7. 

The force that will be put in midion by the British Government, nnd that 
actually in tbe service of Maharojah Dowlut Rno Sindia, being fully eofficieot 
to chastise the Pindai’ees and ^ect tbe objects of tbe preseat Treaty, His 
Highness agrees, in order to prevent the possIhiUty of collusion between his 
officers and the Pindarees, not to augment his forces during the war, without 
the ooncurrence of tbe Bntish Government. His Highness expiessfy engages 
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to prohibit bifl ofliceri from admitting iut© Clio rauka c>f bis army, ov otherwise 
liar)wiring or protfieliD;r, Clio Piuflurvss, or other freebo<d;Biv j and all p<T>on9 
ni3gb>ctn)g or disolieying these ordois ar^to bo »moiilored aud treated os rebels 
to His Hi^'bQoso and enemies of the Biitisb Oovorumout. 

AiiTiota S. 

Wiib a view to the mot's effectual prosecotion of the joint operations of 
the two (rovevnuientSj and to the facility and security of tiie oommunicatioa 
of tile British trcnips with tlieir supplies, the Muharaja)i, reposing entii'S con- 
itdenoo In the Friendship and good faith of tlie British (to vernmeitt, agrees 
that Britieli garrisons shall be admitted Into the forts of Hindia and As^eer* 
giirh, nod sludl he charged with (be care and dcf^nc’e of tlioec forts daring 
the war, and sh&n have the liberty of establishing depdis ivithici them. The 
flag of iJowlnt Bay Sindia shall, howevin*, continue to fly in the fort o£ 
Asseergui'b, and Ilia Higliu«ss shall be at liberty to station a klllatUr, ivith a 
perspnal gcurd of fifty men, in the said fort; but it is clcnrly un<k*rstood tliaC 
the actual coinina&d of that phice, as well as of Uiiidla, aii<l the disposal of 
the wuillke stoves that niay be lonod i& those fort^, shall be vested exclusively 
m the Biitifili Commjincliug Oificers. Any part of tboeu etoi'es that muy le 
damaged or expended, ivlule the forte in question am occupied by the Bntieh 
troops, sball be aocounUd for, and tbo value made good to Hts Highness. 
Bor the more effectual performance of tine stipukidon, inventories shell be 
taken by odlcers, ou the part of both Ooveiuments, at the time of the 
oocnpatioQ of the fci'ts by the British Governmeut. The pieseat garrisons 
(with the exception above atoted in regard to Asseorgmh) shall move out of 
the fortt. Tbe Maharajah will tlieuoetnrwal'd have an further concern with 
the Sehuiulees of the garrisons, bat His Higbnees* other troops, Including 
the Paigiih, Sm., shall Piicomp at eucb places us may be prescribed by the 
British officeiv, in conformity to the provisinns of the 6th Article, Tho ter- 
rltcnos depending on the forts ubove^mentiooed will continue to be managed 
by the oUicers of the Maharajah, who will receive every inpporb fiom the 
British GoverumeEt and its ofHcers. Ths whole, or such poi'tion of tbe reve- 
nnee as may be necessary, shall be appi'opriated to tbe payment of tbe Maho 
njnb's tro(>|>s acting in conceit with tbe British divisions, as stipulated in the 
5th Article i and a faithful account of the whole shall be I'euclered to His 
Highness after the conclusiou of tbe tvur. The iTVo forts above-meotloned, 
and tbe territories dependeut on them, will be restored to the Maharajah as 
soon as the operations against the Pindarees or their conf ediiatcs shall be 
brought to a termination, iu tbe same condftlouio which they maybe deli¬ 
vered up to the B^tieh Government. All private propei'ty will be respected; 
end the Inhahitoots of the towns or villages depeodcog on the toi-ts will enjoy 
the pvotoctioQ of tlis British Govevnmcok or be permitted to depart with their 
pi*operty, if they thiuk proper. 


AtTICLS 9. 

The main object of the contracting parties being to prevent for ever the 
revival of tbe predatory system in any form, sod both Governments belug 
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satisfied tUati to aocompli^h this vviss and just end it may be oece^ai'y for the 
British Go^erncaent to fova enj^agemotits fiiaudslnj) and alliance witi) the 
several States of Uindoetan* the btb Article of the Treaty of the 3duJ 
November IftOS, by which tiie British Governmvnt is ruebrHiued i'rora enterioij 
into Treotiee with certain C'liiefs therein specified, is hereby abro^^tcd and 
annulled; and it is declared that the British GuveriimsDt shall ho at full 
liberty to form eDpag«iDet»tB with the States of Oadeypore, Jodhpore, and 
Kotab, and with the State of Boondee, and other euletentlve States on 
Idle left bank of the Chucobul. Nothing in Chie Article ehall, however, be 
cooetraed Co give the BrttUIi Governinent a right to interfere with States or 
Chiefs in Mabva or Guzerat, cleaily and indispntably dejsendunt on, or tribu. 
tary to, tlse Maharajah : acid tt is agreed that His High uses' autbrnity over 
those States or Chiefs shall continue on the same footing as it hos been here¬ 
tofore. The British Goveinmeut further agrees and prumiaes, in the oveat oC 
ita forming uny eng^ements with the aliove mentioned States of Oudeypoa*, 
Jodhpore, Kotah, and Booudee, or >vith any others oo the left bank of the 
Chumbul, to eooare to Powlut liao Sladia his escortamed tribute and to 
gonraotee ihe same in perpoinity to be paid through tlie Britrab Governmeut; 
and Oowlat Eao Sindia engages, on his pru't, on no aooonut or pretence wiiat' 
ever, to intei'fere in any shape in the unalrs of those States without the con- 
cuiTODceof the British Governmemt. 


ARTICtB 10. 

If (which Qod forbid) the Biitisb Government and the Maharajah shall 
be com]>eUed to wage war with any other State, on account of such State 
attacking either of ^e contiacting parties, or aiding or protecting the Pinda- 
roes or other freebootei’S, the British Goveroment, having at heart fhe welfare 
of Dotvlut Rao Siadia, will, in the event of succeee, and of His Higiinees* 
zealous peifcrmance uf hie engagemsuts, make the most Hbera! arrangements 
for the eoaeolidatioa and increase of his territories. 


Aeticlb 11- 

Soeb parts of the Ti*eaty of Snrjee Anjengaum, and of the Treaty con- 
clnded on the S2nd of November 1B0&, os are not affected by the pn>visiiou9 
of the prueent engagement, remaiu in fall foi'oe, and aro mutually binding ou 
the contracting parties. 


AirnCLB H. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, having this day l>een con- 
eluded, subject to the rotificafion of the Govcrtior-Geiieral und Maiiur:<jali Ali 
Jail Dow lot Rao Siudia, Captain Clo&eengag* to procure the mtiflcaiion of 
tbe Governor-General in five days frorn this date, up sooner if possihioj nud 
Kora Chandra Rha^kur engages to obtain His Highness' ratifiisilioa before 
sunset this ovenbig.

Wberena by the 14tb ArtieW of the Treaty of Poona, concluded ou tbe 
ISth of Jnoe lS17,aU the rights and territories His Highness Rao Pundit 
Prodbao in Malwa rrere ceded to tbe Honourable Bast India Company; and 
whereas soma of thoee tairitoriee are coatignons to, and intermixed t?iih, 
fboee of Mahaiitjab Bowlut Kao Sindia; it bas tbsrefora been agreed, for 
the mutnal convenience of both States, that certain exebangos of territory 
shoaid take place ; and tbe British Government hereby transfers to Mabnraj:ih 
All Jab Dowlnt Bao Sindia, bis beirs and succeasors, all its rights and ulainia 
to tbe distriote and territories mentioned in tbe annexed Scliedule, No, 1; ond 
M aba rajah AU Jah Dowlut Rao Sic dia, for himself, bis heirs and sucoesaors, 
hereby tTAnsfers to the British Governmeut all bis rights and claims of every 
description to tbe plaoee mentioned in the accompanying Scbednle, No. 2. 

Moreover the Brlfieb Government having resolved to restni^e to Maha* 
rrijah Ali Jah Bowlut Bao the fort and territory of Jawnd,&o., the Maharajah 
on his part engages, ou Ills reci»voriiig that district, to establish such an admi- 
nietration there as shall afiord security for the peace of the ciinntry, nnd tbe 
prevention of tbe revival <if tbe predntoiy system. The Mui^arnjah further 
engages to recall Jeswunt lUo Bhaoo, for whose future oondiict the Maba« 
re jab will be respoi^sible, and will require him to reside at a distance from 
Jawnd, on a provision to be aasigued bim by the Maharajah either in jaghire 
or in any other manner His Highness may prefer. 

It is further stipulated, that in the event of Hindia and Asseei^rb being 
restored by tbe British Govertanent to the Maharajah, previous to tbe entire 
cessation cf operations against tbe Pindaiees, &c., the Maharajah engages 
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tliat in U«u ot tlie revenuee of those districts, which bj Treaty bare been 
Set aside fo? the payment: of the oontlngent to be employed agcuDat the 
Hodareesi a third yearie tribute on the States of Kotab and Jodhpore sbaib 
in the event of its being required, be assigned for that purpose.

Auxiliary Hoi-so to be maiDtained by His Highness abnil be reduced, so that 
the abovementicDed fondg, namely, tbe annual ))fiycDcnts formerly made to the 
Midituajfth aod his family nud ministers; tog;^ber with the tribute due from 
tbe Rajpoot Slates, may be fully adequate to the payment of tbe force.

TVhereaa b 7 ao amnsfement formerly effected by Major-CJeaeral Sir John 
Malcolm, it TTaa agreed tbat the Mabarajab Dowlat Bao Siodia ebould pay 
anaaally the sum of Rupees four thousaod aud thirtj'-eight to^rde the sup¬ 
port of oertaiu Grassia Chiefs inNimar, which oontributfoo not having been 

S aid for op wards ot* four years, a debt bas consequently accuranlated to near 
.upcee twenty thousand ; and whereas the pergitnnahe of Dliorgaon, Burwye^ 
Sylsnee, Poonassa andKondwo, which certain provinces belonging to 

the British Oovernnasnt iu Nlmar, are now so desolate that the Ma^rajah 
does not ie(>eive the proper revenue of them, and tn censequeoce of 'tiie dis¬ 
orders which prevail in them, great inconvenience is occasioned to the adjacent 
districts of the Sritisb Government in that quarter: Tlierefore, ia order to 
remove those ioeoDvenieoces and to provide for the payment of tbe debt before- 
mentioned, as well ae to secure the punctual discharge for tbe fatuie of the 
annual contribution above noticed of Rupees four thousand and thirty-eight, it 
is hereby agreed by the Maharajah that the aforesaid perguuoahs including 
their dependencies shall (with the eKceptioo of certain long established rights 
or oharitable giants as Naokar Vudanch and Dhermdow) remain in the pos* 
seeuori of the Honourable Company. 

Tbe British Government conaan^ tliat, after deducting the amount of 
the del»t mentioned is the preceding Article, and after Uodneting the annusl 
contribution of Rupees four thousand and thli'ty-elght, toiircther with the ex¬ 
penses of management, tbe whole reznainlng revenue to be collected from tbe 
districts abovementioned shall be paid annually to the Maharajah for ever;

The Governor'General in Connell has, with the consent of the States a£

All metfiJ required for conatructtoti. of tlie abov^mentionedroad, and 
dIbo for maioteuftnoe of tbe same in after year?, ma^f be obtained free of 
ebar^ from the waste land of tbe vilta^ of Kamer in tbe Tidnity of tbo 
road and in Rutlam District. 

IV. Metal required fox eonstrucUoii and future toaintenaoce of a further 
l^iece of the same road in the tfwalior State, extending* to a length of nbont 
six miles altogether beyond Kuflam State limits, namely, mil^ eoutb of 
Pacblana to I mile north of Kamtbana, may be similarly obtained from tbo 
quarries mentioned in Article 112.

Postal Convention for the exchange of oorrbsponpskcb, par¬ 
cels, insured and VALUB.PATABLE ARTICLES, MONET.ORDSRS, 
and India postal notes, between the Imperial Post Optics 
of British India and the Post Offices in the territories of 
His Highness the Maharaja of Gwalior—1886. 

AitncLB 1. 

There eball be a mntnr.l exchange of correapondence, paresis, mowy-orders, 
and India postal notes, betneen the loipevial Post Ofiice of British Indio, 
liereiTisfter termed the " Imperial Poet/' and the post offices i& the territories 
of Hie Highness the Mobarajaof (Jwoligr, hereinafter termed the ''GmiUor 
State Post.” T)iis exchange, which shall also inolade registered, insured and 
vafne-paysble articles, ah oil be governed by the rules given in the Indian Post- 
al Guide for the time being. The term " correspondence ^ shall include Idlers, 
|)0at*card8, newspapers, and book aud pattern pockets. 

AaTio&a Z. 

Certun selected post oiSces in British India and in the Gwalior State 
shall be plaocd in postal communication with one another, that is, they sltall 
be authoi’iss'l to exchange moibbags containing registered and unregistered 
correspondence and criltnary navcels, but not insured or value^payable orticles 
or mon^y•orders. Some oi tlieee offices shall be constituted offices of 
eschangeon the side of Biltish India and on tiie side of (iwalior State, and 
these offices shall betlie sole oediam of exchange for insured and vaUie>poy- 
able articles and raooey'OtHlcre, and shall olons l>s enti’usted with the duty of 
preparing the accoonte resulting fi’om the exchange of money•ordeis aud India 
postal notes. 

Auticlu S. 

Indian postage stomps otei*-printed with the words " Gwalior State," and 
embossed envelopes aud inland post.cards over-printed with the words “ Gwalior 
State" and also with the Gw.iHor arms, shall bs supplied on indent by the 
Govei*nment oE India to tlse Gwalior 8 tete at cost price. Tbvy sliali be eoid 
hy the Gwalior Stnte to the public at the valnc marked on each postage stamp, 
post-card, cr embossed envelope. 

Aatiolb 4. 

These over-printed postage stamps, post-cards, andemboesod envelopes shall 
alone be used in the Gwalior State fur the prepayment of inland correspond* 
encB, and they shall bs recognised by the Imperial Post only for inland ooits- 
spundence posted in any post office or leKer-box (whether belonging to the 
Imperial Post or the Gwalior State Post) withiu the limits of the Stnte of 
Gwalior.

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Article 5, 

Thp rates of pottage, fees, or commiaainn cLnj’geJ by the Gwalior State 
Poet on oil classes ol corveapondence, paid and unpaid, registered end n)iregis> 
tere<i, insured end valne^payublo, on a)l ptuuets, and on all inonsy*orders und 
on all I)idia postal notes, sboll not bo iit excess of the rates charged by the 
Impcnnl Post, v&lciuated iit the rate of esoliange fised by the Gwalior Doibar 
uudu' Article 31. 

AriTlcLB 6. 

ZlEsponsibiUty for fttliclos insmeJ and for payment of compen<«tion 
itndcr the rules given in t)ie Indian Postal Guide for the time being shall 1 ‘eat 
with ilic Iin|>eri<il ?oat OfRce ulnle the articles oonceineJ aa*e tn ita custody, 
and »itlt the Gwalior StaW while the articles concerned oie in its custody. 

Aeticle 7. 

Neither the Imperial Post D$ce nor the Gwalior State shall be liable to 
mnbe good the loss of or djima^e to any uninsured article while in its enstody, 
hut it sh:dl be incumbent on the Imperial V«'St OtSce or the Gwuliar 
Slate to inyeetigate rvery case of such loss or diimage occuri-ing within its 
jurisdiction. But nothing in this article shall he held to supersede the 
orders p.isKed by the Supreme GovernnieDt in Beaolutinn No. 1096, dated I Stir 
July 18G6, relating to losses occasioned by highway wbbery of Imf^rial mails 
wiihin the limits of the Gwalior State, or any fnture orde^v of a similar natuj’o 
which may hoinaCter be issuefd by the Govern rnent of Indm. 

Article 8. 

Article55 of all kinds superscribed On Postal Service,'’ and franked by 
the signntnre and olBcial d^l gnat ion of jin officer of the Imperial Post or on 
0 nicer of the Gwalior State Post, shall be exchanged free of all charge as 
respects postage.

^ben 1 bad the pleaeore of vieiting* your capital in December last, I in* 
formed Tour Higboess in pablio Durbar that Her Ifajoety^s Governeneot bad 
determined to restore to yon the fortress of Gwalior and the canton coent of 
Morar. 

Tbe ariADgements for the eTaoiiAtioo of the fortress are now coraplete, and 
it will shortly be handed over to Tnnr Bigboess's troops. I therefore take 
tbc opponccity of addi’essing to Your Highness this friendly letter, which 
nlU be delivered to you by my Agent in Central India, Sir Lepel Grilfin, 
and will serve as alasting record of the arrangement Lately conduded between 
Yonr Highness and the British Oovei’ament. 

Your Highness has agreed that the foliowing conditions shall be attached 
to the transfer of the fortress and cantonment :•** 

(1) That Youc High ness shall in exchange for the cfiDtonroeut of Morar 
make over in foil sovereignty to the British Government tbe town and fort 
of Jhausi. 

(2) That Your Highness shall pay io tbe British Government 15 lakbe 
of rupees on account of the cost incurred on the fortifications and buildings 
in Fortress Gwalior. 

(3) That the British garrison at present stationed in the forticss and at 
Morar shall be withdrawn and maiotainrd at sncli stations as may appear 
to the Government of India to ba convenient, the obligation to nemst Your 
Highness contained in Article 6 of the Treaty of the 13th of Januaiy 1844 
remaining in force. 

On the other hand I have agreed that Your Highness shall be at liberty 
to raise, in addition to the infantry force which mtvy be entertained by you 
niider existing treaties and engsgemente, 3,000 drilled infantry soldiers, on 
the understanding that tbe regular cavoW in yonr service is not increased 
beyond its present strength of 2,000 men. 'these conditions are in all respects 
satisfactory •, and it is a source of deep gratification to me that a measure to 
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«hich Your Highness attached so much iiDpoidance should have been carried 
ont during my tenure of the odico of Viceroy. I trust that Your Highness 
will not fail to recognise in the restoratiem of the fortress and cautouDienEi & 
signs! proof of the good-will of the British GoTsrument and of thcic coitd* 
denoe in Yonr Highness's loyalty to the Crown.

2. The TSmittAuces to be made in Gbandori rupees and Gwalior rupees 
iu the proportions defermined with rererence to hmility of coinage, that is, 
Chandori rupees beiog inferior and the Gwalior rupees being superior to the 
standard of Goveriioient rupees, so many Gwalior rupees shonld be sent 
with each lakh of Chandori rupees that, on tbe two sets taken together, the 
standaid may be, as nearly as convenient, that of the Government rupee. 
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S. Tbe reoiittaQoes to ^be made from tbe Gtvalior station at the coat 
of tbe Government of India, bnt the ailrer io remain in tbe cnetody of a 
^ard, or other offiolal of tbe Durbar, nntil arrival at tbe Mint, when the 
number of rupees ivill be connted as speedily ae possible, and reeei;^t given 
for so many Cbandori or Gwalior ru^jees. Hereafter tbe Mint officials will 
premelt, assay, and value the silver aooortli^ to the usual method, and credit 
be given to tbe Durbar according to Article T. 

4. The remittances to he made at sneh times, and in soch qnantities, as 
may be determined by tbs Government of India with reference to the speed 
at which tbe Mint operations can bs proceeded with. Eut tbe Government of 
India to be boand to receive at the miniinum rate of two lakhs a day. 

5. Oovemment (Keldar) rupees to be received at full value, subject to the 
limitation of British Indian law that no rupee shall have lost more than two 
per oeut. of weight. Below two per cent, to be talcen (nccording to tbe 
system current in India) at bullion value. Such rupees to be paid into tbe 
Agra Treasury, and credit to be given from the date on which they are there 
received. 

6 . Interest to be paid to the Durbar at the Agra Treasury in Governt^nt 
rupees half •yearly. Tbe date to be determined by tbe Government of India. 

7. Tbe loan to be repayable in yearly instalments of twelve l&kbs of 
Government i-upees, the first snt^ ineCalment to be due as may be hereafter 
determined. 

& Tbe whole amount of tbe loan to be three and a half orores of rupees 
of the Governmaiit of India, and the rate of interest to be four per cent, per 
annum.

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(ID.-MBDIATIZED CHIEFS IN THE &WAH0E AGENCT- 

These tkie eight in number, ineluJiitg EbaoiadbaDa vbicb wte transferred 
from the edperrieioiL ef the Political Agent of BoodelkhaDd to that of the 
Keeident at Gwalior m 1888. The iQtixducCory remarks regarding tbe Central 
India States oontain also some account of these Mediatized States. 

1.—AMJHBRA* 

Tbia State always pud tribute to tbe paramount power, first to tbe 
Muhammadan OorerDOta of Dbar, and afterwords to the Mahrattaa. By an 
Agieement (No. XISIX) mediated by Sir John Malcolm in ISSO, it was 
arranged that Amjhera should pay a tribute of Rupees 86,000 to Sindhia, wbo 
'sae excluded from all interferenoe in the intersal affairs of tbe State. This 
tribute was one of the items ceded by the Treaty of 1844^ with Siodhia for the 
payment of tbe Gwaltot Contingent, and it is now paid to tbe British Govern¬ 
ment permanently by Siodhia under the Treaty of December 1860. 

Tbe Raja of Amjhera rebelled in IS57, and his estate was confiscated. It 
was decided that Sindhia, and not the British Government, had tbe clum to 
the territory. Previous to the mntinies Amjbera contributed Ball Rnpeea 
4,000 to the Malwa Bhil Corps. Sindbia now contributes Hali Rupees 
S 0,0 00 on account of tbe Gwalior territory and Amjhera.. 

The revenues of Amjhera are about two lakhs of rupees, the avea Is 684' 
square miles, and tbe population about 60,000. 

2.—PAEON OR NAEWAB. 

Through the mediation of Major J. Stewart, Acting Reddent at Gwalior, 
the pargana of Paron and siz villages were granted (No. XEX) to Madbo 
Singh of Narwor in Dooember 1818 nuder the guarantee of the British {Gov¬ 
ernment, The Raja had been deprived of bis hereditary possessioos in Nar- 
Tvar by Daulat Rso Sindhia, and in retaliation he mode frequent raids upon 
Sindbia’s territories. Tbe object of the settlement was to put a stop to bis 
plnndering expeditions. 

Man Singh, the lets Eaja, who was a nephew of Madbo Siogb, joined 
the rebels during the mutinies, but surrendei'ed In 1869 on condition of a free 
pardon and a suitable maiDtensnee being granted to him. His former posses- 
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sioni nure consequently restored to him under the Biiine coQiliiions aebefoi^e his 
rebellion,under British guarantee, f'or his subsequent services in coooee- 
tien witli the cap tare of Tantla Topi, a jaghir in perpetuity of tdie valne of 
I,COO per annum nae sanctioued for Man Sin^h, but ns no laud was 
avaiUhle in the Nerth-Weetera ProTinces, t?hers he wished to obtain the grant 
of a village^ be received a cash ollowauce of Rupees 1,000 a year instead. 

Baja Man Singh died on the Slst Peeember 18S^, and was succeeded by 
bis son Gajendar Singb, thou li years of age. 

The Gwalior Durbar claimed the right of being cod suited in regard to 
the succession, on the ground that the BilHsh guarantee bod J&psed in conse- 
qnenoe of Man Singh's rebsTliou and the ooufisoation of bis estate, and also on 
the grounds of custom and precedeut. The Government of India however 
held that the armugenents made with Man Singh in L85d bad the effect of 
preserving the Biitish guarantee j and accordingly determined tliat in tbo 
particular cose, as the succession was one of direct descent and the legitimacy 
of Gujeodar Singh wa^ not in dispute, the Maharaja was not entitled as of 
right to be eon suited. It was at the sometime intimated that, with this 
understanding, the Goverumeiit of India would sot object to tbs attendance of 
a Durbar official at the ceremony of installation. 

Gajendar Singh is a deeoendant of the family of Cachhwaha Ajudhya 
Rajputs, who were established at Narwar before the Mahrattn invasion of Cen¬ 
tral India. He maiTied in 1384 the daughter of tbe Chief of Sohawal in 
Boghelkhaud. The aonuol grant of Rupees 1,000 has been given to him in 
perpetuity by the British Government, 

Tbe estate contains 39 villages, aod the Raja’s revenue is about Rupees 
25,000 a year. The iDanogemeot during the minority was in tbe charge of a 
Komdor under the general supervision of the Political Asastant, Gun a, but 
it has since 1B86 been carried on by the Baja himself under the same supervi¬ 
sion. The population of the estate was 7,9S4 according to tbe census of 
1891. 


S.—BHADAUEA. 

The five villogee originally oonstitutiog this grant (t^o. XXXI) were made 
over by Maharaja Daulat Rao Sindhia through the mediation <if the British 
Resident to Raja Man Siogb in 1830, on condition that Mau Singh would put 
a step to tbe depiedations committed by oue Sohon Sbgh Oirashi, aod would 
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prevent tbeft. The grant Mmpriaed the quit-ient holding of villages yieldiug 
at that time an annaal revenue of Itapees SjSOO, baU of ivhioh the Eaja was to 
keep for himself, the other half being paid to Sindbia. The family are Sieodija 
B^jpate, and held moetof tbeir present poBaeerions before the Mahrattae oame 
into Central India. 

Man Singh was succeeded by Mohan Singh, who died in 1876, leaving 
ae bis euoeeesor Madan Singh. Madan Singh died in ibS^, when his only 
son Madho Singh, the present Raja, then ds years of age, was acknowledged 
by tile British Government os his eoccessor. 

The estate oonsifite at present of ten villages, and yields a reveoae of about 
Rapeee 7,000. It wae managed during Madho Singh’s minority by a Eamdar 
under the general supervision of the Politioal Assistant, Guna. Madho Singh 
was installed m 1866 with the sanction of the Oovernmentof India. The 
population of the eetate is 8,211 aooording to the census of 1801. 

The BuccessioD to tbe Cfaiefehip wae, in the oases of Mohan Singh and 
Madan Singh, lecognised by tiie British Goverameut without reference to 
the Gwalior I)urbar, the relation of the estate to Sindbia being marked only by 
tbe presence of the Gwalior Yakil ot the installation ceremony. The Gwalior 
Durbar hae never intei’fered in the a^rs of the eetate, and boundary disputes 
between Bhadaura and Gwalior have always been determined by British 
officers. 

Besides tbs villages origioally granted by Sindbia, this estate lucludee the 
villc^e of Bhadaura, which was granted by tbe Emperor Shah J&han to tlie 
Umri family in A.D. 1634, and made over by them to the family of tbe 
present holders; and also the Kai Baisi granted by Eiya Cbhatar Singh of 
Narwor in A.D 1761. 


4_B.ATHAUN. 

This grant (i^To. X.T.X11) of three villages, yielding anocully Rupees 
4,000, wns made to Thakurs Bhim Singh, Pirthi Singh iUmchaudar, and 
Chandnrbban in 1826, through the mediation of the British Resident at 
Sindhia'e Durbar, on condition that they would serve the Govemroeot f aith> 
fully and protect the high road. Tbe estate is now in the bands of Thakur 
Haigayan Singh, who succeeded in 188S at the age of 18. 

Its area is about 5 square miles, with a population of about 8,000 and a 
yearly revenue of about Bupees 7,000.

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5.—SIRSI. 

Mahsraja Dau1atB>ao SindhUat first granted tbree-fonrt^ tbareTenue 
of tbe talobn of Sirei to Bharat Sah in 1S^0> oo oondition that he vould pay 
mto the Gwalior Twasary the rerouniog one-fourth, and honestly discharge the 
duties entrusted to him by reducing the Oirasias and others to obedience. In 
12)37 & fi‘esb Sanad (No. X^fXllI) was granted to Dewan Kindn Singh of Sirsi 
by Maharaja Jankoji Bao Sindhla, by which the paycnent of ooe-fonrth of the 
1 * 6 venue of the district to the Darbnri in accordance with the terms of the 
sanad of 1S20, was remitbe<l with C'^Hain conditions, and the Dewan agreed 
to provide thirty aowars and seventy footmen when reqnired without pay for 
the firet three months, but the Durbar has sitice dispensed with the foldlment 
of this condiiioQ. The grant is gnaianteed by the British Government. 

Hindu Singh was aucceededhy Biknunajit, who died in 187S, when the 
snecessioD of his snn Bijai Hahadnr, then seven years of age, was recognised. 
The management of the jaghir, whioh yields about Bupees 4,000 annually, w&o 
entmsted to a Ramdar under the superintendence of the Political Assistant, 
Guna. Dewan Bijai Siugh, who was weak mentally and physically, died in 
March 1891, leaving no sous. He had been entrusted with the manogemeut 
of bis estate in 1886. 

The succession of his yonnger brother, BQnw;ir Mihrbau Singh, aged . 
about dO, was sanctioned by the Government of IndiA He was also direct 
beir of the late Chief, being a lineal descendant of the original grantee. No 
nasarana was taken on this occasion either by the Government of India or 
by the Gwalior Darbar. The population according to tbe census of 1891 
is 4,679. 


6 ,—BAGHUGARH. 

The Chanhao Rojputs of Bnghugarh are known by the name of Khicbi, 
and are one of the oldest families in Malwa. In 1780 Madhoji Sindhia 
etnpped the family of their possessions and imprisoned the Baja, Balwant 
Siugb, aoid his eon Jai Singh. From that time there was perpetual feud 
between Sindhia and the Kbichi clan, it being tbe objeot of tbe latter to 
devastate lUgbugoih and to make it ao onprodtable possession, until Sindhia 
abonld be compelled to restore it to the family. Jai Singh maintained tbe war 
with Sindhia till 18 IS when be died, leavlug bis title to be disputed by two 
cWraante, Dhoubal Singh and A jit Singh. Wilb these claiznante a Settlement 
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(No. XXXIV) was mode ia 1819 tluoagh tbs mediation and andar tbegiiaran* 
tee of the British Government, by which Sindbia gave them the fort and town of 
Baghugarh and lands id their vicinity, supposed to yield an annual reveoae of 
Bupaee 1,42,848-8, with a provision that any revenue derived from these lands 
which exceeded Bnpees 5S,COO should he paid to the Gwalior GoveinmeDt, 
who, on their part, were to make goad aoy deBciency. One bundi’ed of the 
dependants of the Khiohi family were also eoiolled in the Gwalior Contingent 
in 18t3. The jagbir never yielded so much as liupees 58,000, and the rosnlt 
of the above plan was that an sDoua] balance was ahown against Sindbia, 
wLleh was advanced to the Xhiohis from the British tnasory, Up to 1828 
tbs Durbar paid these balances, bat thereafter they decourred on the grounds 
that if the jaghlr were properly m anaged it would yield more than Eupees 
55,000, and that the Khiohie realised more revenue than was crodibed in the 
acoonots. 

The matter was com plicated by dispates in the family, and at last 
in 1843, with the couseut and by the nsediatiou of the fiiitlsh Goverament, it 
was arranged that the origins! freement shonld he replaced by separate en¬ 
gagements with the three principal members of the family—Bljai Singh, 
'L'bakur Ghhatarsai, and A|it Singh. The Durbar on ginnting th^e fresh 
eanads stipulated for the payment of a nazarana of Enpees v0,000, to which 
Bijal SiDgh and Cbhatarsal coneeated. 

GarAa.—A Sanad (Ko. XXXV) was accordingly granted to Bijai Singh 
by which be received 52 villages (haviug now ao estimated revenue of EQ|)ee8 
12 ,000) selected from the Ebichlwara lands and the right to ceidaln oolleo- 
tions specified in the eaoad, on the understanding that he would continue to 
eerve the Government as he had done np to that date, abstalu from creating 
dlsturbaoc^, not enoourage robbers ccmznittiog crimes in the tciritorlcs of 
the British Government and Gwalior Stats, afford no protection to cilmlnals, 
and estahlish police posts in bis districts for the protection of travellers. 

Bijal Singh died in 1880, and bis son Balbbadar Singh, then 13 years of 
age, was recognised by the British Gavemment as his snccsssor. The j&gblr, 
which is known as the Garba estate, was managed during the minority by 
theDewan nnder the general superintendence of the Political Assistant, Guoa. 
Balbbadar Singb was Installed on the ^adi in Joou.iry, 1S38, with the sane* 
tioD of the Government of India. The population of the estate is 10,854 
according to the veuaus of 1891. 
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CLLatai’sal aUo received a scnad similaj to tbe one panted 
to the Garba Chief, b; which he tras given, on the same cocdltieos, 32 vjllagee 
yielding Eupeee 9,0 Of). Gii ha tarsal was eucceeded by Masgal Singh and he 
by Bbajnt Singh, who died in 1377, when his son Bbim Singh, then lb years 
of age, woe recognised as the TbaJear of DbarnAuda. 

Siiffhuffarh.^^A senad similar to the two fast mentioned was ofiered 
to Ajit Singh OD condition that he relinquished his turbulent habits, abstained 
from pbudetlng, and paid op the arrears of debt which be owed to the Gwalior 
Dnrbar; but be showed himself so faitblees aud advanced cliviens so imprac* 
ticable and absurd that all negotiations with him were suspended, and it was 
contemplated at one time to employ the Gwalior Contingent to reduce him to 
submissioo. 

Ajit 81ugb was succeeded in 1337 by Jaicnandal Singh, the present Chief. 
The estate coDsIsts of 120 out of the 20^ villages originally granted to his 
family. They are not held under any sanad bot merely on tlie strength of 
the origiDol Agreement (No. XXXIV). 

The revenue is abont Bupeee 25,000 and the population 13,148 by the 
census of 1891. The estate has been mnoh hampered by the lavge dowry 
which was given with the Baja’s daughter on her marriage with the Chief 
of Batoda (Sbeopur) in 1375. 

7.—S HEOPU E.B ABOD A. 

The raling family of Sheopur^Baroda are Gor EUjputs. Baja Badblha 
Dae, who sneoeeded bia father Kishore Singh, died in 1^27, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son Balwont Singh, who died in 1865. Balwant Singh was 
succeeded by his son Bija; Singh, the present Chief. 

The Cbiefehip was conquered by the Hahrattaa about 1809, but some 
portion was retained by Baja Badhika Das till 1820, when he was oonhrmed 
in tl^ pQBseasion of 23 villages by a grant from Daulat Hao Sindhia 
(N 0 .XXXVII. 

In 1830 Balwant Siogh received a gmot of 12 villas from Jankuji Roo 
Sindhia under guarantee (Noe. XXXYIl to XL). In 1857 the whole estate 
was confisoated for rebeUioo, hut was restored in 1859 through the mediation 
of the Resident (No. XLI).

8 .—KHAKIADHANA, 

Although owing allegiance to the British Government from the time 
of the Feehwa’a cession of his sovereign power in Bundslkhand in 1817, the 
Chief of this State never ei^ecuted anj written eogegecnent till the year 1862, 
when it was considered eapedieot to embody the terms of bis allegiance in a 
Sanad (^fo. XLU) before granting him the privilege of adoption, which 
was conceded in l$d2 (No. XL£II). 

The jaghi; of Xbaoiadhana originally formed part of theOrchha State, 
having been granted hj Udat Singh to his younger brother Aman Singh about 
the year 1708 A.0. After the disroembenuent of the Orobba State by the 
Mahratbs, the Fssbwa granted a sanad for the jagbir toAmirSingb Abarwali 
in 1751. Thereafter ths sovereignty over Xhaoiadhana was for many years 
the subject of dispute between the Mabratta State of Jhansi aud Orchba, and 
after ths lapse of Jhansi the British Government inherited the dispnte. The 
jagbirdar indeed clumed absolute independence, both of the British Government 
and of Orcbha; hut in 1882 it was decided that, like the Hasht^Bbsya jaghirs 
{see Bundelkband in YoL V), the jaghirof Xhaniadbana was directly dependent 
ou the Bntish Government, on the gronnds that it had uodoubtedly formed a 
part of the Mahiatta conquests in Bundelkband, nod bad been granted to Amir 
Singh by the Feebwa to whose rights the British Government had euceeeded, 
and that for half a century at leaat Oicbha h&d exercieed no severeigu rights 
or juiiediction whatever in Cbaniadbana. 

Raja Guman Singh, who succeeded his father ia June 1868, executed a 
Deed of allegiance (No. XLIY}. Re died in 1869 and wae enoceeded by bis 
son Chhatar Singh, then a boy seven yewe of age. Daring hie mioority the 
State wae managed by the widow of the late jagbirdar, aided by the old oficiale 
of the State. Chhatar Singh was invested with full powers in 1885. Nazar« 
ana is taken by the British Government at the rate of a quarter of a year’s 
net revenue on direct suceeanon and half a year's net revenue on sueceseiou by 
adoption. 

At the Delhi Asaemblage (1877) Chhatar Singh received the title of lUja 
as a personal distinction. 
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The KhanudhoQa Stnte waa trarjsfisri’ed fi'om the oodCioI of tba Political 
Ageat in Btindelkband to that of the Resident io Gwalior in the early part of 
1888. 

In October 1S8S the Chief ceded (No. XLV) full jurisdiction sboit of 
eoTOTeigQ rights in the land which he had agreed io 188i to give in the 
Khaniadhana jaghir for the Jhanei*Bhopal section of the present Indian 
Midland Railway. As the circumstances of the jaghir wei*e deemed esoep- 
tional, compensation to the amonot of Rupees S^5S'I0.9 was pud in 1890 
for the hinds so acquired. It was at the some time Intimated that this pay* 
Dcnt must be treated as a special case, and uot as forming a precedent. 

The area of KLanisdhana is 841 square miles > the population H,871 by the 
census of 1891; and the revenues arc about Rupees 22,000. There is a 
military force of I gun, 2 gnooeis. 7 cavalry, aud 100 i&faatry. 
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No. XXIX.

the Sarkar by my pr^ecsssor, on tb$ Cheyt Sadi Ekani Samimt 1B77, to whiob 
1 agiee. But as, bofvever, tkie giant nras iosufbojeut for ooi mnintenanca, I 
tbeiefore represented bbe matter to Migor Stewart, Eesident of the English 
GoTeroment at Gwalior. At hie intercession tbe Sarkar ba^ kindly made au 
additiontd grant of twelve villages from tbe paxgana of Sbeopnr, at present; 
yielding a rerenns of rupees 7,000 for onr maiutenanoe, with effect from Sam* 
Tat 1887. I baTd accepted tbis. Now 1 and my bcet^n and others will try 
to maintain onrselves from the revennes of tbe twenty‘three villages given us 
previously and twelve villages giAnted us now—total 85 villages, and will 
serve the Daibar faitbfolly. None of tbe brethren, etc., are to create a die* 
torbance in the fortress or lu the pargana. If anybody so acts wo engage 
to satisfy him, but if La does not listen, wa will not claim right of inberitanca 
to tbe land anigned by tbe Sarkar for maintenance. 

We engage not to make a further demand beyond the grant now made 
by tbe Sarkm*. Therefore tbie kabuUyat is written and is coireot. If any 
raiscreant will attempt any disturbance of peace in tbe fortress of Sheopur 
or pargana, we engage to ode with tbe Mutmadar, and take severe notice of 
bis condnct. 

The Sarkar baa granted ns twelve villages, of tbe estivated rovenne of 
ten tbonsand rnpees, bat at present yielding rupees 7,00lJ only. We engage to 
improve tbeir capabilities, eo as to raise the rent to that amoout.

(1)—mDORB. 

Tos Ho^kat family ^Ijo rale at Indore are Sadrae o{ the Ebangar or 
ihepbard caste. The drst of the Holkar family who rose to eminence was 
Malbar Bao who was boro ahont tbe end of the 17 th ceatory, aud was one 
of tbe most dietiaguisbed leaders in the first Mabratta invasion of Northern 
India. He died at the age of 7d and was succeeded by his grandson 
Mali Bao, who died insane nine months efter his acoessioo. The pious 
Abolya Bai, the mother of Mali Rao, then took the management of aftaiis 
and appuuted ae tbe oommander of her army Tukojl Holkar, who belonged to 
tbe same caste, but wae in no way related to Malbar Bao. For many years bs 
eerted Ahalya Bai witb the most demoted fidelity. Ahalya Bai died in 1795 
and was not long survived by Tukaji Bao, after whose death the power cf the 
house of Holkar was nearly ertinguisbed by quarrels in tbe family and by 
the dissensions which distracted tbe Mabratta confederacy at the close of last 
century. 

The fortunes of the family, however, were restored by Jaswant Bao 
on illegitimate son of Tukaji Holkar, who in 18Qt defeated the united fcaress 
of Sindbia aud tlie Feshwa near Poona. The conclusion of the treaty of 
Baeseia, hy which the subordination of tbe Pesbwa to tbe Phtieh Government 
was firmly establithed, defeated Jaswant Bno^s hopes of possessing biaiself of 
the person of the Pasliwa, In tiie following year^ 1803, when Sindhianod the 
Baja of Berar oombiaed agaiast tbe British, Holkar paumieed to join the 
confederacy* But on tbe actual outbreak of hostilities he kept aloof and npp^ 
reutiy intended to take advantage of tbe war to aggraudise himself a^ 
Sludliia’e expense. His sebemes were, however, rendered bopeleee by the 
peace with Sindbia which ensued npon tbe conclusion of tiie treaty of Sarji 
Anjaagaonj and Holkar, after making a series of inadmissible piuposals for 
an alliance, seems then to have hastily determioed noalded and alone to pro* 
yoke hostilitise with the British. In the war which followed Holkar was com¬ 
pletely overthrown. He was puinued by Lord lAke across tbe Sutlej, whither 
he liad retired in the hopes of forming a combination with tbe Sikhs against 
the BntisU Govemment, and on S4fch December 1805 be agned a Treaty (No. 
XL VI) on the banks of the Boas, by which he was stripped of a large portion 
of his terntories.

Tlie QCCKdion of Lord CarowalliB marked a olionge in tlie policy of 
tbe Biitisli Govern meat, and it wob considered expedient to v/itlidratv from 
tie conuection furmed Tvith some of tbo loiiior Bojas in the ooii(^iiei'ed 
provinces to t^e west of the Jumua. Sir George Barlow wa^ guide**! by 
the same policy Dolwitbstanding remoustranees of Lord Ijakc, Tvbo not 
only considered that tbc British OoTeroment was pledged to respect its 
eogagementfi ^lli these Chief6; bat also that the alliaocc wHb theca inber> 
posed a strong barrier agaiost the future eneroachmeuts of tbe Mabrattas. 
In pwTSUBuce of bis policy, however. Sir George Barlow caused a declaratory 
article to be added In February 1806 to tbe treaty of December 1805 relin* 
^uisbing to Holkar tbe distriote of Took, Bampura, and other districts 
forming the andeot po9C8siCDS of the Holkar family, which at one time it 
had been the iotention of Government to cede to Sladbia in lieu of the annual 
grant of four lakhs of rupees assigned onder the treaty of 1805 (No. VI 
Article 7} to that Chief. By Article 4 of the treaty with Holkar the district 
of Kuncli in Bnudeikhand was assigned as a life grant to Bhima Bni Sabiba, 
danghter of Jaswant Boo Holkar. This lady died in November 1858, and 
the district of Knnch then reveited to the British Govern menu A peneion 
of Kupees 20,000 a year vaa assigned for life to hergrandeon Govind Bao 
Bolia for the support of the old retofoers of the family; but as Govind Bao 
did not devote this money to tbe purpose for which it was intended, the grant 
was resumed and the retainers pensioned for life by tbe British Government. 

Soon after the conclusion of the treaty of 1305 Jaewant Bao Holkar became 
insane. He died in 1811 leaving a son Malbar Bao, daring whose minority 
tbe State was tom by the most violent dissensions. Tulsa Bai, tbe favourite 
Cftncubine of the late ruler, secured herself io the Regency. In entering on 
the Pindari war it was the policy of tbe Maix^ucss of Hastings to put a atop 
to tbe predatory system by a revival of tbe political alliances wbicb bad been 
abandoned in 1805. The weakueas of Holkar, which foimed an exense for 
Connivance at Pindari depi^edations, necessitated tbe intervention of the British 
to restore hie Government and to subdne his matinous army. Praposals for an 
alliance were on tbe point of being offered when Tnlsa Bai secretly expressed 
a deeire to place tbe yonng Holkar and bis government under tbe protection 
of the British power, 

'While negotiations were pending, however, information was received 
of the probable outbreak of hostilities with the Fesbwa, and a bostiU bearing 
was immediately a&simed by Holkarie Darhar. It is probable that Tula 
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Bai wonld hare concluded the alliance with the British, bnt a sudden rero* 
lution was effected hj the nnti&onB arm^, the Kegent was sdaed and 
barbarously marilered, and the Patban Chiefs who headed the military 
faction, baring pledged tbemaelvee to ndcpt tbe canee of Baji Rao, broke oS 
the negotiatioiie. Holbar^e army anstarned a complete defeat at Mahidpur, 
and on the dtb Jonoary 181S tbe Treaty of Mandsaur (Mondisore) was ooncla* 
ded (No. XLYIl), by which the Habratta supremacy over many of the Rajput 
Gbiefs, including Udaipur and Jaipur, was traosferred to tbe British Govern- 
roent; the engagement between the British Government and Amir Shan was 
oonf imed; four districts rented by Zalim Slogh of Sola were ceded to him; 
Hgikar lost all his possesdons within and to the south of tbe Satpura. hills; 
aud bid remaining territories came under tbe protection of the Biitish Govern* 
ment. By Article 8 of tbe treaty Holkar transferred the fort of Siudwa to the 
British Government. But It was restored in 1866 in consideration of a pay- 
neut of Rupees 16,000 for tbe coostmetion of abridge over tbe Gobi Nadi, 
and OD theoofiditioosthat no alteration would be made to (he eslstiogcnstoms 
doties on the Agra and Bombay roitd, &ud that the resideuU of Sindwa were 
not allowed to suffer by the transfer of tbe fort to Holkar. 

The anarchy and confusion which prevailed in Holkar's territories previons 
to the conclusion of the treuty of Mandsaur had cuiupleUly ruined tbe 
finances of the coontry. Tantia Jogh, Ilolkac^a minister, eet bimself sealoualy 
to effect their recovery. Oucasioual loans were made to him by the British 
Government on tbe security of tbe Euneb jagir and the Pariabgarh tribute, 
by which means tbe miuister was enabled to discharge the ari^ears of the dis¬ 
banded troops and other pressing deioauds. Of the l)nops intained a portion 
WBB set apart for the formation of tb« Mali id pur Contiugent, others were sent 
into the districta, and only a select body of about 500 wavalxy was retained at 
the capital, together with % sufficient force of infantiy. 

Two insurrections broke out in tbe year I8ld which added greatly to the 
difficulties of the ministeris situation and served to retard the settlement 
of the country. One was occasioned by an impostor pei«ooatiog Malbar .Rao 
Holkar, and tbe other by tbe pretensions of Kari Bao Holkar, cousin of the 
Mahaiaja. The impostor, whose real name was EHsbnn Sun war, assembled a 
considerable force to the west of the Chacobal, and kept the field for some 
months, supported by a body of Arab aud Makrani mei'cenaries fixim tbe 
Guzarat bolder; but he was at length encountered by the Mahidpur Contin¬ 
gent, and his party broken and dispersed, He then fl»fd to Kota, and Lteiug 
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recognised by ao agent of HolVar's government at that place, be was seized 
and brought to Indore where be was i*ept in oonhiiement for some time, but ]i<^ 
was ultimately pardoned and set at liberty on acoonnt of bis yontL and bis 
binng a mere in&bument in the bands of others. The inscrrection of Hari Eno 
Kolkar was lees formidable; for Boon becoming sensible of the folly of bis 
enterprise he rehm^uisbed il; and threw himself on the geoerosity of his young 
Qonsiu, who, it is said, was disposed to pardon bim but was diasuadsd from 
his purpose by Tantis Jogb, who deemed it imprudent that be should be left 
at liberty to disturb the peace of tbs country. He was accordingly k^t under 
confinement. 

Seiions disturhaooea broke out on tbeEampura frontier in 1S21, fomented 
by the Thiikur of Bhatkhcii and others, which were not finally quelled until 
the beginning of the following year and after the employ me ut of the contin¬ 
gent under the guidstuce of a British officer. The results of the operations 
weie that the Bbatkheri Chief’s misconduct was punished by the sequestmtion 
of that portion of his jagir which he held under Holkar’s government 5 that 
Bhairun Siogh, another of the leading Insurgents, delivered himself np under 
the promise of subsistence and that A jit Singh, the Chief of the band o£ 
Sondhia plunderers, wns eenl with some of his companions to Sondhwarn for 
a year's close confiuemBiit. Again towards the end of 1822 it became neces¬ 
sary to employ o detachment of British troops for the rednotion of the fort of 
Barkbm, in which a body of insmgente bad assembled and were committing 
vaiious encesses in the neighbonriog districts. 

In 1826 an Agreement (Ko.XLYIII) woe made with Holkar, Dbar,Dewas» 
and other States in Malwa seeming to the British Government tbc esolneive 
right to purchciee opium grown in Malwa, but as the result of this anange- 
ment was unsatisfactory the monopoly wns abandoned in 1829 and a transit 
duty was levied instead upon the opium in ite passoge through the British 
territories to the sea ooast. The esteut of poppy cnltivatioii has greatly 
inci'ensed since tbe abandonment of the monopoly. 

In the month of Jane 1829 the Begu Tbobur, a feudatory of Udaipur, 
took poesessiou of Holkav's district of Knndwas. The invader was expelled 
by a body of Holknr’s troops, but the Tbaknr about a yM after the first 
oggression again seiasd the same district, and wns again driven off by Holkur’s 
ti^oops and the coniiogent. Tlie Udaipur State was held ^sponsible foi the 
Thakur’e aggression, and a demand of Rupees 24,000 in payment of the ex- 
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peosea incorred by Eolkar in repelling the first attack was mode npon the 
Mabaraiio. Tbis compensation was not paid uo^l eight years bad elapsed 
after tbe occnrrenoes For which it was elaimed. For the loss and expenses 
ineurTfid by tbe second aggreesiou of tbe Tbaktir no compensation was ever 
obtained to the dissatisfaction of the Indore Darbar. 

Malbar Ron Holkar died in October 1883 at tbe age of twenty-eight. 
Ee left no issue, but his widow and Lis mother adopted a child who woe said 
to be of the same caste and lineage as Malhur Bno. The British Oovernmeot 
made no objection to this adoption, but at the same time did not hind itself 
to support the arrangement if it should appear to be illegal or sabrerslve of 
tbe rights of any other party or contrary to the wishes of the majonty of tbe 
Chiefs and followers of the Uolkar State. It wus ackuowhdged siroply as 
the spontaneous and unopposed act of tbe goveroment of Indore, in which the 
people seemingly acquiesced. Tbe ohild, between three and four years of age, 
was pnblicly installed on 17 tb January 1884 under the title of Mnrtand Roo 
Hulkar. The adoption of Martand Bao, how&Ter, proved to he a device of tbe 
mother of Malbar Bao Holkar for the purpose of keeping tbe power in her 
own bands during a long miuority. It was not indeed acceptable to tbe people 
who w 01*6 in favour of tbe suceeseion of Hari Kao Holkar, of whom mention baa 
been alieady made. Bari Boo had been thrown into prison by his oousin in 
1 Si 9 for rebeUioB, and been ever siuoe kept In rigorous oondsement. He was re¬ 
leased on the night of the itnd Febru;iry IB34 by a powerful body of his parti¬ 
sans, and received n ready welcome from tbe troops and people. The policy of 
non-interferenoe proves ted tbe Resident* from giving active support to Martand 
Rao, although his installation bad been acknowledged by the British (Govern- 
meat. Sei’ions disturbanees followed. Tbe weoJthy merchants ded From 
Indore, trade was suspended, and the marauding Bhil tribes infested the roads 
and plundered many villages. As Bari Rao evidently had tbe popular voice os 
his side, and it was necessary to put a stop to tbe anarchy which pievailed, 
it wfts decided to support him, and he was ovoutuglly escorted into Indore 
by a detachment of the ooutingeut nnder command of a British officer and 
was formally installed on tbe 17th April 1834. Martaod EUo was banished 
from tbe country and granted an allowance of Bupees 500 a month on con¬ 
dition of bis resiguing all claims to the succession. 

•yote^Ho sepsraU Political Offioec u studied Co Ch« Lidore Sutc. lc« frfftbs well m 
ehou oC tLe Cvo hnnoKsa of Dens oud of the mediotiwd o«UCos in tbo Indore Agency, ere 
ondo tbe iB3uiedkU political snpeiTielen and control of tbe AgeaC to the OoveraooQeaerel £or 
Onteal India. vUo bae his Lead-qaetreers at Indore. 
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Tbe lo&g iaipri^onmeiit of Hari Roc liad unfitted him for goveriiraeQt. 
The managemeut of affairs waa left ia the handa of his minisfer Rewujt 
PbaDsiaj whose oppvessiTe and uupopular measores TeTiTHl the hopes of Mcir* 
tsnd Rao’s part;. On 8tb September 1885 an attack was made on tbe palace 
for the purpose of aseassinating tbe Mahamja and his minister. Tbe attempt 
was aosucoeasfulj and resulted in the slaughter of the whole o£ the assails ota. 

At this juDcture Bari Kao applied to tbe British Government for aid, 
but it was refused on the ground that tbe engagement to maiutam tbe in- 
tecnal tranquillity of the country depended on the condition that tbe measnree 
of its goverumeut were not directly or indirectly the cause of disturbance, 
and because tbe grant of assistance would require a coutinual iuterfereuee in 
tbe internal affaire of the State, inconsistent alike with tbe position of Holkar 
and ^e policy of the Siitish Goverumeot. 

In lS4il the Maharaja adopted as his heir and successor Kliandi Eao, a 
boy of thirteen years of age, distantly related to the ruling family. Kari Kao 
died on ^4th October 184$ at tbe nge of forty>eigbt. Warned by the evils 
which resnlted from tbe policy pursued on the ucoeseion of Martand Rno, tbe 
British Goveniment took iaimediate mcasurps topi^ooluim Khaudi Raoas tbe 
acknowledged successor to the gadi and to make it known that no other uhdms 
would be recognised. KlicDdi Bao died oa ITtU February 1844. Be wae 
never married, oudtbero was no liueal bsir bo the State and no person who 
bod a legitimate right to adopt, 

Tbe nomination of a successor waa therefore declared to rest exclusively 
with the British Government, and the Resideut, Sir R. Hamilton, was in- 
etructod to make the selection in eucha way aeto show that it was manifestly 
the sole act of the British Government. The mother of Hari Rao Holkar, who 
was greatly respected by tbe people and bad been associated with tbe Kesideat 
in the admicistiation beloie Khandi Kao's death, pleaded the olafms of 
Martand Bao, but Government refused to select him, and intimated tbelr in¬ 
tention of nominatiog tbe younger eon of Bhao Holkar if be should be found 
on enquiry to be tbe most eligible. Tbe Bceldent thereupon declared Iq 
foil Darbar the desire of the Biitish Govemmeiit to perpetuate the State of 
Holkar by tbe seleotioh of a successor from amongst those eligible to such 
distinction; that the Mab Sahiba had pointed out the younger son of Bhao 
Holkar as a fit eucceesor; and that the GoverDor>General, having a great 
respect for the Mah Sablba, had determiued to place biro on tbe gadi. Throe 
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da .76 tber&after, wlthoot waiting for iaatrootiona, the Reeideot iostalle^d the 
boj with &II the formality of a liereditar^ Chief. For this serioDB depar¬ 
ture from bis matruotiooa the Reeldeot was severely eeosured and informed 
that bj his pTOceedicga ao opportunity bad baoo lost to OoTemoent of mark* 
ing an icnportnnt Line of policy. In a Istter^ dated 9th November 1^44, to 
the young Chief the Govetoor>Geueral explained the oooditions oq which the 
State was conferred 00 him. This letter (Ho. XLIX) was declared to have tbe 
force of a 8 anad,and the Mabaiaja was required to present a sasar of 101 
gold mohare on its delivery. 

Martaud Rao Holkar died without issue at Poona on 9nd Juue 1S49, and 
with his death ended tbe intrigues which from time to time endangered the 
peace of the country during the lois both of flari Rao Holkor and his euo- 
oessor. 

Tukaji Rao Holkar attained his majority in 1862, and was entrusted with 
the entire management of tbe affairs of the State, 

Pievions to the mutinies of 1657 Holkar contributed Bnpees 1,11,214 
annually to the Uaited Malwa Contingent, and Bupeee 7,862 Co tbe Malwa 
Bhil Corps. The Malwa Contingent proved faithless daring tbe mntinies 
end was pronounced extinct in February 1898. Ko new corps has keeu 
organised In its plaoe, its duties being performed by troops of the line. Tbe 
British GoverDment oontrlbutes Rupees 9,83d ancually to the Malwa Bhil 
Corps. 

Ad offer was made to Holkar in 1860 to make good the expenditure in¬ 
curred by him in supplying the plaoe of a portion of the Mahidpnr Coutia* 
gent which had mutinied in 1857, and the Agent to the Governor*General was 
directed to give credit to the Indore State for this in settling the accounts of 
tbe Maharaja’s oontribntion towards the maintenance of the Malwa Contin¬ 
gent. Holkar at hrst declined tbe offer on the groand that he was bound to 
assist the Government, but three years later preferred a claim for compensation 
on account of the whole of the expenditure incurred by him in entertaining 
extra levies during tbe mutiny, amounting to Bnpees 8,06,992-8-8. This 
claim was admitted without question and paid by aunnal iastalmeats equal to 
the amount of tribute nnonally dne by him. 

In recognition of Holkar’s services iu the mutinj*, be was permitted to 
capitalise his ooutriburions towards tbe Mahidpur Contingent and the bJalwa 
Bhil Corps, and io 1865 be signed an Agreoment (No> L) to pay a sum 
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oi Bupeed 2$, 81,520 on this &43COQQtia ten yenn by half .yearly ioBtalmeots 
cP Eupees 1,19,076. 

An annual paycoent of Eupees 80,000 is made to Eolkor by the British 
Oo^emment as eompensatioa for his shave of the district of Patau whioh ttos 
T rade over in 1818 to Buudi.* The Maharaja also receives through the Biitish 
Govercment a tribute of Salim Shahi Eupees 72,700 on account of Partab* 
g8rh,t hat he has do eupi'emacy over that State. Previons to the commutcttion 
of hie payments he received credit for this tribute as part of his contributjou 
towards the Malwa GoutiDgont; it is leaJised from Partabgarb one year in 
arrears. He further receives through the Central India Agsney the yearly 
tcibnta of Eupees 85,000 (Salim Shalii) from the mediatized State of Nar- 
aingarh in the Bhopal Agency. But 'Uiis tribute gives him no other tights of 
sapremacy over the Narsingaih Stnts4 

Id 1864 Holkar agieed (LI) to code free of charge all lands 
veqoired specially for railway purposes; to compeusals owners for land aud 
buildinga taken up by the line; to give full civil and criminal jaiisdictioQ over 
this laud to the British Government; and to remit all traitsit duties on through 
tradic. Ceitain conditions regarding the surrender of Indore subjects within 
railway limits were at tlie same time agreed to by the Kritish Ooveromeot. 
These conditions were embodied in the same Memorandnm (No. LI). 

Id 1809 Holkar offered a loan of a cittre of rupees to the British Govern* 
ment for the oonstruction of a railway from £liandwa to Indore. The offer 
was accepted and the terms of the loan were iinally settled in the foUotnng 
year by a formal Agreement (No. Lll). Holkar wished to levy royalties 
on the materials need for the conetructioii c£ the railway, but as the impoei* 
tiou of these dues was not in accordance with Article 11 of the Agreement, 
(iovomment was unable to consent to the proposal. T)te management of the 
line on behalf of Government wee made over to the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway Company in January 1888. 

In 1872 Holkar was required to lelinqnish the manufacture of arms in his 
cwo benitory aud their importation from abroad, on the groimd that blie nceu* 
mulsticn of arms of procislon and cannon iu the Indove arsenals conld not be 
jiisti8ed for the purpose of internal eafety or by the necessity of extern al 
defence.

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In 1661 the Government o£ Iodia> deeming it edri&^bleto make Holkar'n 
pOBseesiooe and its own more compact, had aatboiiaed Sir Bicbmond Shakespear, 
Agent to the Governor*Qeceial in Central India, to inetitute n^otiationa 
for an exchange ot territocies with this object. Kolkar agreed to cede a 
number of scattered Tillages in the Deccau and five in tbe North-'Westem 
Brovincee for lande of equal valae in the districts of SatwaS'Kimawar and 
Nimar. The actnal transfer of the lands wm finally oonolnded in 166S, but tbe 
adjustment of the aocounU in ooanection with the exchaDges was not finally 
settled till 1861, when a Ebarita (No. LIIl) was sent to Holkar by the 
Government of India, intimating tbe eonclusion of the negotiations and their 
approval of tbe arrangeineDts that bad been wade. An aceonat of these 
is given in tbe memorandum by Sir Henry Daly, forwarded to the Maharaja 
with the Bbarita. The pargana of Barwai ia Nimar, which contains valuable 
forests and iron mines, was included in the laads transferred to Holkar on the 
ooadition that he abolished all transit duties on the tniuk road between 
Indore and Khandwa. For tbs iron works which had been established at 
Barwai Holkar paid Bupees 50,000 in 1866. 

By Article 6 of the treaty of Maudsaur concluded in 1618, Holkar bad 
ceded to the British Government all his temtoriss and claims of every descrip> 
ticn whatever within and eonth of the Sstpnra range of hills, but no exact 
demarcation of boundary was attempted till 1864, and its final settlement was 
only concluded in AprQ 1876. In 1877 aa an act of grace aud to commemo' 
rate the assumption by Her Majesty of the title of Empress of India, it was 
determined to make over to Holkar a portion of this territory, comprising 
an area of 680 square miles on the Satpura frontier of the district of Bhan« 
desh. 

In 1873 a Postal Convention (No. LTV) was made with Holkar 
to fadlitato tbe icterobange of correspondence between the Imperial Post 
and tbe Indore State Post. 

Id 1630 the Bntish Government, having acquired a virtual salt mono* 
poly, by the parohase of the salt sources of Bajputana, addressed tbe several 
States of Central India in which salt was not produced, proposing to them 
the abolition of the duties which they levied on salt passing through tb^ 
temtories, and offering at tbe same time to compensate them for any lose 
which their revenues might suffer in consequence. Holkar oonsented (No. 
LV) to these proposals in 1881, on oooditionof receiving as compensation for 
hie concession 45,000 maunds of salt annually from the British Government, 
to be delivered by them at ludoreoQ payment of Bupees 2* 18*0 per mund, 
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Ihe aellmg price salt at Icdoi'e being; then over five rupees per mauod. 
This oomptiQsatioTi represented fear times tbe ernoaud of reveuoe wliioh 
Holkar bad derived from the abolisbed da tics. Similar agreemeots were con> 
oladed with other States, and it eooo became dear that, io coaseQaenoe of 
an increased eocenmptioD, Government was in a position to rednoe its own tax 
on salt. The price of salt oonseqnently fell, and Holkor complained that the 
Talue of the compensation made to him in kind had been seriously atfected 
and asked that it might be paid in oash. Both the justice and tbe pro* 
priety of the claim were questionable, but the Oovemment of India conceded 
his request, ntid accordingly a snpplcmentary Agreement (No. LVI) was con- 
clnded on Uth December lb S3, under which the State receives Rupees 6],S75 
per annum in lieu of the original payment iu kind. 

In ISOl tbe Indoro Darbar agreed to cede, on the same terms ne those 
arranged in 1864 {vide all land required for a new railway to be con¬ 

structed by tbe Gwalior State fiom Xljjain to Bhopal sfa Tarona (Indore). 
Shahjahaopar, Sbojawalpur, and Sebore {eee Gwalior), as well as tbe land 
required for a line to be earned from Botlam to Godhra tbrongh tbe States 
of Indore, Sallaua, and Jhabna. Tbe fiixt of these lines is now being 
surreyed, and the second is being rapidly oonstiucted (1833). 

There is no special extradition agreement with Indore. As in tbe case of 
Gvfllior tbe procedore is governed by the provisions of the Extiadition Act end 
rules framed tbereunder. 

TuVaji Rao Holhardied at Indore on the 17tb June 18fi6. lu 1862 be 
wasgiunted a Sanad (No. LVIl) gruiranteeing to him tbe right of adoption. 
In IS61 ho wus created a Knigbt Graod Commander of the Most Exalted 
Order of the Star of India; and at the Delhi Aeeemblage, on the let Junuery 
1877, be was made a Councillor of the Empress, and, as CounoiUor of the 
Empress, a Companion of tbe Order of tbe Indian Empire. 

He left two sons, the elder of whom, Sbivajl Rno Holkar, who was bom 
on tbe 12th November 18b9, succeeded him. He was created, in lSS7,a Kn%ht 
Grand Commander of the Moat Exalted Order of tbe Star of India. He 
visited EngUnd in 1887 on the occasion of the Jubilee of the Qaeen-Empress. 
His jonnger brother died in July 1890. 

Tlie population of Holkai'’s territories is 1,099,090 souls aoeording to 
tbeoensns of 1891. Tbe area is 8,400 square miles. Tbe revenue of the 
State from all sources is estimatod at about seventy-six lakhs of rupees. In 
1890 tbe military satahbshmcnt of the State consisted (iocluding irTegul;)rs) of 
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6,128 infantry, 2,231 cavdry, 5 batteries artillery, aa3 about 50 guos in 
addition; also Til gnunera. Of these fopoea, 600 cavalry bare been place*! 
at the disposal of the (jovernment of India for Imperial service. Tbe Chief's 
ordinary salute is 10 gnos, and tbe present Maharaja hue a local aalote of 21 
gune wlbbiQ his own terribory. 

(11)—DEWAS.

Tbe relations of tbe British OoTerntnent with the States of Be*vas may 
oonTeniently be described here, not that these States are next In imporhinoe in 
Central India to Indore, but becanee tbeir geographical position and tite fact 
!hat they are under tbe immediate enpervieion of the Agent to the Oovenior- 
Genera], bring tbem for politioal purposes into close connection with the 
groopof tbe Indore Treaty and Mediatized States. 

Dewae, as at present eonstitnted, cousiste of two branches, kn own as tbe 
Senior and tbe Junior Branch. They form, to all intents and purposes, two 
perfectly distinct States, although for certain administrative objects they work 
in o(voperation. 

The Chiefs of both branches are e^ual in tank, power, and autherily, 
The first Chiefs were two brothers, Tukt^i and Jiwaji, who came with tlie 
first Peshwa, Baji Ban, into Malwa, and on tbs division of that pi’ovlnce they 
obtained possession of Dewas, Saraogpur, and several other districts, yielding 
a nonsinal revenue of Bupees 2,42,900, bnt subject to a yearly payment of 
Rupees 26,000 to several Giraeia Chiefs. To their revenue was added an assign- 
Tuent of the tribute of certain districts to the amount of Bnpees 78,922, and at a 
later date the prorinoe of Hamlrpur in BnndeHcband yielding Knpees 75,000 
a year, as well as the district of Kandobaiu the Dosb. 

For thirty years before the British ocenpation of Malwa, the Chiefs of 
Dewas had been pliindered and oppressed by Siudhie, HoIkar,aQd the Pindari 
Chiefs, and were deprived of most of tbe tributary payments, as weli as of 
Hamirpur, Kandoba, and other districte; bnt in 1818 the two Chiefs then iu 
possession, Tnkaji, the grandson of the Chief of the same name, and Anaod 
Rao, his cousin, the adopted son of the gnmdson of Jiwaji, both of whom aio 
mentioned before, wein by Treaty (No. LVIII) taken under British proteotion. 

By Article 7 of this treaty the two Chiefs agreed to “ act by an union o! 
authority and to administer their aCalrs through one public minister 
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by de^r^ee thi$ doion bos be«n relox«d; the territories gi&nted in eommoa were 
divided ia 184i; and, ae remarked above, the two J^ranehee are now virtually 
separate States with dieUdot laods, revenue, and administration^ Tlie last 
matter determined ia this connection was the apportionment between the two 
States of jurisdiction in the uty of Downs and in the town ot Sarangpur. The 
latter aiTangement was completed in 1889. 

In 1828 the Chiefs of Dewos made over to the admioiatretive charge of 
the Bri^h Government (No. LIS) the pargona of J^ogod, an ontivin? 
district in Kimar which they conld not efficiently control. The paigaoahas been 
placed, for administrative purposes, within the limite of the Bbopawar Political 
Agency, and is immediately under the Political Agent's aupervision, The 
annnal surplns revenneof the pargaoa, after payment of all ohm^ee of admin¬ 
istration, is paid to the Chiefs of Dewas. A survey and settlement of the 
pargnna was commenced in 1890. 

By the treaty of 1818 the Dewas State was required to provide a con- 
tingentot 50 horse and 50 foot, to be doubled when the revennes improved. 
In 1927 the contingent was raised to 75 horse and 200 foot, which, with 
Holkar'e contingent of 400 horse, formed the Eastern Malwa Contingent. 
On the amalgamation of the Eastern and Western Malwa Contingente the 
obligation to supply a quota of troops was commuted to au annual oontribn- 
tion of Rupees 8 S,022-2-0. This sum is now (1892) the only military eontii- 
bution paid by tbs Dewas State and is equally divided between the two Chiefs. 

In 1884 -^e Chiefs of Dewas agresd (Koe. LX and LXl) to make 
over free of cost to the British (Governmeot lands that might be required for 
railway parposee; to allow compensation for private property taken up; to cede 
full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights j and to remit ail transit and other 
duties on goods passing by rail through their territory. The line of railway 
has not as yet been carried through any portion of Dewas territory, and 
these concessions have consequently not been utilised hitherto. But in 1890 
both States agreed to cede free of cost all land required for a uew line to be 
conatmeted from XJjjain in Gwalior to Bhopal, paesing in part through 
their territory (see Gwalior). This line is now (1892) being surveyed. 

In 1881 both Chiefs agreed (No. LXII) Co remit all transit duties on 
salt passing through their territories; and to compeoeate them for the loss 
thereby incurred Government engaged to deliver at Indore to enob Chief one 
huudied maunds of salt free ot cost. But when Che payment in cash to 
Holkar was BubaCituted in 1S8S fov the payment in kind, it was considered 
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advisable to put all the Chiefs id Central India oo the same footing, and 
Aoeerdio^I^ a eupplementarj article (No. LSlIl) was added to tbeorigioal 
agreement, hj which it was stlpolated that the GoverDCoent should pnj to each 
of the Bewas Chiefs a sum of Eupees 412-8-0 auuu&jl; in hen of the ongioal 
eompeneation in kind. 

In 1885 the Chiefs of both branches abolished all traoeit dotiee within 
their territories with the exception of the duty on opium. 

In 1862 the Chiefs of Bewas received Sensds (No. LXIV) gnamnteeing 
to them the right of adoption. They had both rendered good eervioe during 
the mutinies of L867> 

The Bewas Barbars have large powers of 3 uri 8 diction on the criminal 
side, but their proceedings lb hsinoas cases are submitted to the PoUtlcal 
autiiorftiea. 

BEWAS. 

(S&HXOa Biukcm.] 

Tukaji Pnar, one of the Chiefs who wns tnhen under British protection 
in 1818, was succeeded iu 1824 by his adopted son Eukmangad E«o, eonunooly 
known a£ Shasia Sahib. 

He died in 1860, and his adopted soo, Eiehnnji Euo, then abont 23 jaars 
of age, was recogoiscd aa bis successor. Klshanji Eoo married a daughter of 
Sindhia. 

From the time Eishnaji Eao took eharge of his State Iris aSairs began 
to fall into disorder and his debts increased anouslly j he attempted to remedy 
matters by making over tbs management of affairs to bis adoptive mother, 
but her administration woe not successful. The debtf rose to ten lakhs of 
rupees, and in 1875 it becBcne necessary to place the State under a Native 
Superiutendeut and to aseigu a suitable aliowance to the Chief. In March 
1881 tbs greater portion of the debts of the State baviog been paid ofl, aud 
the Chief having given proofs of improvemeat, he was permitted to associate 
himself in the work of the administration with the ScpevIoteDdeat, Eao Baha< 
dur l^ntia Gore, whose designatioii was altered to that of Biwan. 

Taotia Gore reeigoed his post in 1888, and Pandit SampKarayan was 
appointed to succeed bim. Buder his administration many salutory refortos 
were introduced end the debts of the State were gradually lic^uidated- Sarnp 
Narayan retired in 1886, aud an arrangement was made under which Rao Baja 
Sir Dinkar Eao, K.C.S.I., endeavoured to mwiage the State through the 
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Koja, Six Diokai* Rfio reliiiqiiisb«d tlieta^k to June ISbd, aud tlicre wns no 
a]t«rDay ve but to revert to tbe forro of admuiistratioa saactioasd by tlie Gov¬ 
ern men t of India in 18dl. Yishnn Koebnv Kunte was oooordmgly ap. 
pointed SM Superintendf&t, wltb oontrol of tbe admiQistratica subject to tbe 
immediate supervision of tbe First Assistant of tbe Agent to the Governor- 
Gnietal at Indore. His position was eimilar to that held by Tantia Gore in 
18K1.

Anand Rao Poar^tbe Chief of the Junior Brunch, adopted in 1837 Haibnt 
fUc by whom he was snecceded. Haibat Rac adepted a son in 1858 on the 
understanding that if a legitimaia son of bis body sltoulJ be born, the son by 
adoption should reliuquisb all claims to tbe St^ite. A legitimate son was bora 
in December LB80, end bis future right to the snccesslon was declaimed. 
Haibat Rao Fuor died on 12tb May 1864, and was succeeded as Chief of 
the Juoiitr Brauuhby hie infant son Narayan Rao Fuar, called theDada Sahib, 

The State was menagod during tbe minoiity hy a Kamdar anhject to 
the direct control and supervision of tbe Agent Co tbe Governor-GenoraJ. Id 
a Darbar held at Dowas in 1879, tbe youog Chief, having attained his 
majority, was entj usted with administrative authority. He died oo the 19th 
January 1892, childless, and leaving oO blood relntious. In accordance with 
his wishes he was succeeded by his adoptive brother’s elder eon, Malbor Rao, 
a minor, who was installed in September 1892. Dariug tbe minoiity the 
administration is under the special supenrisiou of the First Assistaat to tbe 
Goveraor-G eueral. 

The Cbiefsbip is liable to pay nazarana nnder tbe ueoal rules. 

The revenue of tbe State ieabont lakhs of rupees: the area 134 square 
mnes! and tbe papulation in 1891 was 69,684. In 1890 the miliUcy

great value to the district of Took, Kampoora, and other distriots in that 
vicmity, which constituted the nncient poseessioas of the Holkar family, and 
the relations of amity and peace being now hazily restored between the 
British Government and Maharaja Jeewunt Rao Holbr,the British Govern, 
merit is dssirons of gratifying tbe wishes of the Mnbaraja to tbe utmost 
practicable extent consistent with considerations of equitv, aod of manifest! og 
ite aoUoitode to cultivate tbe frieodship and good-will of the blaharajaj 
therefore tbe Britiab Government hereby agrees to consider the provisions of

Afidr conplmenier^Yoar Highaess' letter dated 6th July last has 
been duly received. In that letter allueioais mode to the death of His late 
Highness Ebuadee Hao, nibich had been reported to me by the Resident at 
lodore, aikd it is stated that tbe ceremonies ouatomory on tbe occasion bad 
been duly performed. Your Highness further remarks that at the conclusion 
of the period of mom ning you had been, by the great kinduesa of tbe British 
Government, inatollwl as successor to the vacant guddee; aud Your Highueas 
proceeds to slate tiwt it will be your aim and object so to conduct the duties 
of the office to which you have been called as to promote the welfare and hap¬ 
piness of tbe people of tbe Holbav State. 

The iatelli<’«nee of the early death of the late MaLaraja was a cause of 
much grief to me. By that event the guddee of the Holkar Stntc became 
vacant! there being no one of Ibe Holkar family remaining entitled to succeed 
to the prinmpality or to adopt an heir to the guddee. 

It became therefore necessary for the Goveroor-Qeosral to make an 
airangement for the administration of the government of the Holkar princi¬ 
pality. 
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Having att earnest desire to promote the iotereets of Uie Ohie& a&d 
people of State, and to preserve the hooour aod prospedtj of the pimoi- 
pality^ the British GoTemment determined on this occeeion to nuke enoh cm 
arran^ment as would couduce to the &ccomp]iehmeat of these ends and 
would at the same time, it was believed, be agreeable to the feelings of the 
remaining members of the famllj of the late Hnrree £ao Uolkar aiid of the 
Chiefs and nobles of the piinoipalitj. 

Actuated b; these motives^ 1 was indaoed to direct the British Be^deut 
at ludore to nomioate your Higliness to the occupation of the vacant 
guddee. 

I have every confidence that Year Highness will, to the ntmost of your 
endeavour, administer the dntiea of the government in which yon have been 
thus instiled in a manner befitting your high station, and with a becoming 
impreesioQ of the importauce of the interests which will on your coming of 
age be enCrnstad to your cere. 

It ie the intention of the British Oovernmeot in thus bestowing on Yonr 
Highness the principality of the Holkar State, that the Gbiefship should 
descend to the heirs male of Tour Highness’ body lawfuUy begotten, in due 
uc ceesiou, from generation to generation, 

Until the penod of Your Highness coming of age the afiairs of the 
government will be administered in yonr behalf, as at preeent,hy a competent 
Regency acting nuder the general superintendence, end in a^l matters of 
importance the instruedoos of the British Hesident, who will make arraoge- 
znents for the education o! Your Highness during yonr minority in a mauuer 
suitable to Your Highness’ future high destinies. 

All ezisting engagements with other Chiefs and States made by the 
Ohi«fs of Ho 11^ nnd in force at tlie time of the death of the lata Maharaja 
will continue binding on Your Highness and on Your Highness' Government,

No eqnivalent iu land or cash was 
received until 8ht July 1863 on which (date) the Chandore estate was taken 
over from Maharaja Holhar. 

Tbe Nimar Pscgann&hs were transferred to tbe Mabaiaja on 23rd Octo> 
her 1667, and the Bulandehubar jaghire taken over from His Highness ou 
27th October 1867. 

The Poona* villages were not taken over till tbe 30th Kovember and 
^ T.. ^ Snd, and 8rd Deoember 1866, and tbe 

Abmednagar * Tillages till 29tih January and 
6 th June 1668. 

Tbe jtghfi'c villages In the Decean were taken over in Febmary 1867, 
January and April 1668, and March and September 1672. 

7. The ooncessioos made to tbe Mabaiaja in the course of the Satwas* 
Chandore exchange we) e as follows 

I. —In exchange for the proprietary right in nine villages in the Deccan, 
His Highness received 231 villages in Satwa^Nimawar in perpetuity. 

II. ^The OoTemment of India accepted the Maharaja's own valuation 
of Bupees $8,2i4-13>8 for his nine villages, although tikis sum was in excess 
of what he had id ready agreed to accept, ond obviously included several items 
which the Govcitunent of India would be unable to recover. 

III. —Tbe district of Satwos-Nimawar was valued at the amount of its 
laud reveoTke only, the abkari revenue being excluded from the calcuUtioD. 
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The D«t gain to the Mabarjija on tbU account was Bapees 2^l5&'l0-d a 
year. 

IV. —Tlie oWm to a cleductioo of Rupees 3>209 from the amonot of 
Holkar's Deshmookhi buqs iu commutation of service was waived, and the 
total amoant of these hnqs> Rupees 11^410, was credited to the land instead of 
to the cash aooount to which they properly belonged, 

V. —No interest has been claimed on acoounb o£ the deferred payment to 
the Oovernmeut of India of revenues of 8atwas*Nimawar, which, without 
giving any equivalent, the Maharaja enjoyed from June 1861 to July 1866. 
The annual land revenue derived from the district by the Governmeot of 
India before trui'sfer was Rupees St8,872. Tlis roveDue for the four years 
therefore would amonut to Rupees 1,16,488, and on this sum several years* 
interest Las been foregone. 

VT.—In August IS7i the Goveroment of India yielded to the Maha¬ 
raja’s request to he credited with the sum of Rupees 5,635-15 ou account of 
repairs to Pobtic Works alleged to have been made at his expense in Chaodois 
after the transfer of that estate to the Governraeut of India. 

VII,—Fiually the capitalization of the Maharaja’s annua! oontriliution 
towards the muntenauoe of the Meludpur Contingent and the Malwa Hheel 
Coins, which it was originally intended should be treated in close connection 
with the territorial eiohonges, was in 1865 carried out separately at a loss to 
the British Govevament of rather more than 5f lakhs of rupees. 

3. The corresponding concessions made to the Maharaja in tbs course of 
the Wabgaon exohaog^ were as follows 

I. —In exchange for the proprietory right only in fourteen vlUogee in the 
Deccan and live villages in tbo Noiih-Western Provinces, the Maharaju 
obtained rights of sovereignty over 176 villages iu Nimar. 

II. —Tbe value of tbs Maharoju’s villages, on his own computation, 
amounted to Rnpres 88,072 a year. Tbe total revenue of the Nimar hiuds 
transferred to His Highaeae was Rupees 47,701. 

IIT.—Abkari rovenue was not included In the valuation of Nimar landa. 

IV. —Tbe lapsed jaghlre of Cbota Kasrawad, with a land revenue of 
Rnpeea i.Ot'O a year, was conceded to tbe Maharaja. 

V. —No charge was made to Hie Highness on account of Govsnimeot 
bnildiugs at Mandlesor o£ tbe value of Rupees 18,225. 

VI. —No Interest has been claimed on account of deferred payment to 
the Government of India of tlie revenue of villages which the Mahamja did 
not give up for some time after be received pospeseion of the Nimar Ter- 
goo cabs. Moreover, the Nioiar Perga II nabs were handed over to Mabar;ija 
Holkar under a light assessment at the expiry of the saitlement, and the re¬ 
assessment since made has given the Indore Durbar three or four times tbe 
revenue which the Governinent of India received from tbe districts, and three 
Or four times the valnc of Holkar’s hereditary lands aud hnqs in the Deccan.

There alio^tber fourteen Mediatized Chiefs in the Indore A^ccy. 
OltheeictpeD holdinj^ which were described in the earlier editions of this 
work, four have been now OToitted, namely Rnghugarbj Eorsi Jalaria, Pooghat, 
end Bhoja Hheii, while two more holdingB have been added, Uoiand Bor- 
kbera.* Some further acoount of the relations of the asUte-holders to the 
British GoTerument will bo found in the introdnetoiy remarks prefixed to these 
Kanntlvea. 

1. PATHAEI. 

TheThakurof Pathari receives a Unkha of Rupees i,d85 from Dewaa 
under a Settlement (No. X<XV) mediated h^ Captain Borthniclc and Sir 
John Malcolm in 18L6. The Thakur, with whom the original engagement 
was formed; was Mahebat Singh. This tankba is paid dii'ect from the two 
States of Bewas, and the Tbakur is bound not to interfere in its collection in 
any of their vill^es. The Thakur also holds a certificate from Mr. Johnston 
(No. LXVT), Assistant to the Resident at Indore, dated Sod December 1837, 
which states that he holds hla estate from the Puar Bejas on an istimrar tenure, 
and that be has been in the habit of referring to the Besident at Indore all 
questions regarding his t&nkha dues from Dswas and other places. Zomwar 
Singh, to whom this certificate was given, wns the son of Mababat Singh. 
The present Thakur is Bakbtawar Singh, son of Piithi Singh. He sncceeded 
io October 1887. 

The Thakcr of Pathari also holds 14 villagest under the Dewas Chiefs at 
a fixed rent, eight from the eeoior and four from the junior bmnoh. The 
Utter are regained as formally guaranteed.

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Tlie question to -whom the Thafeur is bound to furnish reports of crime 
■Rtis long iu dispute. The Chiefs of Donee demanded siieli reports, but tire 
Thnkur disputed theiv right to reeeivo them, and stated that he vtouW fur¬ 
nish them only to the Agwit to the Govornor-Gen oral. In 1887 it nasheld by 
the Agent to the Govcrnor-Oeneral that, in the guaranteed estate of the 
Thakur, jurisdiotiou vests in the CeQtrxI India Agency to wliieh tltc Thnkin* 
1 8 hound to report j uhile in villages that are not gaanintced the jurisdic¬ 
tion vests in the Darbar, to which the Tliakur should report criminal oecai* 
TCneos within their liuiite. 

The Thcikur also receives tanhhas of Rupees S,CS7 from Siodlua, and 
Rupees l.Ho from Holkar, for which ho holds sanads. 

3. BORKIIRUA Of BORKHEDA. 

Thakur Amar Singh of Borkbem, in tho Dewae State (Junior Branch) 
reecives a yearly tankha of Itnpees 484-6-0 fitim the Dewas State, Senior 
Branch, and a simikir tanklia of Kupeee 388*^0 fvoui the Do was State, Junior 
Biaiiuli. Tho fumlly holds no snnads authoriBing these grants, but a parwann 
dill', k tlio lOlli Kovember 181B (No. LXVIl), addi’easod by Sir John Malcolm 
tu Ti<aki?r Ztsllin Singh, grandfather of Amor Singh, the present That or, oiul 
at. Ihfittimc liond of the fnmlly, shn\7s that the Thakur then enjoyed eei'tniu 
mcney fmm tlio State of Dewas. The amount of the payment ns 

slated above is not cub rwl in tho panvsuio, but has since been ascertained. For 
the roali^iation uf thoBO dues the Thakur wns, undi>r the eaid pnvwana, directed 
to apply to tlio local revenue odiciiile and not to make esactioue from the 
State vlllngof. 

It was dceidvtl by the Goveromeut ofludia in ISSd that the parwaua of 
1818 should U included iu this book. 

Z. BAGLI* 

The Tliakiir of Bagli is a dependent of Sindbia. Uuder a Settlement 
(No, LXVIl I) effected hy Sir John Malcolm in 181D, Tliakur Zalim Singh 
aud his son Bhim Singh received Piplia and eight other villages on a quit- 
rent of Rupees a year, aud Kve other villages on n qnit-rent of Rupees 
9U9, The quit-rent for these villages ia paid by the Thakur direct to the 
Gwalior Darlar. The TUakur keeps a vakil in attendaoce on the Agent to 
tho Governor-Gcneml. whose oomcnunluationH be receives dii^ect 
• “ Malva,*' JSce. 9 tg U of Schedule Fo. 111. 
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Id October 18 S4 tUe TLakur a^ed to make ever^ if oeceesarj, lands for 
railway ptu^oses, on tlie terms agreed to by tbe Dewae Chiefs; as described in 
the Doirative of those States (see Dewas.) 

The late Thakur, Snlhag* Singh, died iu Judo 1869; having adopted Bo- 
ghunatli Singh, a distant leUtive descended from a common nneestor. Doubta 
T/ere expressed by Sindhia as to the validity of the adoption, but enquiry 
showed that it wns perfectly genuine. ReghnuatU Slugh was therefore formally 
recognised as Thaknr of BogU by the British Covernmeut on his paying to 
Sindhia nanaroua amonnting to one-fourth of the net revenue of the fourteen 
guaranteed villages. The jama of sixty-nine anguaranteed villcigeB hold by 
the Thakur was raised by Sindhia. from Bupees 7,it5l to Rupees 10,001. 
An Agreement (No. LXIX) was also signed by the Thaknr in 1870,iu which he 
recorded bis obligation to acknowledge Sindbia’a superiority and do service 
accordingly. 

Th& revenue of the Bagli Tlioknrat is estimated at Rupees 60,000; and 
ite population, in 1391, was Id,675.

Umed Slngb, son of Zalim Singh, died on &6th October 1880, and was 
SQCceeded by his nephew and adopted eon Chain Singh, then 16 years of oge, 
who is now in the enjoyment of the tankhas guaranteed to Zalim Slngb. 

Debx Singh of Arnia, the eon of Hate Singh, receives ibc tankhas goar- 
onteedto bU father. 

At the expiration of tbe term of each iustolment the Thakura ore fur¬ 
nished with ft pOiTvoDa addressed to the local ofTicials of Simllna, Holkar, stid

Tliis vtlinge 
Tvae for some tiioe hold conjoiatly by Chain Singh, the grandson of ZaJini Singh, 
and Khuman Singh, tbo son of Hate Singh; bat disputes arising botnoen 
them it was ordered by t^io Agent to the Governor>Gencral that Sliucoaii 
Slogh should audeitnke the eutii'o oianagomcnt of the village daring his Ids* 
time on coudition •>£ poying to Chniii Singh his share, namely Ropees 850 
annually, fiooof all charges. K human Si ugh is roepousihle fia* the payment 
of oil Joes, etc., in conuectinu rvitb the village, and it has been determined 
that on the death of cither Khnmau Siugli or Chain Singh fresh arrange¬ 
ments for the disposal of the property shall be made. The Engagement of 
1S39 regarding the village of Sheri Rajpura (No. LXXIV) 5s gooiantecd. 
Chain Singh also holds the villago of Kuruudia under the Indore Baihar. 

The villages of Jarngod and Kherui sverc given by Sindlua under a sanad 
dated A.BI. 1^40, on a quit-rent of Kupnes 400, to Ziilim Singh and Bhim 
Singh. Cliaiii Singh now holds Ehcna. Jamgod ie in the possuseion of 
lUghuuatli Singh (gmudsoa of Dbim Singh) who suocoeded his father 
Unkar Singh on the latier’s death in May 18S4. Chhotar Singh, brother of 
Zulim Singh, obtained from Sindhia the village of Rezapur on quit-rent; 
nnd Tej Siugli, anoihcr brother, obtained from Simihla 1,0 UO blghns of laud 
in tho village of Kool Kheri under Ujjain. 

6. TONK. 

The present Thakur, Nil pat Singh, who woe rtcoguiaed as the sueceseor 
of his lather Balwant Singh in 186D, recetvae utidei* sanade from Siodbia aud 
Holkar thu following tonkhas >-

It has been the praofcice of the Agent to the (dovernov-Gcueial at Indore 
to grant the Tbakuv a parwuna to enable bhn to realiBO the taukba from 
Sindhie'e local officials. 
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Tbe Tbflkur oJso receives a tankba ot Rupees 4,570 from tbe two Chiefs 
of Dewas. No sauads for this taiikha aro produced, but the Tbakur holds a 
letter dated 5lb December 1^37 (No. LXXVII), from Mr. P, Jobnston> 
Assistant Resident, Indore, relating to tbe payment, 

Nirpat Slogh bolds under sanads from Sindbiu f ve buudred bighae of 
land in pargajia Tonk, and the village of Mumiu in Uoebaud paigana at a 
quit-rent of Rapees 201. He also holds nuder a san&d fiom Holkar sis 
bigbas of inam land in Indore paigaaa. 

e. PATH ARIA. 

Bhim Siogh, brother of Zalim Sicgh of Karaudla, obtained tbe village 
of Pathaiia fu tbe pargana of Uaebnud from Sambbaji Rao Angria ou a 
quit-rent of Rupees 701 in the year 1S39. Tbe engagement (No. LXXVIH) 
is guaranteed, and tbe Tbaknr is bonnd to render service and to pay tbe quit* 
rent in two instalments. The present Thakur is Raghunatb Singh, who 
succeeded bis father Uokar Singh in May 1384. 

Thie Tbakor also receives a tankha (No. LXXIX) of Rupees 68-8 from 
Kulkar. Tbe family liouse is situated ia Kcuaudia. 

7. UNI. 

The cneestor of Tbaknr Daulat Singh held the villages of Uol, Bhnrkia, 
and Tamo) ia in the He was State, Jonior Branch. In 1S4I Colonel Bo rth« 
wick, Assistant to Sir John Malcolm, mediated between tbe Darbnr and 
the Tbakur Hindu Singh, grandfatlier of the present Tbaknr, an arrungenaenfe 
for tbe cootinuance of tbe estate to tbe family. It was settled that the Tbakur 
sbonldhold Uai and Bbarkla in peri>etuity on payment of qalt-rents of Rupees 
501 and Rupees 401 per annum, respectively, and Tamolis, then oeroased at 
Rupees 451, on & rent subject to increoee occordiug to the usage of tbe 
pargana. 

This settlement proved inoperative as tbe State was averse to the grant 
of perpetual leases and the Tbakur would accept nothing less than that which 
his ancestors had enjoyed. On Tbakur Hindu Singh's death his son Gopal 
Siogh also declined to accept the villages on any other than qait-reut tenures, 
and tbe dispute con tin ued until 1876 when Sir H. Daly, the Agent to the 
Governor-Goneral in Central India, nilcd that tbe Tbakur should be placed 
in possession of bis ancesti-al vill^o of Uui on istimrari tenure as settled by 
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CojoDsl Borihmck in IF41, and that tbo villages of SLarkta aud Tamolia 
abauld Ijs keid by tbe Thalmr on Itfa leasee. On Tbukur Go]>q 1 Singb’s 
death in IS88 the Baja of Detroe resiiined Bhavkla and TamottiL Since tbea 
the Tbakar Daulat Singh h&s been endeavouring to regain possession of these 
tTvo vilbges, and the State Las intimated ite wiiliugnees to lease them to 
the Tbaknr at ceasoDablo rents. 

8. DHANGAON * 

Tins settlement was mediated by Major Henley and scented the following 
granle’^ 

FroM Sindhla (No. LXXX) . . Rupees 1^484 

„ Holkar (No, LXXXl) . . „ 56 

The original recipient waa Nihal Siugh, tbs father of Makund Singh and 
grandfather of Haoaii Singh; the present Chief. Makund Siugh also received 
from Sindhia a gntnt of thirty*siz villages in Harda and Hiculia, subject to a 
payment of Eupeee 1,001. No copy of the eogagemeut is forthcoming; 
but oc the cession of the districts under the treaty of 1S60 the tnokha 
became payable to tbe British (jovornmenb, Dhongaoa is now under the juris* 
diction of tbe Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces. 

9. SI)3GHANAt 

This settlement also was mediated by Major Henley who arranged that 
tlie Thakar sbodd receive yearly payments amounliag to Rupoee 35)^, vie.^ 
From Sindbia {u» footnote to No, LXXX) Ropccs £10 
» Holkae («e footiieto to No. LXXXI) „ llS 
The claim on Siudhia was transfeired to the British Government with tbe 
Harda district. Only. Enpeee 56 are now paid os Holkai'^s share. 

Annp Singh^ with whom the settlement was made, was sneoeeded by Bokh* 
tsfwar Singh, who died in lb7I, He was sncceeded by bis nephew Barjao 
SbgU, the present Chief, then thliteen years of age. 

10. BaLJ 

According to the settlement made by Sir John Malcolm in 1819, it 
was arranged that Parbat Siogh and Baghunath Singh should main tain

But it appears that in lieo of the taxes on merchandise the zamiudais 
now get a cash pixymeut of Rupees 750 and pay to the Indoie Daihar an 
aanual snm of Rupees 52-10 od acoouut cC sardeshmuUhi does. Ho douo* 
meats ai‘e tcrthcomiiig to show when thie new settlcmont was effected cr hy 
whose mediation. 

The late Tlmknr Hari 8ingh died iu 1880 and his widow adopted Man- 
rup Singb^ who is the preaent Thakur. 

11. MEN.* 

The settlement of tho Tesa Tarwi^s claim was effected hy Sir John Mal¬ 
colm on 25tb Jan vary 1819. The Holkar State agreed to entertain in ita 
service seven of the Tarwi’s adbeients and to give him two villages on rent; 
subject after the seventh year to a payment of one rupee per bigha, on 
condition that the Tarwi mndo no further eollections on pa'*sengers and goods 
between Mbow and Jam, and was rerpon^iible for the prevention of robheries. 

No copy of this ougagement is fortliconting, but the Indore Darbarhave 
produced an Eugagement (No. LXXXIII) written by Kaibh.a Paima and Ajha, 
tlxe nephews of Teza Tarw;, whereby they bind tbem&elves to enter the service 
of the D.irbav and to bold themselves responaille for the protection of the 
country within csitnin limits. The Datbac state that for this service tliey 
get Rupees 60 a month direct from the Daibar trensuiy. The ciKumstances 
in which the settlement of Sir John Malcolm was modified have not been 
clearly oscertsipcd. 

The present Tlxnhurs nre Umeda, Lalehuud, and Chitar {189S}. 

12. DHAORA GANJARA.t 

This settlement wae effected by Sir John Malcolm and was similar totlo 
above settlement with the Teza Tarwi of Men. No copy of theotig^ementis 
forthcomifig; but the lodore Darhar Records contain a document (No. 
LXXXIV) under which Rupees 56 a month are granted as reiauneiatioa foc 
the protection of the roads between Simrol Ghat and Sigwai*.

14. GAGEONI.* 

On the decline of the Mughal power in Malwa aEathor Bajput from 
Mavwar obtained poeseesion of the distrlet of Zirapur Maohalpur whivh be 
held UB the con^aest of Malwa by the Mahiuttae, wben his possesaons fell to 
the share of Holkar. Being dlsposseseed he commenced plunder In g the country 
with such effect that Holkar wa^ compelled to giant bim Gogroni and soveral 
adjacent Tillages, ^itb hie descendant, Tbakor Baghnnath Singh, a settle¬ 
ment (No. LXYXV) waa mediated in 1820, by which tho Tillages were con¬ 
firmed to him subject to a payment of Bupees ijfiOO nyesr. 

On the death of Kagbanath Singb, the legitimacy of hie eldest eon, 
Fateh Singh, was disputed. Hie olalms wer e eventoally set aside, and a young¬ 
er son, Sumj Mai, was recognised. Sntaj Mnl died on 24th Jnne 1802, 
leaying no children and without adopting an heir. As there was no legiti¬ 
mate heir of Boghunath Blngh living, the Thaknrat lapsed to Holkar, who 
settled on the widow and mother of Suraj Mai an annual allowance of Rupees 
1,800 for life. T))o widow of Sumj M.*il died iu 1809, iearing a daughter 
Amorbai, who died in 1871; neither took any allowance from the Darbar, 
but on the death of Amarbai the Baibai paid her faoeral cspeDses amounting 
to Bopees 1,020.

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(HI).—BHOPAL AGENCY. 

1. BHOPAL. 

Bbopalisthe principal Mussalmaa State in Central India, and moka 
neat in ioipcrtance to Hydeiabod arnoug the Muhammadan States of India. 
The ruling family vaa fonnded by Dost Mohammad, an Afghan in the 
seirice of Auroogzeb. Ho was Dominated suporintondent of the distnat of 
Bairsla, and bo took advantage of the revolutions whicb followed the death of 
the Emperor to establieb bie independent authority ia Bbopol aud the neigb- 
bouring conntry. He died about 1723 at the age of aisty^eix. On his death 
Sultan Mohammad Khan, bis legitimate son, then a minor, was pot io power 
by the Fatban Chiefs; but the oaase of Tar Muhammad Ehan, an elder but 
illegitimate son, was espoused by the Nizsm^ aud Soltan Mubnmmnd was 
compelled to abdicate in favour ol Tar Muhammad. The latter bad foor sons, 
by the eldest of whom, Fais Muhammad Ehan, aged eleven, be was sncceeded. 
The claims of bis unde Sultan Mabammad Kbau were again brought for> 
ward by a powerfnl paity, but in the coubesb which ensued Sultan Moham¬ 
mad Khan was defeated and was obliged to accept the giDot of Babargaib 
for himself and bis deeceodanta, and to renoncioe all claims to tbe sovereiguty 
of Bbopal and all interference with the affairs of the State. 

At this time the Peebwa Baji Rao, while returning from Delhi, demand¬ 
ed in the same of the Emperor the restoration of the teinitoriee usurped by 
the Pathans of Bhopnl, and tbe Kawab was compelled by treaty to relinquish 
all his poaseesions in Malwa except a few town a, being confirmed by the Peshwn 
in bis remaiuiog posseeeions io Gondwara. 

F&iz Muhammad Kban, who was of week intellect, nominally ruled Bhopal 
for tbirty-sight years. He left no issne aud was succeeded by bis brother Tasin 
Mabammad, who survived only a few days and was succeeded by bis brother 
Hay at Muhammad Ehao, during whose weak administration the real power 
remained in the bands of his mioistere. 

Towards tbe close of tbe l^tb oeutury the Bbopal tenitoriee were overrun 
by plnnderisg bondsjof Pin dor is and were also invaded by Ragbiiji Bbonak. 
At this time Warir Muhammad, sod of the NawaVscousin, Sharif Muhammad 
Kban, who when n mere youth bad fled from Bbopal after ao unsuccessfnl 
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rebelHcn (b which bfs father hod been a^in^tlie power of tJie iniiuetcr, 
retorocd to Shopal cu a soldfcr of fortu&o. He was the means o£ saving hie 
country from destruotiou by tho Mohijttaa, and ho bwamo the founder of the 
biancb of the Bhopal family which has einee ruled in the State. For many 
years he carried on a petty warfaie with the Mahrattoe, in the course 
of which he reoonquered most of the tenitoriee which had been lost to 
Bhopal. Bnt bis power and abiliides excited the envy and jealonsy of Ghaivi 
Muhammad^ the son and sncceseor of Hayat Muhammad Khan, who, to 
strengthen himself against Wazir Muhammad, invited the aTmiosof Sindhia 
and Nagpur to occupy tbe country and agreed to pay to Sindhia an annual 
tiiibute. From this time Ghaus Muhammad sank iuto olsourifcy, aud though 
he long survived and eojoyed the titular dignity of Nawah he had no mtlu* 
once ia the government of the eontitry, oor were his claims ever agitated 
in the discussicQS which subEeqnently arose regarding tbe succeseiou to tho 
Bhopal State. 

Waiii' Mubammad’e first efforts, made about the year ISO9, to obtain tlie 
ossisUince and medialion of the British Government in hU struggles with the 
Malirattas weie unsnecessfuh He wasoompelled for ee)f-presei*vatioD to league 
bimaelf with the Pin dari leaders. lu IK 12 a combi nation was made lietwsen 
Sindhia aud Raghuji Bbonsla to emsh him, aud Bhopal was besieged by their 
united armies towards the close of 181S. Wazir Muhammad made a gal¬ 
lant defence during a siege of nine mouths, aud tbe Mobractas were oompellad 
to itbire uneiiccessful. Sindhia was making active e£ort8 to renew the siege iu 
the following year, but he was restr^ued by tbe iuterfereuce of the British 
Government, who began to see cause for less reliance on the Iriendshlp of 
lUgbuji Bhonsla, and to value more the importaooe of Bliopal os a meaus of 
obeckiug tbs depredations of the Piodnris. The connection of Wazir Muham¬ 
mad with the British Government, however, oever ripened into auy formal 
engagement do nog his lifetime. 

Wazir Muhammad died in ISld and was succeeded by his second son 
Kaaar Muhammad wiUi tbe consent of all pniUes and amoug others of the 
elder son, Amir Mubammad Khan, who was disqualified by vicious excesses. 
Nazar Unbamaad was oairicd to the Kadsis Begum, daughter of Ghaiis 
Muhammad. 

Oue of the first measures taken by tbe British Government at the cum- 
menoemeDt of the Findari wav iu 1817 was the formation of a close uUiance 
with Bhopal. The Kndari leadei's bad long found a secure retreat in tJte 
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Bhopal State, and it was chiefly by their help tbat the Nawabs of Bhopal bad 
been able to resist the attacks of Sindbiu and the Haja of Nagpur. But tbo 
couiie>;tion with these freebootci'S was distasteful to the Nawab, nod tolerated 
only £ 1*001 innbilitj to oootrol them. Naaar Muhammad thei'efore gladly ao- 
oepted tlie British alliance. An agreement was made with hitn on conditions 
proposed by himself, with the addition of an sngugement to give the British 
Cjovevnmeiit the service of bis troops. No formal triraty was ezeouted, but 
the correspondence (No. LXXSVl) which passed in IHIT was declared to have 
the foroe and validity of a treaty. The conditions of this engagement were 
faithfnlly fulHHed, sod they were mode the bus is of the formal Treaty (No. 
LXXXVIl) of perpetual friendship and aUiance concluded with the Nawab 
in 1818 by wbiclt his Stats was gnurantecd j he agreed to furnish a contiigcnt 
of 600 horse and 400 10 fan try; and he received five districts in Midwa as a 
rowaid for bis services, and to enable him to maintain the oontingsnts Tbe 
gi’ant of these districts was eubjeut to an assignment of Rupees 6,000 a year 
CD their revenues to KUandi Eao, tbe former cnaiiager, wbiob provision was 
gos ran teed by tbe British Government, No. LXXXVIIl being the sauod 
granted in )818 to Ebundi by Sir John Maicolro. Tbe town and fort of 
Islamnagar, which had passed from tbe possession of the Nawab, were also 
restored to him. 

Shortly after the conoluslon of the treaty Nazar Mohammad was aoc{> 
dentally killed by the discharge of a pistol by tbe band of his bratUerdn-law, 
Faujdar Khan, a child eight years of age. Nazar Muhammad was a gallant 
soldier, an enlightened ruler, and a Arm ally of the British Oovemment. He 
left one danghter, the Sikandar Begam. It was avrunged wi^ the consent 
of tiie Bbopal nobles and the sanotico of the British Governmeut that he 
should be succeeded, nndor the Regency of the Kudsia Begam, by his nephew 
Muirir Muhammad Xhao, son of his elder brother Amir Muliammad Shan, 
who bod resigned his claims when Nazar Mnliatnmad Shan Ixcame Kuwab 
in 1816 j and that Munir Muhammad Shan should marry tbe Sikandar 
Begfim. In 1827 Munir Muhammad Shan endeavoured to assert his autho* 
rity but was resisted by the Regent, and be eventually resigned his clwm to 
the Sikaodar Begam's hand and to the succession in favour of his younger 
biothei*, Jahsngir Mohammad Khan, receiving us compensation a jagir of 
Rupees 40,000 a rear which was guaranteed by the Bririsb Government, This 
arrangement was effected in concert with the Chiefs of the State, who claim 
by euetom a limited privil^e in tbe belAr:tioQ of their ruler.

Tlie Kiiilsm Begora, auxious b> retitia tho powei* in her own hrvods, long 
delayed on ?arioTis pretexts the celeiimtion of the marriage of her duuglirvr 
nith Jahangir hfubammad Shan. But fiudiog her eodeavoura to secure the 
oounteonnce of the British Government to her retention of the administration 
during her life fruit)eae^ the Begam at last yielded and the marvi;^ was cele¬ 
brated OQ 18th April 1839. This however did not put an end to the family 
dissensions, the Begem still hoping to evade the actual reeiguatioQ of posvei* 
and the Silcaodar Begsm entertaining ambiti<»»8 views of her own. In 183G 
a plot of the Nawab Jahangir Muhammad Eihan Co seize the pei’soa of the 
Kudsia Bogam was discovered. He was arrested and put nnder restraint, but 
eiEoctsd hie escape on ^nd April 1SS7, and being joinc^d by a large p^rty of Ida 
followers, raised tbe standard of rebellion. Altbougli Government admitted 
tlie Nawab’s claim to be just, and although it had been reeoguised by Goveim- 
Qient and by the ICudsia Begam OQ tJte supersession of hie older brother, 
yet fonnal intoeferepoc was declined. Tiie r^awnb wns defeated and compelUKl 
to seek shelter behind the walls of Ashtns After the siege of this totvD had 
lasted for some montlis without any decisive result, the Sadeia Begam and 
the Nuwab accepted the proposed msdia^oii of the British Governmcnt« An 
Agreement (No. LXXXIX), which was afterwards eouutersigoed by the 
Ooveruor-General, was concluded he tween them oq the November 1837, 
by which the Nawab was loft in charge of the adiuialetration, and the Kudsia 
Bcgam received a life-jagir of Kupces 6U,000 a. year with whioh the Nawab 
pledged himself not to interfere. 

The Kadftia Begam died on 17 th Decembpv 1881, and the joglc lapsed to 
the State. Her peioonal pro)>erty, amounting to nearly IS lakhs, was inherite<l 
by her grand-daughter Shah Jahan Begam, daughter of Siknndar Begam. 
The Nawaband the Sikandor Begam also excented an agreement in 1837 not to 
design or commit iojnry to each other; but while n 2 )proviLg of thia agieemcnt 
Government considered it to be of too piivate a natum to admit of its formal 
ratifiofition. 

The Nawnb was installed in power on S&tli November 1837. The recon¬ 
ciliation with the SikaDtior Bognm, liowover, was not sincere, and shortly after 
the Navah’s accession eho retired to Uvo with the Xudsia Bcgnm at IsUrn- 
oagar. Tho Nawab died on f)th December ISW, having prcvioixsly exeeuted 
« will to the effect that his illegitimate sou Dastgir should succeed him in 
power, aod that Ins daughter SUoh Jnhau by the Sikandar Begam should be 
mari'fcd to a Jesceiidsat cf tVazii Muhammad Khau of pui*o bloutl. 
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Tbe will ID faTour of Daet^r was set aside, and several plots to place bim in 
power failed. The BriCisb Oovemmeot recognised the succeseioQ of Shah Jahuk 
in the some manner as, on the death ofNazar Mohammad Khnn, it had admitted 
the cleims of SiVaodar Begam; and it was decided that the future husband of 
Shah Jabnn, who was to be selected from the Bhopal family with a view to 
the amalgomalioQ of the two bmucbee descended from Gbaus Muhammad 
Khan and ‘Wazir Muhammad Ehau, should be Chief of Bhopal; and that in 
the meantime Faujdar Muhammad £hao, brother of Siudsia Begam, should 
•act as Eegeut, 1 * 600 !ving co-operation from the Sikandar Begam. The arrange- 
ment did not work well, and eventually Faujdar Mabammad Khan resigned 
his office and Sikandar Begam was appointed Kegent in Fcbiuary 1847. 

The Sikandar Begam coudnetod the administration with great vigour 
and ability. She abolished the system of farming the i‘evenue and made 
settlements directly with the heads of villages; regulated the assessmeote of 
the estates of the Jagivdars ; abolished monopolies of trades; brought the miut 
under her direct management; re-org^^nised the police; and made arrangemeuts 
for tbe Kqaidatiou of the debts of the State, 

In July 1S55 Shah Jahan Begam wsa married to BaVshi Baki 
Muhammad Khan 0 ! Bhopal. He did uot belong to the Bhopal family. 
Indeed there existed no member of the family with whom the Shah Jahan 
Bi'gom contd x3ontract an ebglble marriage; and as the nobles of Bbopsl, 
altbougU willing to submit to tbe Begam, were net prepared to acknowledge 
as ruler of Bbopal anyone who did not belong to the ruliug family, some 
modification of tbe nnangemeuts made !& 1844 became necessary. It was 
eventually decided that Shah Jahan Begam should be the Chief of tbe State, 
her husband being only titular* Nawab, and that Sikandar Begam should 
centime to act as EegsntriU Shah Juhaa Begam should reach the age of 
twenty-one. 

Sikandar Begam, however, was dissatisfied xvitb her position. She com* 
plained of tbe rocogirition of her late bnsband as Chief of Bhojial, ehe being 
sovereign in ber owu right, aud of the consequent rccogaitiou of her own 
daughter duriug her lifetime. Government, however, haviug recognised Uie 
clmme of Sbah Jaliao B^am could not set them aside; bat Shah Jahun 
Begam voluntarily resigned ber right to rule during her mother's litetime* 
Aooorditigly in 1869 Her Highness the Sikandar Begam wac proelaimed 
mler and tbe Sbah Jaban Begam ber heir, the a*aoces»iou rcmaiulug with 
Shah Jaban’s childien. 
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The Sikandar Begani afw;vys steadfastly attached to the Bntish 
GovsrDineDtt For ber servic'^e duviog tlie matiines ot 1857 she received 
in I860 a grant (No. ^C) of the pargaoa of Bairsiot whieU had heaa oon- 
^seated on account of the rebellion of the Dbur State (<cc Bhupnwav 
Agency); and in 1861 she created a tCnigbt Grand CoTninandcr of the 
Most Exalted Order of the Star of India. In lS(i2 a Sanad of ad<»ption 
(No, XCI) was conceded by the Government of India. The Begam libe*ally 
rewarded with jagin those of her own subjects who rendered gtxd service in 
the crisis of 1857. 

In 166$ the Sihandar Hegam resolved to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mecca, 
and she re<lQeeted tbat an engagernent might be given to the effect that no 
oewordeis of the British Qoyernment would he carried oat in Bhopal till her 
retnro. Tbe Bcgnm was told that, ne It was impos«;lhle to foresee ovents, so it 
was impracticable for the Britisb Government to comply wi^ snob a request; 
hnt she was sssursd that, on less imperatively necessary in the interest of the 
Bhopal State and its absecit ruler, and id the interest of public peace and good 
order, no suoh orders woiild be issued nor any interference allowed with the 
avrang$men>s she bid made for the ad minis tratlon of Bhopal; aod that, in 
tbe eveut ef the Issae of suoh orders being absolntely necessary, an intiination 
of their exeet nature would be forwarded to her. Tbe Begam was also 
assnred that, m her absence, tbe protection of the Bntisb Government would 
be expended to tbe Slmh Jahaa Begom. 

The Sikaodar Begam died in October 1868, and Sbab Jahan Bogam then 
assumed the admio istration. At her request her daugb ter, Snltao Jab un Begam, 
then about 8 years of age, was expi^ssly recognised by the British Gov* 
ernment ss ber heir (No. XCII). Bakshi Bakl Muhammad Xhaa, the 
husband of the Shah Jahan Begam, died in 1867 ; and in 1871 she married 
Maolvi Sadik Hasan. The same hononte vvere paid to him as were enjoyeil 
by her 6rst hnsband, and be received the title of Nawab. 

The SiiUan Jaban fiegaio was married io 1874, with the consent of 
Oovevoment, to Ahmed Ali Shan, ^ yontb of almost the same age as herself. 
He is of the same tribo ae that to wbioli the Bbopai family belontrs, namely, 
the Mirsv She], but is not a member of the family. Tbe Sultan Jaban 
Begam had four children by this mtiru'&ge—Bilkis Jabao Begaio, born S5th 
October 1875; Muhammad Naalrulla Kims, born 8th Dt'Ovmber 1S76; 
Obiid-ulla Kban, born Snd November 1378 ; and Asaf Jaban Begam, bom 
5rd August 1880. Of these the lost three ore still living (1892), but tbe 
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eldest, Bilkia Jahao Begam, died la 1886—an event which was roodered 
especial If unfortoDate f rum the fact that the circumstances attending it served 
to aooaotuate the estrangemsnC Chat bad arisen between Bet Highness tbs 
Begam and her daughter and acknowledged heir, the Sultan Jab&u Begam. 

In I8i0 tlie Bbopal contingent was reformed, nod tbe Nawab agreed to 
increase tbe yeaxlj tribute paid for Its maintenance from Eupeee 1,80,000 to 
Bupees 1,38,000. ‘Tbe contingent was again reorganiaed in 1$49, aud a 
Iheatj (No. XClII), supplementary to article 6 of the treaty of 181$, was 
concluded with the Si hand ar Begam, by which tbe annual contribotfon for 
tbe perpetual mainteannee of the contingent was raised to Rupees 2,00,000, 
on Qooditioii that tbe whole liabilities of iliu ^tate for tite oontingent were 
henceforth to be limited to that sum. Tbe cuntingeiit mutinied in the re- 
hellion of 1867, and since its dissolution ito duties have been taken partly 
by troops of the line and partly by tbe Bbopal Buttaliou, which was raised in 
1869. To this arrangement, which is practically a modification of tbe 
supplementary treaty of 1$49, tbe Begara formally assented in 1B62 (No, 
XCIV). Tbe Battalion is a military police coips, but is liable to be called 
on to serve in any part of India, and in 1878, at tbe Begatn^s suggestioo, it 
was sent to take part in tbe Afghan Campaigu. 

Besides the contribution fc»r tbe Battalion, fbe Bhopal Durbar pays aDunally 
Kopees 6,000 for tbe support of tbe Sehore School established by Major Henley 
in 1818. 

In 1863 tbe Begam of Bbopal appealed against the etercise of jaiisdio- 
lion by tbe PolitionI Agent in respect of cases where British subjects. Native 
or European, were either plaictifis or defendants, as a violation of the 0th 
Article of the Bhopal Treaty of 1818 ; and chimed the right, under certain 
arrange men ts* made (without the authority or knowledge of the (Severn men t 
of India) with the Political Agt^nt in 1847, to try in her own oourte British

The claim^ ho^eTerj vae not admitted; she was told that the principlo 
underlying the Treaty of IdlS was contained in Article 3, tehicli declares that 
the Bhopal Ooverameot will act in subordinate co-oper&tioa with the British 
Government and acknowledge its sopremacy; that the 9tli Article referred 
to the authority of tlie Nawab of Bbopal over bis own subjects within 
his own territory and not to British subjects; that this was apparent, firsf, 
from the correspondence which took pinca when the treaty was concluded, and 
which showed that the object of the clanec was to guarantee to the Nawab 
that the British courts of justice wonld not be introduced into his ten'itoriea, 
and, 4C£0*diy, by the omiBsion of all reforeace to European oConders who hsd 
a nghi to be tried in a certain foi*m and nnder certain conditions which the 
East India Company hod no nnthority to compromise or snrrervder; that the 
ai rangement of 1S47 wae never sanctioned by the Gorornmeot of India, and 
contained a Btipulation which was entirely inadmissible, viz., that Britialx 
subjects charged with offences in Bhopal, if arrested in British territory, should 
be handed over to the Bbopal authorities for trial and punishment; bnt that 
the British Governcneut would not be unwilling to not open that armngemeut 
in so far ns it was consistent with Act V11 of 185^ (since xepenlod) in the o&se 
of escaped offenders who were subjects of Bbnpal.

The contribution of Rapees 18,000 per annum formei'ly paid by the 
Bhopal State for tlie constructian and repair of roads irtthiu its territory waa 
remitted in IS?8, on the uoderstacdiug that the Begom would hsep is proper 
repair the rcada already made aod spend a reasoonble euui anunally in opening 
up othere. In accordance with the recent policy o£ Oorei nihent the mainte* 
naoce of those eeotione of the 8ebore«Dewas road and of the Sebore'lliaoia 
1 ‘oad which Ue within the liiuite of the Bhopal State was entrusted to the 
Darbar, with certain cooditlons, in 1388. 

Id 1877, on the occasion of the Delhi Assemblage, a salute of 17 gnus 
within British India was accorded to the Nawab Consort, and later in the same 
year the order of the Imperial Crown was conferred on the EudsiaBegam and 
the Shah Jaban Begatn. The latter had already been created a Knight Grand 
Commander of the Most Bxalted Order of the Star of India in the year 1878. 

In 1879 it was proposed by the Bhopal State to establish opium eoales at 
the new settlement of Sbabjabacabad near fibopol with a bonnty on all opium 
brought there for weigh meat. Conditional sanction to this airangemont, 
which was at drat tentative for three years, was accorded in tire following 
year by the Oovemment of India; and the scales are still in use. 

lu 1880 an Agreement (No. XCV} was concluded between the Ooy> 
ernmeut of India and the Bbopal State for the oonstruotioa of a lioe of 
railway from Hoshangabad to Bhopal, the State paying SO lahbs of rupeee on 
that account and receiving in perpetuity any profits which might accrue on 
that sum. Certain provisions of this Agreement were modified by a snpplc- 
mentary Agreement (No. XCVI), dated the 30th June 1887. In 1888 the 
management of the Railway was transferred* by order of the Government of 
India, from the Great Indian (’eiiioeala Railway Company to the Indian 
Midland Railway Company. In 1800 a fnrther supplementary Agreement 
(No. XC^ni) was executed by the Government of India and Her HighneRs the 
Begam of Bhopal, providing that the profits accruing or the losses incurred on 
tbs Bhopal section of the Railway should be divided in perpetuity between the 
British Government and the Daabar in proportion to tlie capital contributed by 
each party at the close of the period for which the accounts should be mode up. 
Civil and criminal jurisdiction was (No. XCVIil) ceded in 1888 by Her 
Highness the Begam to the Britisb Goveromeut ou this line. 

In 1891 the BagAm consented to give the land for a new line of Railway 
ruuuiug from Ujjain iu Gwalior vtt7 Sehorc to BhojHil, designed to coiiueot 
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the BnjpataQa apd lodi&Q Midland 6j$tL‘ms. The line for the new Bail'waj 
is DOW (liS92) being' prospected {gee Gwalior). 

In 1^81 flD Agreement (No. XCIX) was concluded by wbicb tlie Bbopal 
State abolished the levy of transit duties on salt passing thi'ougli its territories 
and tlte British Governtnent agreed to pay as pompensatioQ an annual sum 
of Kupeei 10;HOD. 

For some years previous to 1835 the administratioD of the Bhopal State 
had su&i'ed chiedy owing to the ill-advised interfeienoe of the Begum’s 
hushaod in public afEairs, the Begem having retired behutd the pardah. The 
British GovernnieDt; after repe»»ted eKpostulation, was at length rulnctuotly 
obliged to interpose. The Nawab was deprived of his title and snlnte; and 
{orbldden to interfere in any way with ihe trastsaction of public business. 
The Begam was at the same time advised by the Government to nominate; 
to easist her iu the conduct of public affaire, a losponsible minister who should 
be approved by tlie GovernoGeneral io Council. It wss tba wish of the 
Government that a Native Minister should be appointed, but the Begam 
pressed for the nominatiou by the Viceroy of a British Officer, and Colonel 
I Ward of the Central Provinces Commission was Hnally, in June 1886, selected 
'for the post. He revered to the Central Provinoes Adcaiolstmtion io Deoem- 
^'jer IStSS; and a native gentletnan named Muliammud Imtijaz Ali was chosen 
l«y Her Highness the Begum with the approval of the Government of India 
^.o succeed him. 

1 Ibe »-Nawab Sadih H^san died in February 1890. At the time of 
<4esth the Government of India bad nnder consideration the Begam’e request 
that the honours of wUioli be hod been deprived in 1885 might be restored to 
him, and it was subsequently decided that in ulficial corree}>OQ(Ieuue he should 
be referred to as “ the late Nawab Consort.” 

On the occasion of Lord Lansdowne’s visit to Bhopal in Novenober ISdl 
Her Highness the Begum and her soccers >ni were exempted from the obliga¬ 
tion to present nazal's at interviews with the Vioer^y (No. ('). 

The area of Bbopai is 6,78t square miles; the revenue is estimated at 
about 37 Ukhs of rupees; and the population as shown by the ceostis of 1891 
is 947,314. The military establishment maintained by the State consisted in 
1890, boludingirreguleis, of S,030 iofuntry, 8(J$ cavalry, and 60 gnus, of 
which six are dossed ua serviceable. There arn also 396 artillery men. Of these 
forces the Darbar has offered to place 500 cavalry at the disposal of the Gov. 
emment of India for Imperial Service. The Begam is entitled to a salute of 
19 guns; but within her own territories the salute is %\ guna

Ci>tiipaay may elFeet a fiivi>Qriible eettlemeat of 
the same; or even sboald we suffer n little loss in this way, we will out of re- 
si^ct to tkie Engliah Governraent quietly submit to it.

" With regard to money stipulations for the payment of the Brlttsli 
troops, the case is tiiis, that for tiie last two years the re^enuus realised by ua 
fri^m our couatvy have notezeeed' d one lakh and tweiity-ilve thousanc] Etiipeesj 
on whieii we have with dilRculty subsisted. How therefore «an we contrtbufco 
any sum towQ,i*d8 the pavcoeiitof Brltii^b troops? Let tho Company esunw 
ns on this i>oirkt. But the fort of Nuzauiglmr with some villages dependent 
on it, soioe of which nrs Honrishing ami the orhers desei^ed, shiill be ilelivere<l 
into die hands of the Company; and wbea by the nssUtaace of the Biidsh 
Govn’nment we shall attain out wishes, we shall nevei be fuuud deholent In 
rendering every servive iu this respect in our powav." 


The only additional sblpulations wbicli the Oovernoi’'General requires 
from yoo s'e that you will tealously ea*oper;ire with your troops against the 
BiudareH and tbeir abvttors, accoidiog to the advice of the o(beers of tbo 
British Govero merit; tliat you will admit the British troops at all times inUi 
yonr trrhtory; and that all articles of supply for tbem shall beporuhased and 
pass through your teriitoriee free of duties. In the present eonditi.'n of your 
territory and resources the British Government does not require you to con • 
tribute niiythiDg Co tbe payment of 'ts e^penseii, but It must he underetood 
that after any eventual increase of your d«uniuions accompanied by tho iin* 
prove men b winch tbs restoration of tranquillity may be expected to effect in 
your rssuji'ces, you will be ready to oontribula in a fair proportiau oceovdiog to 
your ability. 

On these conditions the Biicisb Goversmeat engages to protect and 
guarantee your dominions ogniiist all enemies, and to recover and rertora tu 
your poasecsiou euub parts of your teriitoiles as have been se’xed aud occupied 
by the Piudstees. You may besides expect such other marks of Its favour and 
kindness as oiroumstances may pot in Its power to confer upou you and jour 
own good conduct may merit. 

I am auihortzed by the Governor-Oeiieral to Inform you that it is only 
necessary fur you to signify to me, in your reply to this letter, your assent to 
he above couditioQS, to render you at once ibe ally and to entitle you to the 
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^mcDddiate anJ penofiDdDt pr&teotion of tbe BilLiaU potver. Bab jour Kplj 
most be distiuct and une^uivocail. 

The Britisb Governmeob bas nofv aonlterablj determined to gtippress the 
prsdatorv power of tbe Vindnte^a, and to destroj asd prevent tlie revival of 
tbe predatoiy system in every part ol'India. Tbe British armiee are adTane* 
ing from every quarter Into Main a for tliis poipose. Every State must there¬ 
fore declare itself either friend or foe. Those even who do not co.cperate 
seslonsly in this cause will he viewed and treated as enemies. Your pn^fessed 
and approved attachment to the British Governnieot has entailed on you (be 
peculiar enmity of th« l^ndarees and rendered you deserving of every assist¬ 
ance aod anpport, whilst the local position «>f your territories, in the vicinity 
of tbe Findaree poailions, the bravery of your troops, and (he energy of your 
personal cbamoter are calculated upon as enabling yon to become a most useful 
auziKary in tbe approacbiug crisis. Your conduct on this occasion wdl hnve 
tbe moet powerful influence on your future fate, and the Oovernor-General has 
no doubt that you will stand the test. 

I send this letter through Colonel Adorns, and I have to request you will 
transmit your reply to it through the same obannel. On receiving youv reply, 
which mast be early, aud I cannot doubt will be direct and aatisfacfory, tbe 
Colonel will inforai you of his wisbea regarding the employ ment of year 
troops, and concert v/ith you the aecesssry measnres for the protection of yonc 
country, the occupation of the fort assigned for a dep6t< and the sopply, &c., 
of the Britidb troops which will advance across the Nevhudda into your terii- 
tories. I slmli be obliged by your farnialiiiig Colonel A^lama with every 
iofons.^tion cn these tOf>ics, and yoir will of course consider hie suggestloos ou 
all poiobs as those of the British Goveruraeuc. 


To Nuzz^a Mahomep Kean, of Bhopal, written tbe 23rd 

December 1817. 

Sir John Malooirn dnly communicated to me the cori’cspondence which 
hed passed between bim and yon and (be subs(enoe of his persoual conferences 
with your agent tbe rvspeetubic Enayet ShaUzad Mueseeb, and I have been 
informed by LieutvnauUColonel Adams of the junction of a body of your 
ti'oops, both horse and foot, with Ids divldon and of the anfisrsetioo he hoe 
derived finm their conduct. These droumetances have amply oonhrraod the 
opinion 1 have always eotertaioed of your fifendsbip and attachment to the 
BHtieli Government, and 1 I’eqnest you to he assured that a cori’esponding 
feeling towards you has always existed in my mind. 

Id coDseqocnce of your letter to Sir Jubn Malcolm stating that you had 
written to Mr. Jeukina to deulnre your assent to the terms proposed to yon 
by that gentleman under my authority, 1 awaited a cnmmnnieation from Mr. 
Jenkins of that letter and the ereoatiou and exolmuge of n regular engage- 
ment comprising those cuodidons, according to tbe wish you had expressed, 
before 1 signified my foynnil sanction of them. Tbe late disturbances at 
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Na^pore, which tlie sigSnk trioiiipti of octr arms will sooo SGppKas, bavisi^ 
prevented the cocnpletioo of tbo«e avrangemvnts, 1 deem it proper no lon^tir 
to delay a direct commsiuoation of my oDqjalifled conBrmation of tl)e aesnr* 
an see you have received frocn Hiigadier-Geueral Sir John Malcolrti and Mr. 
Jeitkins. Year knowledge of the reliance that may alwaye be plucod on the 
sesuraDCe of a Uriti^b oiHcer liae liowever supplied the place of that formal 
eancfaoa, and tbo jost oonddenco In my friendship whiub ied you at once to 
pit)ceed in eaecutioo of the terms settled with Sir Jobo Malcolm and Mr. 
Jenkins lias efferded me a hii;b dsirree of aatisfuetion. You have already 
begun to experience the benedta of your ahianoe with the Briliab Ouverinncnt 
ly the recovery of eomt* of tlio dietricla fi'Om which the Hindar«es were expel* 
led, and you muv rely on my unrsmitting attention to your iuterests aud to 
tbe angmentation ol yoio* prosperity and reeourcee, as far us ciruumKiaiKCS 
may suable me to indulge this di8j»ositi«>u, in the fiim eonfideuce that your 
conduct will be suoh iie to merit wery decree of favour.

Lordslnp of the guarantee of the Government of India for the security of 
my life and of my private jaghii'e o» my consigning the reins of government 
of the Bhopal Steto to theNawab I and whereas tbs Agent duly eommuni- 
cated the above in n khnreeta to my address; and Wheiiiss it was ever my 
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heartfalt aim &> obey the oi^den oE the Britlah Government in every respect: 
1 have tbere£ore eoM[|^tidd the vrbo^e management of the aUsirs of the Bhopal 
Siute into t)i6 liande of my eon the Nawab. My orii^ionl jagbire, including 
the aayer daties attached tjiereto nud tliQ fort and land of IslarDsnggur which 
are estimated to yield about Rupees 17,000 or Rupees ISjUOO per annurn, will 
remain in my posssaslon.

wigbi^ cleai’ed away. Your letter etatee that the Supplemeotaiy Article of 
the Treaty of ISIS, dated November 1S49, hsed at two lakhs of Eupees 
the annual ooub’ibutien of the Bhopal State for the perpetual maintenance 
of a contingent of all arcpB commanded by British officers, for l^e security 
of the Bhopal Government; on this acconnt a force of British European 
troops wae stationed M Sehore, which by reason of damage to discipline was 
subsequently removed to 8aQgcr aud Mliow In cider that a force, efficient and 
powerful be always available to afford support to the Bhopal Government in 
lieu of the former oootingeut; that the Bbopa) levy and Central India liovse 
will he avuilable for tlie ordinary duties of the former con tin gent. Althougli 
by this disposition there le an apparent diff>ireiics from the terms of the s^ 
Agreemeat with regard to the contingent, yet in reality It is a practical 
fulfilment of the terms of the Sopplementeiy Article; for greater eeeurlty aad 
support is afforded tc the Bhopal government by the proeenoe of Buropeait 
troops at Saugor and Mhon than was provided fov by the former arrangement. 

Gnder these olvoumstances it is most desirable that there should be no 
ground for ralsconoeptioQ, ond that the vie we of the Bhopal Government 
should ooincide with those of the British Govemment. My friend, when 
these words of eonnd advice were well nnderatood by.me^vss., that the British 
Gevemmeut in lien of former arraugements had by the ezletiog dispOBition of 
troops taken upon Itself more efficient measures for the seeuilty and protection 
of tbe Bhopal State, they imparted perfect satisfactioo to me; in truth the 
new disposition Is In accordance to my views and has 1 ‘emoved all grounds for 
anxiety or misconoeptiun.

whereas, owing to the death of the late lamented Eodsia Begam, and to the 
course of other events, the eircomstances contemplated by that agreement 
have been to some extent changed; and whereas it is dcsirabld to brio? the 
terms of that agreement into conformity with the altered condition of of^re: 
Now, tberoforo, the Government of India and Her Highness the Begam of

Whereas on the SOth day of Jons 1S87 a Sapplemeutary Agreement was 
made between the Government of India and Her Higbnssa the Begam of 
Bhopal, which provided, amongst ether things, that ihe pro Eta acoraing on the 
aforesaid Railway should be divided in perpetuity between the British Govern, 
ment and the ftuler of Bhopal aeco^ing to the mileage constrncied at the 
cost of eitber party; and whereas it is deemed deslTahle that the division of 
profits sbsli be in propoition to the capital fonnd by each party at the close of 
the period for which the accounts are made up : now therefore the Government 
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of Zodta aod Her HIglinesG the Be;?cn) of Bhopal do hereby make and eoter 
iuto a Supfjlemeubary A^i’oemetit as follows :—

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Utt%r No. 1411, dat«d a4tb November 1S88, to that officer's address, on tbe 
subject of the c^^ion o£ oiTil and crimuial jurisdlctioQ on tbe laud taken up b^ 
tbe Indinn Midland Hailwaf rnnoing throag'b the Bbopal State. Jo hie letter 
above alluded to Colonel Ward wrote to sny that as with the lostructloos con* 
vejed In tbe Govern mantlet ter, no formal cession ofjurisdictfocL was oonsidered 
necessary it would be safficient for me to sand you aj^dasht on the subject as 
requested in your above-quoted letter to Colousl Ward’s address, and in your 
let^r you have said tbat the Government of India does not eonslder a formal 
agreement necessary and tbat it would be qnite sufficient If Colonel Ward were 
to obtaiQ from me n yaddasht to your addi’e^s stating^ that I cede to the 
British Government tbe jurisdiotion above alluded to and send it on to you. 

A^eeably to your request I send you this yaddasht in wbiob I cede to 
tbe British Oovernmant tbe civil and criminal jurisdiction over tbs land 
ooonpied by lbs Indian Midland Eiulway within tbe Bho|}al State runsinjr 
from Bbopal to Bbilsa. Within ibe limits of this land British officials shall 
have administirative authority.

Aqeebmbnt between the Brittbe GoVEENnaKT on the one part 
and Her Higenbss the Nawab Shah JaeanBegam, Eulbb 
of Bhopai., Q.O.S-I., on the other part—1881. 

Whereas it has been considered desirable tbat the levy of transit daty 
on salt pasting through the Bhopal territory shall cease, it is hereby agreed 
between the Government of India and the Government of Bhopal as under:— 

1. The Government of Bbopal undeHalree to abolish all transit duties 
of whatever description, on all salt passing through the Bbopal State. 

2. The Eritisb Government, in consideration of the loes which the aboli¬ 
tion of tbe above duties will entail, agrees to pay to tbe Bhopal Government 
annually tbe sum of Rupees 10,000 Goveinment Currency, the eaid payment 
to have effect from tbe 19th September 1380, being tbe date on which the 
duties in qnestion were abolished. 

Dated at Indore this twenty.fourth day of October 1381, corresponding 
with the twenty-ninth day of Zlkad A. Hijree 1^03.

DlTCSU this Ag:«ue 7 , besides tvent^>one Cbiefs or Tbakars whose reU* * * § 
tioDs with tbeix imtaediate saperior bsTo been mediated aod gtianiiteed by the 
British GoTerDmeot, there are three petty Cbiefehips, Surwni, Mabemmad 
garh, and Maksudangarb^ immediately dependent on the Brituh Ooveroment 
itself. The Political Agent has also charge within certain limits of isolated 
dietiiCiis belonging to the States of Gwalior^* Indoxe^t Totik,^ and Dewaa.§ 

Chiefi dependent on ike BriiUh Goternment. 

1. KUEWAI. 

This Cbiefship was founded by an Afghan named Muhammad Dalil 
Khan, a Firoa Khel of the Timh or Khaibar distnct, and a contemporaiy 
of Dost Muhammad of Bhopal with whom he was at one time In alliance for 
the dftision of tbeir common acquisitions in Central India. He first entered 
tbe service of the Baja of Datia in Bnndelkhand; aud afterwards, about I7f 6, 
that of the Eaja of Basoda who is now one of the Mediatized Chiefs in the 
Bhopal Agency. On the death of the Chief of Kurwai he seized the State. 
On tbe death of Nawab Muhammad Dalil Hhan the State was divided be* 
tween his sons, ths elder, Muhammad Izzat Hhan, receiving Eniwai, and 
the younger, Ahsanulla Ehsn, receiving Muhammadgarh and Bosoda. 

Enrwai during tbe decline of the Mughal Empire obtained power and 
dominion equal If not superior in erteut to that of Bhopal, hnt suffered great 
spoliation at the bands both of tbe Mahrattasand Pindarls. In 1818 the Chief 
applied to the Resident at Bhopal for protection against the oppression of 
Sindhia’s local offloials in the neigbbouriug districts, and It was airanged 
that be should remain in the uodistucbed possession of his territory. 

In 1820 MohscDmad Akbar Eban, a)) illegitimate son of Nawab Kurmat 
Ehan, tbe successor of Mubamniad lazat Ehau, seized tbe State. Tbe legiti¬ 
mate son of the Nawab, Iradat Mnbammad Khan, applied to tbe British

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OoTernment, Irntii was not oonsidersd nilvisablc to disturb tlis anun^ements 
which esiet^d previous to the introduction o{ BrittsU supremacy into Malwa^ 
through the ioterveution, howevei> of the British Goverumeut a compensatioo 
ID the shape of ao nuoaity of Hupees 6^(^00 per aoDurp was paid to him oq bis 
formally abandooirg his claim to the gadi. 

Muhammad Akbav iChan died Id 1843^ leaving two sous, Muhammad 
hfnso^ar Khnn and Mabammad Najaf Kbon. The Nawab had wished to sat 
aside the elder son, but Oo^'eroment would not accede to this request, and 
Muhammad MtuaSar Khan ^succeeded, He died iu ISdS without mole issue, 
bat leaving a. graudson, his daughter’s sou by the Nawah of Basoda. Goverii> 
meet ruled that Muhammad Najaf Khan Ixad a prefoi’eutial claim and recog¬ 
nised him as Kawab. 

In 1674 MuhamToadNajaf Khau, being then fifty years of age and haring 
no male issue, selected bis gmudsou Muuawar Ali KLao, son of his oldest 
daughter and a child abont five yeain old, as hie heir. The Government of 
India in accoidsnce with the wish of tbe Chief sanctioned the succession. 

Muhammad Najaf Kbnn died on the I5th January 18S7, and was succeeded 
by Muuawar Ali Ehau. His father Mosher Ali Khan was appointed to carry 
on tbe administration of tbe State during the minority. Munawar All Khan 
has attained hie majority, but it is still (1692) considered advisable to con* 
i^nue the same arrangement. Several members of the IKurwal family, outside 
the ruling bioiioh, draw pensions from tbe Kurwai revenues under the super¬ 
vision of the Political Agent, Bhopal- They reside at Sehore, Sirouj (Tonk), 
and other places in the neighbourhood. 

The Chief pays no tribute or tankba to any State, Fie holds what may 
be considered a constructive guarantee from the British Government for the 
indepoQdeuce, security, and continuance of his possessions (Ko. Cl}. All 
mattera connected with the seccession to Kurwai are regulated by the British 
Qovernmeut. 

The Kui wai Darbar abolished transit duties within theit teiiltory on the 
1st of June 1684. 

Civil and criminal jurisdiction on the lands occupied by tbe Indian Mid¬ 
land Bail way was (No. CII) ceded by the Kuvwai State to the British 
Government in 1888. In 1690 the Government of India sanctioned as a spe¬ 
cial case tbe payment to the Cbiaf of Re. 10,680'12-6 on acconut of the land 
taken np fo; the Railway. 
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Tbf araa of Slurwai ielBZ square miles; the popiilatioD.accoriliog to the 
eeoiius of 1S91> vas 21^575, aQd the revenue about Eupees hOjOOO. The mlli* 
t&Tj force COD elated in 1S90 of ^gnoe olaesed ae serviceable, 16 gunners, 12 
boreemen, and 190 infantiy. The Chief receives a salute of nine guns. 

2. MUHAMMADGARH. 

This State xvns original! j part of EurcTai, aod was given as a portion to a 
younger son of the Chief. It pays do iribnte to any Stats, and is directly 
dependent on the British Government. The present Chief is Hufis Knli Ehnn, 
who is aboat eizty-dve years of age (IS9S). 

In 1S75 the dnughter of the Nawab was married to Mian Yasin Muham¬ 
mad Kbanof Bhopal, a son of Nawab Falz Muhammad Khan, who was great 
uncle to the Shah Jahan Begam of Bhopal. 

On the 1st June tS84 the Chief abolished transit duties within his terri- 
tories. 

The area of Mubaomodgarh is 80 square miles; the popnlation In 1891 
was 4,712; and the revenue is abont Eapees 7,000. 

8. MAKSUDANGABH. 

This estate, which ori^ually formed part of the estate of Eaghugarh, 
(one of the Gwalior Mediatized Chiefe), woe granted to Raja Bairi Sal abont 
the year 1816 by Colonel Jean Bnptiste on the part of the Maharaja Blndbia. 
It does not possess a British gimrauiee. Since the establishment of the Bhopal 
Agency, however, the internal administration of the estate bae invariably 
been conducied under the eupervislon of the Political Agent, Bhopolj aod 
bound ary disputes have been settled by the Boundary Settlement OiRcer of 
the Agency without loterroresce ou the port of the Gwalior Darbar, to which, 
moreover, it pays no tribute. 

In 1880 the administration of the estate having fallen into disorder 
owing to the death in October IH79 of the Regent, and the incapacity of the 
Chief, a Native Superinteudeut was nominated by the Bhopal Political Agent 
with the concurrence of the Maharaja Sindhia, and the appointment was 
finally sanctioned by the Government of India. Since then the adminis¬ 
tration of the estate has been carried on by the Superintendent nndar the 
direct supervision of the Political Agent of Bhopal, to whom the accounts 
and all matters of importance ore regularly submitted. 
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la 1891 ibd population traa H,370j tha )‘ 87 eiiuti ia about Uupeea 81,000 • 
and the area is about bl square miloe.

1. BASODA, 

The powtiou of this Chiefsbip, which was origiDallf part of Kurwai, and 
wbiob 10 allied with the Hurwai fauily, \z that of a subordinate of Siudhia 
though it pays DO irilute to the Darban In bis relations with the Darbar, 
the Baeoda Chief receives the ooimteuanco and support of tbo Political Agent 
for Bhopal, within whose local jurisdictbu tlie estate lies, aod wlio since 1822 
has exercised the same general authority in the affairs of tliie Chiefsbip ns in 
those of the guarantei?d Cliiofs subject to bis control. Heinous crituinal 
offences are reported to the Political Agent, in whoso court they are tried with 
the aid of asscesors. Ihe Political Agsut is nlscf the referee in all cases of 
dispute aiiaing between the Ctwallor Darbar and the Nawab. 

The late Chief, Asad Ali Khan, was at one time minister of Bhopal, but 
was removed to Bunares ou account of bis intrigues in favour of Dastgir, 
the illegitimate claimant of the succession in Bhbpal. He wus released in 
1S58 on payment of a fine of Rupees 25,000. Asad Ali Khan died in 1S64 
and was succeeded by hifi eldest son A mar AH Ehan, the pi'esent Chief, then 
thirty'foor years of age. It boa been his habit for some time past to travel 
eveiy year in Europe aod Asia. During his absence his eld^r son, with the 
conseut of the Government of India, carries on the ad ministration of tlie 
estate. 

Oo the Ist Jane 1884 tbs Hawab abolished all transit duties within his 
territories. 

The area of Basoda is 68 square miles; the population 6,785 in 1891; 
sod riie revenue about Kapees 7,000. 

2. TAPP A. 

This estate, which constats of twelve villages iu the Gwalior pargnna 
of Son^ach, was granted by Maharaja Daulat Bao Sindliia (No. CllI) 
m 1822 to Tha^ur Rup Siogh, Girasiaof Tappa, under a mediation eSeoted 
by Major Henley, the Politioal Agent iu Bhopal, through the offieea of 
Major Close, the Resident at Gwalior. 
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The estate oonttoued id the poseessiao of the family of the origliial 
^oQtae till the demise m Maroh 1865, withoat iBsue, of his last sarviTiog 
desceodaat Thakur Kishor Singh, a yooth of cineteeii jean of age. The 
mother and widow of the deceased Thaknr then proposed the adoption of Takbt 
Singh, a distant relative of the latter and desoended from a common anoestor, 
as heir bo the jagir. The Gwalior Darbar eonoori'ed in ibis pi^osal on the 
Condition that the adopted heir ehonld paj to the Darbar the pi'eeciibed 
nazarana of one*fourth of the net revemie of the eetste. The sueoessioa of 
Takht Singh was therenpon recognised by Governmeot, and the estate was 
made over to the yooug Thaknr in 1877. 

The popnlation of Tapps was 847 aocoixliQg to the censns of 1891, and 
the revenue is about ropees 2,000 a year. 

a. RAJGARH. 

The power of the Umats, an inferior class of lUjpii&s, was eetahlished in 
the district known as GiDStwara in the seventeenth centnry by two brothers, 
named Mohan Singh and Tareuram, who aasiuned the titles of Bawatand Diwan, 
aud made a division of ti^eir poesessiona, the Rawat retaining five villages in 
excess of the portion of the Diwan as an acknowledgment of his enperior 
birthright. The ancestors of the family, who were proprietors of large heids 
of camels, came from Me war in A.D. 144%. Out of the division ahovemen* 
tioned which took place in 1681 arose the separate Chiefships of Bnjgarh and 
Narslngarh. On the Mohratta oont^ueat of Malwa about 1770 tbe Umats 
were compelled to submit in common with otlter States, bnt they appear to 
have obtained nnusoally easy terms. The Kiwat became tributary to Siudhia 
and tbe Diwan to Kolkar. Tribute was imposed on each iu eqnal proportions. 
The amonot appears to have varied between Rupees 65,000 and Enpees 85,000 
a year. 

In 1818 the Chief In possegsioo of Bsjgarh was Nawal Singh, who suc¬ 
ceeded to the gadi by the asesssination of his brother. On tbe introdnebion 
of the British authority into Central India the mediation of the British Govern¬ 
ment was exercised to effect an arraogemenb for the payment of the tribute due 
to Siedhia. Talain and eeveral other villages were msde over to Siadhia in 
payment of all his claims against the Bawat and a written Agreement 
(No. CIV) was exeented by the Rawat giviog to the British Govsrnmenb 
jdone the right to mediate in the affairs of tbe principality. Another 
Agreement (No. CV) waa mediated between the Rawat and the Puars of 
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Dewas for the sattlomoot of the Raw&t*6 claimB on tli« Bevraa district of 
SaraDg-por. These olaima ^ere to a share in the laod revenue amonutin^ in 
eoine Tilbges to a fourth and iu otliei? to a third} a oorreeponding ehare in 
the saju and transit daties, and an. indednita proportion of rent-free laude in 
evevy village. The claims on the land revenue were commuted to an anunal 
p.^yment of Bhopal Enpees 4}1DI} and the other cJume to a payment of B>upeea 
1 , 001 . 

In 1S81 Eawat Nawal Singh committed suicide, and was encceeded by 
bis nephew Moti Singh. At bis ovgeitt entreaty Sindhia restored Talaiu on 
the condition (No, CVl] that be wonld pay the former tribute of 
Bopeea $5,000. 

In 184$, in consequeuoe of the mismanogement of Moti Siogh, the 
Biitiah Qovernmeut interfered to settle the adminletrstaon of Kojgarh. This 
was oetensibly nndertahea by Rhok Singh, the uncle of the Chief, aided by 
Bnm La] ae Diwan, wbo indeed was the virtual manager. The Utter in 
November 1847 aecfdeatally lost hU life, and the territory wav then plaoed 
under the management of an officer subordinate to the Political Agent at 
Bhopal. The Cbietship was restored to Moti Singh in 1806 free of debt, on 
the express nnderetanding that the revenue leoaee which had been made for 
twenty years shonld be maintained. 

In 1871 Moti Singh openly announced bU conversion to the Mussalmau 
religion and took the name of Muhammad Abdul Waeih Khan. He received 
the title of Nawab from the British Government in I87it. In 1875 he went 
on a pilgrimage to Mecca. 

In 1880 the S-bte abolished all traoslt doties on salt paseing through its 
territories (No. CVIX) and received as compensation from the British Govern* 
nent 160 mannds of salt annually, to bs delivered at Indore free of cost. In 
1881 this compensation was, in common with the payments in kind made to other 
States in the same oiioumsCaiices, commuted to an annual payment of Rupees 
618-13.0 (No. CVIII), 

Nowab Muhammad Abdul Woaih Rban died in October 1880, aod was 
succeeded by hie son BakUtuwar Singh, who, notwithstanding hie own adheronoe 
to the Hindu faith, retained all the Muhammadan officials appointed by hie 
father. He died in November 1S88> when bie son, Bal Baliadur Slogb, aged 
24 years, succeeded him. On the ooesaion of Bal B^ednr Singh’s installa¬ 
tion the young Bawat and other members of the Rajgarh family were, by the 
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help of the Chiefs of Nsrslognih apd Elliilohipur, agaia admitted to the 
brothel hood of their caste-^ooDceesion nhiob the iata Chief had shown moeh 
anxiety to eecare. In November ldb5, on the oocasioa of the Viceroy's 
visit to Indore^ tlie hareditaiy title of Raja was couferred on the dawat. 

On the 1st January ld84 tba Eajgath State abolished all transit duties 
within its^ritory, with the exception of that on opium (No- CIX). 

T)ie Baja pays a tribute of 8&,000 Chanderi Bupees to Siodbia on account 
of Talain Paigana, and also 1,050 Kota Rupees to the Jbalawac Chief for 
Knlipit He receives from Sindhia HaU Rupees S,1S7 anonally. Eeporta 
of oriine are furolshed by the Xlarbor to the Political Agent, and the tribute 
to Sindhio ie paid through him. 

The area of Rajgarh is 642 square miles; the population, according to 
the oeneue of 1691, was 116,749; and the revenue ie about Rupees 6,50,900. 
The military force coueisied in 1890 of 240 cavalry, 560 infantry, nnd 2 
serviceable guns with 12 gunners. The Chief reoeivse n salute of 11 gnus. 

4- NAESINGABH, 

Parenram, the founder of the Rajput State of Nnrsiogarb, succeeded bis 
father Ajab Siogb in 1660 ns minisLsr to the Kawat of Kajgarh. In 
1681 he compelled the Bawat to divide his territory with him; Narsingaili 
th us became a separate Chiefsbip. 

Id 1819 Chain Singh succeeded his father Sebbag Singh as Chief of 
Karsiiigark. Owing to a diSereoce with the Folitioal Agent at Sebore, he 
attaokod the British forces near that place, and was killed in the eugagement. 
Chain SingVs widow adopted Han want Singh who died in March IS73, 
when hie grandson Fartsb Singh, then 26 years of age, was recognised as 
his »uoee6Sor. On thU occasion Hulkar demaoded suecsesion naaarsna, but his 
claim was not admitted by Oovernment. 

Partnb Singh died without Isene In April 1890, and was succeeded by 
bis iioole Mahtab Singh, the present Chief, with the consent of the Govei'n. 
xnent of India. 

The Lvreditary title of Raja was cooferi’cd on the Chief and bis heirs by 
the OovcrQTDent of India lu May 1872. 

Narsingarh pays a tribute of HaU Rupees 85,000 to Holkai under the 
mediution (No. CX) of the British Government. The Chief receives a 
tank ha of Hnlf Rupees I,2U0 from Siudlua, uud another of Rupees 6,102 from

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Pewas nodei* Britdfb mediation {Not^ to CV). The taokba from Sinclhia is 
paid Uii’oogb the Political A gout uud that from Dewaa direct; do dedactiona 
are made from these tackbas. 

In 18SO the State abolieliod all transit duties on salt passing bhroogb iW 
territories (No, CXI) and received as oompmsation from the British Oov- 
eroment 150 maocds of salt asouallj, to be delivered at Indore free of cost. 
In 1S81 this compeosation, in commoa with tbe similar paymeota in 
kind made to *otber States> was commuted to an e&nnal mocej payment of 
Bnpeee dl8*]S-0 (No. CXIl). 

Oq tbe let Jannary 1684 the Narsin^rb State abolisbed all transit daties 
witbiu its territory with the exception of that on opiom (No, CXIll), and 
in tbe same year he contributed Bnpees 56,000 towards the construction of 
tlie Biaora-Sebore Eoad which pasaes through his capital. 

Tbe area of Narsingarb is 720 square miles; the population in 1S91 was 
118,985; and the revenue about Hopees 4,00,000. In 1890 the militaiy 
ostsbliebment consisted, iuclndiog irregulars, of 3 IS cavalry, 450 infantry, 
$ guns classed as serviceable, and 24 ganneis. The Baja has offered to 
place the services of himself and all his people at the disposal of the Qot* 
eminent of India for Imperial purposes. Tbe Chief receives a salute of 11 
guns. 

6. KHILCHIPUR. 

The drst raembev of tbe Ehilebipur family who settled at the capitial 
waa urmed Ugar Sen; be Tonuded tbe Xhilebipur branch of tl)e Kbicbi clan 
of Baj pats in tbe year 1544, bei o g compelled to leave his ancestral b one at Me d 
Gagroiiby the lirnperor Hamaynn cf Delhi. The representative of the family 
accorded allegiauce to the Mahratta ruleia and became tributary to Maharaja 
Sindbia in Cbe year 1793. 

On tbo death in 1819 of Diwau Duijau Sal, Obief of Xbilchipur, bis mother 
and widow placed in power a youth named fialwant Singh, wboee claim to the 
succession was infenor to that of irat^y other members of the family and 
particularly of Aman Singh. Tbe different claimants appealed to tbe Gwalior 
Darbar, which reqnested that tbe case might be decided by tbe British Govern¬ 
ment. Amen Singh was pii}vod to be the nearest heir, bnt as he was at fend 
with tbe other brsDcbes of tbe family, it was decided lu 1819 (No. CXIV) 
that his infant son Sher Singh shonld euooeod under the itominal eupremacy 
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of the alder Raoi, tbe mother of Dutjan Sal. On tbie oocaaiOD the Gwalior 
Darbar Tolaatarily remitted tbe cazAraca which the)' were entitled to claim. 

SHer Siugb waa auooeeded in 1809 h^ hie nephew Amar Sin^h, then aged 
tbirtj-hve, whose adoption bad pi'evionalj been recognised by the Gwalior 
Darbar and confirmed by the Bri^sh Government. The title of “ Rao Bahadur ** 
waa conferred on the Chief in April 187S a hereditary distinction by the 
Government of India. 

Tbe Chief pays a tribute of Hall Rupees 13,1 SS to Sindhia (No. CX7 of 
1844) throngb the Political Agent at Bhopal. In 1884 he remitted ail tiunsit 
dued except those oo opium. 

Tbe area of Khilehipur is 204 si^uare miles; the population by the census 
of 1891 is 37,809; the revenue is about Rupees 2,60,000. The military 
eetabliehmeut maintained in 1890 consisted of 46 borsamen, 202 infantry, 
2 guns, and 12 gunners. Tbe Chief receives a salute of 9 guns. 

6. LARA WAT (LAPSED STATE). 

In 1818 this Chiefship was granted (No. CXTl), under tha mediation of 
the British Government, to Vitbal Rao Pour. The deed conferred on tbo 
grantee tba sbaree of Dbar and Dewas in tha district of Sondarsi. In 1834 
on the death of Tith&l Rao Faar, tbe succession of his eon Madho Rao woa not 
disputed; but when the latter died in 1849, leaving illegitimate eons only, 
the estate was claimed ns a lapse by Dbar. It was decided that the estate 
was (iQ escheat and lapsed to Dbar and Dewas. The estate was, however, 
continued for life in 186U to the eldest illegitimate son Ramcbsndar Rao, 
Bobject to on annual payment to Dhar and Dewas of Rupees 1,000 under the 
joint S.nnad (No. CXVIl) of tbe Dbar and Dewas Barbai’s. The tribute was 
pwd in the following proportions

Owing to the incapacity of Rarachandar Rao, Larawat wos tahen nader 
British management, the sutplua revenue after payment of all charges being 
made over to him. He died in November 1879, when under the terms of the 
Saoad of 18c0 (No. CX VII) the estate lapsed bo the Chiefs of Dhar and Dewas. 
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Tbe toluka t7As forsiallj ctode over to these Doi’bars on the 9th March 
Doder aQ ari'&ngement that its rereous ^va9 to ba distrib^iteil in the 
same proportion ae vaatba tribute forcoerly paid by the deceased Pnar, vis,^ 
two-thirda to tba Dhar Dfirbnr nnd OMC-tbird to Dewae. 

A mbeistauce allowance of Rnpeea 200 pet month was grnated bj Bbar 
and Dewae, at the instance of the GoveiTiment of Indln, to Vitbal Kao 
Fear for the support of himself and theremaiQing membei’s of tlie family, and 
was puid through the Bhopal FoUtioal i^gencj. Vitbal Kao died without 
issue on the 16th September 1SK7, bnt left two widows and eiz otlier depend' 
enta. For the support of tbesa pei’sons the Dbar and Dowae (senior braneb) 
States pay (1682) tbvoogh the Political Agent, Bhopal, a monthly allowance 
of Rupees 88 in hzed proportions, on the understanding that each stipend 
will lapse on the death of its present recipient. 

The area of the eetate is 30 square miles; the population 2,900; and 
the revenue R a pees 7,009. 

7. PATHARI. 

The Nawab is a descendant of D^^st Mubammad, the founder of the 
Bhopal family. He fornerly held certain villagee in the Rahatgarh dietidct 
of which he was deprived by the Maharaja Sindbia. But in 1794 tbs estate 
was, through the modiatioa of tbo British Governtnent (Ko. CXVIII), restored 
to Haidar Mubaenmad Rhan, being composed of the villagee inclnded in the 
estate as at present constituted. The present Kawab Abdul Eaiim Khan 
SQOceeded bie father Haidar Muhammad Rbati in 1861, being then five years 
of age. He pays do tribute to any State. 

In 1S71 the miemanagemetit of the Nawnb’s mother who liad beenappoint- 
ed Gegent compelled Government to take the estate under management during 
the naexpired portion of the minority of the Nawab. It$ Hoances are in an un. 
satisfactory condition, and its affairs still require (1392) the close attention of 
the Fohtioal Agent of Bl^opal, 

On the Ist Juue I86i the Nawab abolished all transit duties in his State. 

Tbs aiva of Pathari is 22 sqnare miles; the population (1891) is 4,762 j 
sod the estimated rerenne is Rupees 12,000. 

8. AGRA BARKHERA.* 

The Tbaknr receivee, under a SeUiemeot (No. CXIX) made with Thakur 
Nirbhai Slngb in 1818 a tankba of Rupees 800 from Kurwai through the 
Political Agent of Bhopal. He holds a grant of twelve villages in Sindhin’s 
tlslccM’i UtU-a,*' Ko. 2a of Srhodolo Ko. II, knd No, 89 cf iichedols Ho. HI. 
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Urritory, .*Lnd pays annually Rupees 1,001 &8 quit-rent divect to Sindliia 
(No. CXX). The family also beld tbe giant of tvreuty-eigbt Tillages in 
SiTonj district under British recognition; but these, as veil as the grant from 
Sindhia, were confiscated for the labellioQ in 18d7 of Chbatar Sal, who was 
then Tbskur. The sanade were lost during the rebellion, bnt copies of them 
wei^e snbsequently dlacoTeiad, and these have been verified and acknowledged 
by the Gwalior Darbor (Noe. CXXI to CXXVI). 

By Sanad No. GXXI oerttun hereditary Tillage rights are granted to the 
Tbakur j by Sanad No. CXXII be reoeived three villages in jagir to defray his 
paiki expenses; by Sanad No, CXXIII he receWes an annuity of Rapeee 75 
from three Tillages in the ShamsbaDad pargana; by Sanad No. CXXIV be 
TeGeivee a tenkha of Bnpeee 444 a year. Sanad No, GXXV ie a confirmation 
by Jankoji Rao Sindbia of the grants made to the Tbakor in the foi’egoiog 
sanods by D&ulat Rao Sindhia. Sanad No. CXXVI is a grant of five villages 
on AH isdmraii tsnui’e of Enpees 1,51)1. 

The villages incloded in Sindiiia’s territory were restored and re*granted 
by tbs Government in July 1859 to Sal want Singh. In bis administration the 
Tbnkur is snbordinate to the Political Agent alone, who exerciees a close 
supervision over his affairs. 

Ti)akar Balwaot Siogb, who was old and decrepit, died on the I4th De¬ 
cember 1891, aud wae succeeded, with the sanction of the Government of India, 
by Baldso Singh, then about 18 years old. The administration of the 
Tbakurate for the present (I h92} remaios under the control o€ tbs Political 
Agent owing to the debts oentraefed by tie late Thaknr. 

The revenue of Agra Barkhera is about Kupees 7,0 UOj and the population 
in 1891 was 7,406, 

9. DHABLA DHIR AND KaKaE KHBRI.* 

The Tbakur, Cband Singh, receives the following tankbas which are paid 
tbroogb the Political Agent of Bliopal, uoue of the States being allowed to 
make any deduotions from them:^

CXXXIt) 
of three Tillages is Shujaw&Ipur (Owalior) under the gaarantee of the British 
GoTersment, and paje a qait'^rent of Hupees 1,401 annusll/. la bis adminis¬ 
tration he is suhoiidiDato to the Political Agent of Bhopal, and no direct 
interference 'by anj State is admitted. 

In lbl8 Dhahla Bhlr and Eakar Kberl, which some fears before had been 
jointly held by Oudar Slogb, had become divided and separated anderhis eons 
Suhhag Singh and W Singh, the former beiog the foander of the Dbabla Dl)ir 
branch. Sobhag Singh, with whom the eettlemeJit was made in 1818, died in 
185S, and was socceeded by hie nephew and adopted son Hagbunath Singh, 
whoso brolher Chand Singh soccoeded to Kakar Kben. 

In 1871 Tbakar Kaghanuth Singh was convicted of a criminal oSeuoe 
and sonteoced to trausportiitba for life, By his transportation the family 
of Subbag Slngb became estinct, as eaiiotion to adopt an heir was refused to 
bis wives in consequence of their guilty cognizance of bis oiime. Govern¬ 
ment, however, did not treat the estate as an escheat, but allowed it to descend 
io tbe same way as it would have done had Gndar Sbgb been alive, By this 
dedsion both branch ee of tlie family hove been united in the peveou of Ghand 
Singh of Eakar Kheii. 

The title of Chand Singh to the 'taiikha of Bupcee 600 per annum received 
by his predecessor Raghunntb Singh was qoeatloned by Holkai ou the gronud 
that tbe tankba was a stipendiary service allowaoce, hut Oovernment decided 
tbai; there was nothing in the sanad to Sobbog Singh to justify tliat view, 
and that in pursuance of ibe general policy in respect bo oil guarauUed hold¬ 
ings, Government must be the judge whether the circumstances of any case 
allowed of forfeiture. 

Thakur Chsnd Singh also holds uuder an Agreement (see thiid footnote 
to No, CXXXVII), mediated io 1681 and guaranteed by the British Govern¬ 
ment, tbe village of Sudan Sheri in Shujawalpur (Gwalior), on a quit-rent of 
Rnpees 178, sahject to a deduction of 2 percent,, or Rupees S-S-O, on the 
transfer of tbe psrgana to Sindhla. 

A taukba of Bupees 800 (Mo. CXXXIII) was formerly paid to tbe family 
of Subhog Singh. This agreement, whlob is signed by the British authorities, 
also recogiuses tbe grant of Rakar Kbeii to the family of Lai Singh, whose 
representative Chand Singh now is. 

Tbe popnlatioQ of this little Thekurat was 2,001 acoordiog tothe census of 
1891, and the revenue is estimated at ahont Rupees 10,000 a year. The area 
is 10 sqD^.tpiles.

The tankbae ave betd ou the same ooaditioos as iu tbe ease of Dbabla 
Dbir (No. 9) aod tbe relations of tbeThakur to the respective Darbars and to 
the Political A^est of Bbopal are the same. 

The Tbakur holds also tbe gmnfc (No. CXXXVI I) of two villages in 
Sbnjnwalpur (Gwalior) under the gaarantee of the British Government, and 
pays a quit'ient which foixnei’lj amoanted to Bapeee 985. On the death in 
1870 of Thakur Sbeodban Singh, grandfather of tbe present Thakar, tbe 
Gwalior Darbni* wiabed to resume these villages, but at the instance of tbe 
Governmont of India it continued the grant on an increased quit^rent of 
Rupees 1,075. 

The late Thakur Ranjib Singh died on the 9th April 1888, and wae 
sncceeded by bis son Unkar Singh, the quit-rent being increased, after some 
oorrespondenos, to Rupees 1,275 a year, with the sanc’Uoo of the Ooveroment 
of Indik 

The population of Daiia Kberi was 478 by the census of 1891, and tbe 
Tbakur^s inooroe ie about Rnpees 7,500 a year. The area of the estate is six 
square miles.

The Thakur of Samalpur receives the following tankbas from Stndhi

The Thakur also bolds a village io Shujawalpiu ujider British 
guarantee (let annezure to No. CXXXVII) on a quit-reofc which was then 
fixed at Rupees 700^ but this amocnt was icici’eased is 1884 under the 
aanotion of the Government of India to Rupees 1,760 per annum. 

Udaijl, with whom the engagements of 1818 were made, nas sncceeded 
by bis son Jujbav Siogb, on whose death la 182$ the PuHtIcal Agent in 
Bhopal, vitbont reference to Goveintncnt, recognised as Ills successor Moti 
Singh, whom the widow bad adopted, and assigned Rupees 3,luD of the 
tankha to Moti Singh, and the remainder to the widow. The young Tliakur 
fell into debt, and Sir H. Hamlltai), the Agent to the Govemor'Gcacral, of 
his own aathority reduced the widow's allowance to Hupeea 600,'and assigned 
the other Rupees 9U0 for pajjoenc of the debts. But it was ruled that 
although the origioal aasigument to the widow in 1836 had not I'eeeived the 
sanction of Government, still, aa it bad been enjoyed for more than twenty 
years, it shooJd not have been altered without referenoe to Goveioment. The 
full allowance was theiefore restored to the widow. It is paid through the 
Political Agent. 

Moti Singh died on the 11th October 1881, and was Bncc>eedcd by 
hiB adopted eon Modao Singh, with the saiictbu of the British Government, 
and the oonaent of the Gwalior Datbar. 

The population of Xamalpur was 756 by the ceasus of 1891, and the 
Thaknr'a yearly receipts are estimated at Rupees 10,680.

13. KHAESIA. 

The Thakur of Kbarsia receive# from Smdhia a tankba of Hall Rupees 
1,750 under an Bugagement (No. CXU) mediated in 1613. Tbe ooodi* 
tions of the tankba and tbe relatious of tbe Tbakur are tbe same as in the 
case of Dbabla Dbir (No. 9), but no village goes with tbe tankba in tbe case 
of Xbareia. « 

Tbalmr Balwnnt Singb and Hate Smgb, Tbakur of Jbalera (No. 14), 
receive annually under an Bngngemant (note to No. LXV) granted by Tukaji 
Bao PuiiT, Chief of Dewas, Senior Branch, an allowance of Rupees 225 (see 
Indore), Salwant Singh of Khai'sia aucceeded in, 1876, and Hat# Singh of 
Jbalera in lS8i> 

Iq 1891 tiie cenena of Kbareia wee taken by tbe Indore Darbar, with 
the consent of the Goveinmenb of ludla, and tbe popniation was iucluded in 
the Darbar*8 return. 

34. JHaLBBA.* 

Tbe Tbakur of Jbalera receives from Sindhia a tanklia (see anuexui*# 
to No, CXLI) of Hall Rupees 1,200 which was originally grtmted to Fateh 
Sisgb, aad a moiety of Bupeee 225 per annum granted by the senior Chief 
of Dewae under Sanad No. LXV to the Thakur of Bbarua (No, 18), lu 
all tbe conditions of bis tankha he bolds tli# same poeition as hie kinsman 
of Xbarsia. As ia the case of Bbarsia no village or land accompanies tbe 
taukha. Tbe present Tbakur, Hate Singh, succeeded in 1884.

Moreover, be reoeived a grant from Siudhia 
of the ‘village of Kerohal and a grant from Dbar of sixteen villages in Makrar 
enbject to a payment of Kupees 1,(I0L a year; but of this engagement no trace 
is to be found, nor has the annual payment of Bopess l^DUl ever boon made to 
13har. 

Ebaivon Singh died wilhout isaue in 1826 and was succeeded by bis 
adopted son Bam Singh. The present Thalmr^ Obhatar Singh, succeeded 
Earn Singh in 1841. 

The popnlabioQ of the estate is said to be about 1,000, and tbo yutirly 
receipts of tbo Tbakui are oetimatcd at about Enpees 11,500. As io the cose 
of Kharsla (13) the ceusus of 1891 was taken by the Indore Darbar.

The tcokiias are held on the same conditions as in the case of Dbahia 
Dhir (No. 9), and the relations of the tankhadar to the several Chiefs and 
to the British authorities are the same. The Dewas State deducts one rupee 
from its tankba. The original tankhadsr wasKhusbal Sbgb. Blssonlsri 
Singh was sneoeeded hy an adopted sou Knmer Singh who was oonvictod of 
murder and forfeited his tsnklia. It was eontinije^l, however, to his adoptive 
mother, Tbi^oiani Sobmkni, till her death which occurred in 1863, when 
Man Singh, the son of Khnman Singh, was recognised as her successor.

17. SUTALIA. 

The jagiidar pays under a gaarantee (Ko. CXLVIIIl ^hioh was mediated 
by the British authorities a tankha of Eupees 8,400 to the Baja of Itajgarb, io 
which State he holds a lease of twelve villages. Like the Esjgarli Chief he is 
an Umat Eajput. The oiiginal settlement was made with Balwant Singh, 
who was succeeded in the jogir by hia eon Mokaud Singh, who again was 
succeeded by his adopted son Sbeodban Singb. Sbeodhan Siogb died in July 
1881, wbenMadho Singh, hie son, beoame jagirdar. 

IVfadbo Siugb was Naib Snba of Agar under Sindhia, but resigued tlte 
appointment on his Bnc?ce«6ion to the jag'r. fie died ia August 188C, and was 
succeeded by hie sou Shamblin Smgb, then eight yeai’9 old. His graudmotber 
(mother of Maclho Sio^) wae appointed to administer the jsgir during b!s 
minority anderthe supervudon of the Political Agent of BhopaL ThiaarraDge- 
cneot still (1892) continues. 

The population of Sntalia was 5,067 by the census of 1891, nud the 
yearly receipts are estimated at Rupees 20,000. 

18. JARRIA BHIIi— THB PIKDARA JAGlRvS * 

On the settlement of Malwa Bajun Bbau, brother of the notorious 
Pindari, Chitu, was allowed to settle at Oorakhpnr on an annual pension of 
Son at Rupece 8,600. A few years afterward e he was allowed to return to 
Malwa, and hia peuaion was commuted in I8f6 to an assignment (No. CXLIX) 
of land in Shujawalpnr (Gwalior) for bia life. The grant consisted of a ja^r 
cf three villages, Pipliauagar, Ehajuria, aui Jobria BKil, and an istimrarl 
farm of Dugii and Jabri at a rent for the two villages of Rupees 600. He 
was afterwards assured that in consideration of bis past good conduct, aud 
if be should cootioue by similar bebaviour to merit the indulgence, the 
curcumstnuccs of his family would receive favourable oonsideratlou after his 
death. 

In 1831 the parguna of Eastern Shujawalpur, iu which the villages 
granted to Rajan Khan are situated, was transfeiTed by the Government of 
India to Sindbia in exchange for other lands {vidi Gwalior).

0) dhil a%d ^etbri fell to Eaj Bakhah. He died io 1874 and 

was sneoeeded bj his sod Jamal Bakhab, In 1879, in coase^ueoce of onmer- 
oua coiaplMDte of maladmimstratiou, it was foand necessary to take the 
estate under the manrvgemont of the Bhopal Agency, an allowance of Rupees 
200 a mouth being made to Jamal Bakhsh out of its revenues. It was 
restored to him in 1881; l\s died iu 1836, and was snoceeded by his nephew, 
Yasuf Muhammad, who was then 15 years old. It was settled that the 
management of the property should be conducted by ao amin to be appointed 
by the Politteal Agent until tlie close of the minority. This arrangecoont 
still (1892) ooiitiEUies> bat its revision is nnder eossideration. The popula¬ 
tion of Jabria Bhil and Jabn was 1,028 by the eecsusof 1891, nod the Thaknr’s 
rsTenue is estimated at about Bupece fr,000. The area of the estate is 2*68 
square miles. 

(2) Khajuria was the portion of Uahl Bakhsb. He died in 1859 aud 
was socoeeded by his posthumous eou Karim Sakhsh. During his minority 
the estate was placed in oliargs of hie mother; but in consequence of her 
mismanagement the estate was in 1871 placed under the superintendence of 
the Politioal Agent, Bbopa], an allowance of Hupees lOO a month being 
made to Karim Bakhsb from its revenues. All the debts baviug been cleared 
by 1881, Konm Bakhsb was put in charge of the estate, The population 
was 567 at the census of 1891, and the revenue is ahont Rupees 2,400 a 
year. 

(8) Dagri was the share of Modur Bakheh. He died in 1883 and 
wne succeeded by bis grandsou Khuda Bakbsh, Dngri yields about Rupees 
1,500 per annum. The population was 287 according to the 1691 canens. 

(4) PifiUanaffaT went to Makhdum Bakhsh and Rahim Bakhsh. The 
latter died in 1892, and was succeeded in his share of the estate by his eldest 
son Baja Mian. The population was €83 by the census of 1891, and the 
revenue is about Knpees 2,000 a year. 

Questions of succession to these jaglis, which ore under the immediate 
supervi^n and control of the Political Agent, Bhopal, are decided by the 
BritiEh Goveroment and the decision is oommnnicated to Siudhia.

19. BALWANT SINGH.* 

This Chief, who was a Giraaia of the SoUnki clan of Kajpnts and who 
held the fortress of Ch and war near Satanbari, in Pargana Bairsia, (Bhopal) 
received four half•assesesd villages in that pargana which he sohsequentlj 
resigned; and d vs villages in jagir from Bhopal, vis.f Chanda war, Qbawar, 
Magardhi Bara, Mi^ardhl Chhota, and Maopura. He was succeeded in the 
jagir by his son Gobardhan Singh who had thiee eons, Qopal Singh, Bliawani 
Singh, and Suraj Mai. Gopal Singh rebelled in 1857, and the Jagir was al¬ 
lowed to pass to Bhawani Singh. 

20, LACHHMAN SINGH AND I5EI SiNGH.t 

These two Chiefs, who were Solanki Girasias, descended from Ratan 
Singh of Satanbari in the Bairsia pargana of Bhopa!, were cousins and held, 
seven half-nssessed villages in Bairsia, wbiob they afterwards relinquished with 
exception of one village, Jhimio. They also held lu Bhopal a jagir of three 
villages, vi»., Achera, Rawatkhera, and Mauakhera. Laohbman Singh wae 
succeeded by his yonnger brother Zalim Siugh, and he by his son Balri Sal. 
Isri Singh was succeeded by his son Sheo Singh, who, dying childless, was 
succeeded by his cousin Bholaji. 

21. ZALIM SINGH.? 

This Chief was descended from Blsban Singh of the Khilchipur family, 
who was the original jagli'dar (see tuh Kbilchipur). The jagir originally oca- 
sisted of twelve villages whioh were subeequently divided among Biehan Singh’s 
desoendauts; Hamir Singh, the father of Zalim Singh, receiving Paprel as his 
share. 

Paprel was conSrmed in Zalim Singh’s posseesinnby Major Henley, Politi¬ 
cal Agent, Bhopal, at the eetablisbtnent of Brideh supreoiaoy in Bhopal !o 
1818. He was sneceeded by his son Umar Singh.

For tbe 
last foiiy years I have, by my own good will and favour, decided to grant him 
a snbsisience out of the pergu&oah according to tbe subjoined statement. I 
have aooordingly fixed the lol)owing provision to be paid in three kists to 
commenee from Foslee 1227, and to be paid annually, when tbe dates of tbe 
kists fall dne, by the amils without dispute on the condition that he appre>

Besides the Treaty State of Jaora* there are in the Western MaWa A^ccy 
tbirtj^ne Medi^tiaed or Guaranteed Chiefs and Thakura of more or less im» 
portanee, all iaoluded within the Polilica! control of the Comnmndant of the 
Central India Hor«6 at Agar, who ie es.o^cio Political Agent for the Western 
Malwa Agency. The relations of these petty holders are complicated; and 
the snperrision of their afiaira, as in the case of similar tenni'es in other parts 
of the Central India Agency, is difficult and responsible. 

1. JACK A. 

Ghafur Elhan, the drst Nawnb of Jaora, was biotber-indaw of the preda» 
torj leader Amir Khan whom he represented at the Conrt of Holkar when 
Amir Khan quitted MaJwa on hie expeditions into Rajpntana. The lands 
whiob had been essigoed to him by Holkar were ^aranteed to him by the 
12th Article of the Treaty of Maudsaar (No. XLVII) on condition of 
hie maintaining a body of 600 horse, the quota to be increased in pro¬ 
portion to the increasing 1 ‘eveuue of hie districts. Amir Khan himself 
claimed these lands, alleging that the grants had been made to him althongb 
Ghofoi Kban’s name was used, and that be was entitled to them by virtue 
of his engagements with the British Government, Enquiry, however, showed 
that Ghafor Khau held them on bis own account as a member of Holkar's 
government, and that his real dependence on Amir Khan, which was the 
origin of his influence with Holkar, had ceased before the war of 1617. Amir 
Khan's claim was therefore rejected. 

Obafnr Khan was succeeded in 1825 by his son Ghaus Mohammad Khan, 
who was then only two years of age. The arrangements for the management 
of the Stats wore made by the British Government, but as Jaora was oomin* 
ally subordinate to the Indore State, although really mdependentof it, the in¬ 
vestiture of the infant Nawab was made in tbe name of Malbar Eoo Holkar 
aud confirmed by the British Government, and a nazaiaoa of two lakhs of rupees 
was presented to Holkar. Tbe elder widow of Gbafur Khan was appointed 
guardian with her son-in-law Jahangir Khan as her agent; and they 
were required to keep open accounts of the State revenoes for the inspection 
of tbe Resident at Indore. Two years afterwards, in ocnaeqnence of gross

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mismanagemeot toi neglect of the Beeident’s advice, the Begaca naa 
removed from the gnardiaDship. It was alao decided that, in the event of 
Ghfius Muhammad’s death, the male relatives of Ghafur Bhan should succeed 
in preference to his deeceudaobe in the female line. 

In the quota of b’oops to be maintained was permanently dxed 
(No. CXi) at 500 horse, 500 foot, and fear gnos. In 1K4S the above 
arrangeiaeot was comnaiited to a yearly contribution of Hsli Rupees 1,86,SI Of 
when the Western Malwa Contingent, consisting of the troops furnished by 
Jaora, was amalgamated with the Eastern Maltva ConbiDgent furnished 
by Holkar and Dew&a. The oontrlbntion was reduced to Hali Rnpeee 
l,6I,S10'4-0t in 1359 as a reward for the Nawab’s services dunng the muti* 
nice of 1357. 

In 1369 the Government of India granted a sanad (see note to No. 
XCI), guaranteeing the succession to the State, according to Moham- 
znadan law, in the event of the failure of natural heirs. In 1865 the Chief 
received permission from the Government of India to adopt the titles of 
lhtish&m*nd-Daula ” and hlroz Jang ” as persoikal distinctions. 

Nawab Gbsus Muhammad Shan died in 1365, and the sncoession of 
his son Muhammad Ismail Khan, then eleven pears of age, was rccogDised. 
It bad been intended that during the minority tiie late Nawab’s mother 
should be the nominal bead of a Connell of Regency; but her death occurred 
withiji a few days of that of ber son, and it was decided that the administration 
of the State should be carried on as in the lifetime of the young Nswah’s 
father, subject to the control and authority of the Political Agent in Western 
Malwa. The Nawab was aooordingly installed by the British Government iu 
the name of Holkar, to whom according to precedent a nazarana of two 
lakhs of rupees was presented by tbe Nawab. In return Maharaja Holkar 
offered a khilst of Rupees 5,000, but this, with the permission of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, was declined by the Nawab 63 being ont of proportion to the 
nasaraus. 

Attempts were mods by the Nawab of Tonk on behalf of hie step-sister, 
the eldest widow of Nawab Ghaus Muhammad Khan, to interfere with the 
airangsmcDts for the succession to, and the management of, the Jaora State. 
For these pxoceedings he incurred the severe displeasure of Government, and

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he was forbidden to send as^ oneto^aom or io any way to interfere with the 
afiaira of that State. 

Protests also were made by Holkar against the grant by the British 
GoToroment of a ssnad of succession and against the recognition and installation 
of the young Nawab withont his (Bolkar'e) knowledge or consent. His claim 
to he consulted on the succession was untenable under Artiele lit of the Treaty 
of Mandsaur by which the British Goverument distinctly gmranteed Jaora 
to Nawnb Ghafnr Shan and his beirs on certain conditions, and it would hare 
been inconsistent with the proTisions of that Article if Holkar bad been 
allowed to intervene in the matter. The claim was also opposed to precedent 
ne no ench reference was made on the succession of Ghana Muhammad Hhan 
in Holkar’s claims were therefore distinctly negatived, and bis objec¬ 

tions as regards the saoad of snccession were viewed by Governmeot with 
special dissatisfaction* 

In 1S74 Nawab Mnhammad Ismail Khan, whose education had been 
supervised by a British officer specially deputed for the poipose, and who had 
attained his majority, was entrusted with the administration of hie State, 
Kazrat Hnr Khan, C.S.I., bis father^s chief adviser, remaining as minister. 

In 18 b 1 the Nawah dispensed with the services of Hasrat Mur Khan and 
wished to assume the sole management of the State himself, but on the advice 
of the Biitish authoiities a council of four was appointed to assist him In con- 
dneting the public business. The Nawab, however, objected to their attempt 
to control his erpenditnre, and the councillors gradually withdrew from 
their position of advisers, with the remit that in 1885 the State dnances 
showed a debt of over sixteen lakhs of Rnpees. A riew minister wae appointed, 
and a loan of three lakhs, bearing interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum, 
was made to tbe State by the British Government. It was expected in 1890 
that tbe loan would be repaid by the end of tbe current year (iS8^) and that 
the State would be free from all debt by the end of 1895. 

In 1881 an igreement (No. CLI) was made between tbe British Gov¬ 
ernment and the Nawab for the abolition of all transit dnties on salt passing 
through tbe Jaora State. By this Agreement the British Government under¬ 
takes to pay to Jaora a sum of Rupees S,50l} annually as compeusation for 
the loss thereby caused to the State revenues. This sum is paid through the 
Political Agent, Western Malwa. 

In 1883 a son was bom to the Ivawab,and was recogoisedby Government 
as bis sneoeaeor in tbe State. 
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In February ldS7 the Knwab abi>lisbed aU tiaasitdatiee tbrongbontbis 
Statej except on opiamj oo tbe occasion ot tbe Jubilee of Her Meet edacious 
Majeetjthe Qaeeo'Empress of lodU. Jaora eoDtaioa tbei>e6i poppj-grow- 
ieg lands in Malna and yields annually aboat 1,850 mannds of opium. 

Tbe ai’oa of Jaora is 5SI square miles j tbe population by the oensne 
1 SOI is 117,850; and tbe retenue is about Enpsee 8,60,000. In ISOO tbe 
Jaoia military establishment, including Irregulars, eongisted of 65 cavalry, 
715 infantry, 15 guns deseed as serviceable, and 70 gunneix. Tbe Nawab 
was made an Honorary Major in tbe British Army in ISBI, and receives a 
salute of IS guns. 


Tie J/a^iar^ari TAeiuri, 

In ISSl Agreements (Ho. CLII) were mediated between tbe Nawab and 
tbeThabursofMalbai'garbfor 7villages; between tbe Nawab and Tbaknr 
Unkar Singh of 3ananda for 0 villages; between the Nawab aud the Zamindar 
of Talfor ISi villages; and between the Nawab and Tbakur Cbhatnr Sisgb 
for 2 villages. About tke same period aimiler agreements were mediated be¬ 
tween tbe Jaora Darbar aud other Tbaknrs by Biitisb officers, tbe esfstence of 
some of which baa only recently been brought to light. Aooounte of the 
Thakure in question and of the nature of their boldiogs aud agreements will 
be found later. . 

Tbe Tbaknrs of Malhargarh claimed tbe position of tribatary jagirdars, 
but they are merely guaranteed lessees of the villages in their hands, the 
oon^noanee of their bolding beiug dependent on their observance of the terms 
oftb^r lease. Moreover, it has been agreed that the rent is, aocoiding to 
establisbed general custom, liable to increase from time to time, with refersnoe 
to the value of the lauds. The Government of India has finally decided 
tbat this is their position. 

Tbe Tbakoxs beiug recaloitrant and having refbsed to accept a liberal 
settlemeut for SO years oCersd to them by the Nawab, it was found necessary 
in 1855 to allow the Barbar to attach the villages of the Tbaknrs of Hareor 
and Manderi until they should submit to his terms. These aud the other 
Tbaknrs in the same position refused submission aud abandoned tbeir villages; 
but, finding reeistauce to the orders of Government unavailing, they with one 
or two exceptions returned in June 1856, and in 1590 all accepted the above 
settlement.

Nawab GliuSoor Elian bavin;; for bis own satisfaction roquost^d a writ¬ 
ing under my seal and eigoatare ia proof of tbe aiTaDgemsot now made in 
rvgcrd to the number of troops to be maintained by hira In readiness for the 
eorvice of the State; it is acoi>rdiagly bei^eby certified that it is bot the 
iotcptioD of the British GovenarneDt to reqmre the said Nawab henoefortb to 
furnleb a greater body of troops than what has been recently hssd, f>ii, five 
hundred borse and fire hundred foot, with four guns, the whole to be good 
and well armed troops and to be constantly kept in a state of eSoiency and 
i'eadin'‘sa fur the service of the State; and the ovdeir of tbs Government have 
been received to this efiect. In the engagement originally executed between 
the Biitisb Government and Nawnb GbufEoor Kban, it was stipulated that in 
pi’opoi'tion to the increase of the cultivation and re venae of his j aided, a pro¬ 
portional addition should be made to the strength of the contiDgesC; but iu 
consequeuoe of the conclusion of the arrangement recently entered into, the 
above conditions have been substituted and will henceforth continue in force.

The British Guverument, in consideration of the loss which the 
abolition of the above duties will entail, agrees to pay to the Nswab of Jnora 
annually the sum of Rupees 2,5U0 Government currenoy, the said payment to 
have effect from the 2IsC July 1S80, being the dale on which the duties iu 
queatiOQ were abolished.

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(ID. MEDIATIZED CHIEFS IH THE WESTEMT MALWA 

AGENCY. 

There are altogethet thirty-one oI these holding's is the 'Western Malva 
A^ncy, all of them guai-anteed in a greater or less degree hy the British 
Govemmesti. Even as late bb the year 1861 the districts of Western 
Ajalwn were inoessantly subject to the inroads of the Bbils from Banswam 
and Partabgai'h, and in Febi'uary of that year it was considered adyisable to 
make ao Engagement (No; CLIII) with the Thakuis on the frontier, in 
whose districts tlie principa) passes of the bills are situated, to combltie to 
oppose the incursioLB of theBhils. These raids occur much lees freq^ucntly 
than formerly, and the Tbakurs are quite able to prevent them if they remain 
united; but they are frequently at feud with each other, and often make 
common cause with the Bbils to plunder or iojure thoir neighbours. The 
most important of the Mediatized Chiefs in the Western Halwa Agency is 
Rat] am. 


1. RATLAM* 

Under the Engfigement (No. CLIV) mediated by Sir John Maloolm 
in 1S19 between Parbat Singh, Raja of Katlam, and Daulat Rno Sindhia, tho 
former agreed to pay to the Gwalior Darbar an annual tribute of Salien SLahi 
Rupees 34,000, while Sindbia undertook never to send any troops into the 
country or to interfere in any way in the internal administiatiou or succeeslos. 
This tribute was assigned to the British Government under the Treaty of 1344 
with Sindbia in part payment of the Gwalior Contingent. It is now paid to 
the Government of lo dia nnder the treaty of I860. 

The Raja of lUtlam, who is desoended from a younger branch of the 
Jodhpur family, was considered the principal Rajput leader In Western 
Malwa, and in consequence received voluntary allegiance and assistance 
from the neighbouring Rajpnb Chiefs. Parbat Singh died in l$24i. He had 
no childreu; and as distarbacces were anticipated in the event of his death 
without proper arrangerneuts for the sucoessiou. Sir John Malcolm recom¬ 
mended in 1821 that Balwant Singh, a cousin of the Chief of Salumbar, 
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whom Parb&b Singh bad selected to sccoeed him^ should bo recognised. 
This was done, and Baitvaut Singh contiojed in pceeeeeion of the Chlefebip 
till his death ou the It9th August IS57. Ho rendered good eerTiee during 
the mutiuias, in reoogaitioii of v?hich hie adopted sou and successor, Bbairon 
Singh, i^eceived a khilat of Rupees 3,000 and the thaohs of Oovernraeut. 

Bbairon Singh died on the 27th January 1364, laaving a son, Ranjit 
Singh, aged tt?o years, who wus recognised by the British 6o7ernmeQta8heirto 
tbs Chiefahip. Mir Sbahamat AU, an officer of the British Qcyernment, was 
deputed to superiutend the admiuiatration, and with him wsre associated the 
uncle of the young Chief and the TbaJear of Sarwan. The result of an 
ickTeatigation in^o the aocouats of the State was that oharges of fraud and 
peculation were brought home to the former Kamdar of the State and bis 
deputy. They were fined two and a half lakhs of rupees ; their jagiiis were 
confiscated; and they were forbidden to rstnrn to BatUen during the minority 
of the Chief. 

Under the oainful management of Miv Sbahamat dli tbs dsbts of the 
State, which at tbe period of bis depotatiou to Katlam sKoseded ten Ishhs nf 
rupees, were puid off, aiid in addition to tbe payment of the ordinary charges 
of the Stite six lakhs of rupees were spent oo roads and other useful public 
works. 

Ka^'a Ranjit Siogb rseexTsd independent charge of his State in 1S80. 
Mir Shahamat AU stayed on as ninister till January 1881 when he retired 
on a pension of Rupees dOO per mensem. He died in 1890. Raja Ranjit 
Singh was created a Knight Commander of the Most Bmioent Order of 
tbe Indian Empire in 1887. He baa a son about eleven years old. 

In 1864 the Chief agi'eed (No. CLV) to cede any land required for 
railway purposes with plenary jarisdiotion to the British (^fernment, and 
not to levy transit duty on through ti^affic. 

An Agreement (No. CLVl) was made in 1881 between the (iloTemmeiit 
of India and the Raja by which tbe latter consented, in eonaideratioo of a oorn- 
peosatioD of Rupees 1,000 per annum, to abolish all transit dues on salt in 
bis State. Tbe compensation is paid to the Darbar through tbe Political 
Agent,'Western Maiwa. In Jannary 1888, the Raja abolished all tr&asit 
duties in his Stote except those on opium. 

An Agreement (No. CLYIT) was made io Jnoe IS87, between the States 
of Ratlam and Saitnna, under which the former St ate receives annually Rupees 
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18,000 Salim Sliahi from tbe latter aa compensation for relinqoisbm^ its 
right to levy customs dues In Sailana. 

Ac Agreement (No.XV) wae mediated in Jut; 1890 by tbe Government 
of India between tbe Gwalior and Ratlam States for tbe oonstmetion of 
the Eaaija-Kacbrod road paedng through a portion of lUtlam tcrritorf, on 
payment of a lump sum of Rupees 4,870 ea coznpeosation by Gwalior to the 
Eatlam Stoto. The Batlam Darbar, on its aide, agreed (Art. h) not to 
esact any dues on Gwalior goods passing through its territory along the road 
except on opium. 

In 1890 it was decided to make a Eailway line from Batlam on the 
BaJputana'Malwa system to Godbra, a station on an extension of tbe Bombay* 
Baroda line. Tbe work was at once commenoed, and in August and September 
1891 tbe Batlain, Sailaca, ludore and Jbabna Chiefs, through whose States 
the lice (masses, agreed to cede all land required for it, free of cost end with 
full jurisdiction. 

Tbe area of Batlam is abont 729 square mflea, with a population in 1891 
of 89,160, and a revenue of Rupees 18,00,000 from all aom ces, of wbioh how* 
ever more tbau half is alienated iu jogii‘8 and other grants, Q'he military estab* 
liahment in 1890, moludiag irregulars, consisted of 184 cavalry, 697 infantry, 
h gune, classed ns servicenble, and 12 artillerymen. Tbe Baja receives a salute 
of 18 gaus. of which, however, two gtma are personal to the present Chief, to 
whom this distinction was granted in 1877. Tbe ordinary salute of tbe Batlam 
Chief is 1 ] guns. 


2. SAILANA.* 

Sailana paye an annual tribute of Bupae« 42,000 to tbe Governmeut of 
India under the same conditions as Batlam (No. CLIV), of which territory 
it originally formed a part. On tbe death of Eesari Singh, Raja of Batlam, is 
1709, his eldestsoo Man Singh succeeded to tbe lands forming tbe present 
district of Batlam, and Jai Singh, bis aecoud son, to Sailana. 

The tribute is paid to the British Governmeut under the treaty with 
Siedbia of the 12th December 1869, havbg been assigned in 1^44 in part 
payment of the Gwalior Contingeot. By a separate Agreement (No, CLVlIl) 
the Baja engaged, after paying Knpeee 22,234 in cash as arrears of tribnte, 
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to pay Ecpeee 73,000 as tbe balance of arieors ap to IS 10 io five yearly 

instalmeoU. 

Tbe Chief with wbom the OTig:inal aettlement was made io ISIS 
(No» CLIV) WAS sQoceeded by bis eon RatanSio^li who, having no sons, woa 
nooeed^d by Kahar Singh, his nnole. Nahar Singh wassueoeeded by bis sou 
Talflit Singb, who died in 1850, leaving a son, DuJe Singh, then a cninor, 
The dietricC; was administered by the British Government till the mutinies 
of 1H57 when it was pnt nnder a Regency headed by the chief widow of 
the late Raja. As an acknowledgment of the services rendered danng the 
mutinies in preserving order and furniehiog troops tbe ntombera of tbe 
Begeney received kbilats. Raja Dale Singh was put in power in lS5d, being 
then 10 years of age. 

Iq 1S04 the Chief of Sailana agreed (No. CLIX) to code any land 
that might be rei^uired for railway purposes, with fnll jaiisdiotion, to the 
Bidtiah Ooveriiment, and not to levy transit doty on through traffic. In 1891 
the Chief agreed to cede land on these terms for tbe Rathkm>Godhra Railway 
(see Ratlam). 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. CLX) was made between tbe Government of 
India and the Raja, by which the latter agreed to abandon all trausit duties 
on salt, on j'ecelving annually from the British Govemitent lOO ixtaunds of salt 
delivered free of cost at Indore. Sya supplementary Agreement (No. CLXI) 
made in 18&$, this compensation was commuted to an anuual cash paymenc 
thioogh tbe Politick ^gent, Wtttein Malwa, of Rupees 41^-8. 

In 1886 the GoveinoLent of ludia at the request of the Raja recognised 
as bis bail Jaswnnt Singh of Serxilia whom be hod adopted. The Semlia 
jogir, in cou sequence of ibe adoptioo of Jaswaot Singh, devolved on his 
younger brother, Obhatar Singh, iu 1888. 

In Jnne 1887, an Agreement; (No. CLVIl) was made between the Ratlam 
and SailftDQ States, by which It was arranged that the latter should in future 
levy its own customs duties, compensntiog Ratlam for relinquishing its right 
to levy c^utoens dues in Sailana by an annoal payment of Salim Shahi Rupees 
18,000. 

In tbe same year the Baja abolished all transit dniias in bis State, except- 
ingtheseoQ opium, ou the occasion of the Jubilee of Her Most Graoions Majesty 
the QneDD'lDmpreseof India. 
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The area ol Sailana is abeuC 123 squaie miles; the reveune is estimated 
at Rupees 1,50,000; and the popnlatidu in 1891 was 31,5U. The Raja i-e- 
ceives a salute of 11 guns. In 1890, the milibu'j force consisted of 3 guos, 21 
horse, 152 iofantr;, and 15 gunners. 


8. S1TAMAU.« 

This Chiefshtp, libs Sallana, formed originally a portion of Eatlam, and 
was divided fi*oin it on the death of Ram Singb, Raja of Ratlam, in 166t), 
wheu his second son, Kasar Das, succeeded to the lands now comprised in 
Sltamau. 

A tribute of Rupees 60,000 from this State %7as guamateed to Shidhia 
by an Agreement (No. CLXII) mediated by Sir John Malcolm in 1320. 
In consequence of repeated representations from the Raja, Rtipeea 5,000 of 
the anna&l tribute were remitted In 2860 by Sindhia, on the occasion of tbe 
Raja’s son waiting on him at Gwalior (No. CLXIIIJ. An intimation of 
tbe remission was glveu to the Raja of Sitninaa in a letter from Sindhia to 
bis address. 

Raja Kaj Slugli of Sitacoau remained faithful to tbe British Goverument 
during tbe matiny of 1857, and received a bbilat valued at Rupees 2,000. 

In 1865 tbe Chief agreed (No. CLXIV) to cede any land that might be 
required for railway purposes on tbe eame terms as those mentioned in the 
cases of Ratlam and Ssilana. 

Raja Raj Singh who was an able ruler died in 1867 j his eldest son 
having predeceased him in L864i, the succession of his grandson Bbawooi 
Singh, was recognized and sanctioned by tbe British Government. 

Bhawain Singh died on the 28th May 1885 and was succeeded by Babadnr 
Singh, then 81 years of ago, elder aon of Tbalrur Takht Singh of Cbiklla, 
second cousin of Raja Bhawanl Slngb. On this occasion Sindbia put 
forward a claim to be consulted regarding tbe succeealon, bat tbe claim woa 
held to be inadmissible under the terme of the gniarantee held by the Sitamau 
State. Tbe Darhar also claimed to reeeive nazarana, but this too was over* 
ruled. It was held that Sitamau, being a mediatized Chiefship of the brat 
class, was liable to the payment of nazarana to tbe Government of India alone, 
and that one year’s revenue was properly leviable under tbe ruJee, on the occa* 
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eion of Babador SiugU’s eucceesion. In conBiJei’ation, however, of the poverty 
of the State a uazaraDa equal to half a yearns net iooome wai tabeo. A 
kbilat of the value of Eupeas S,875 was bestowed on the Chief on bia formal 
insteJlatioD, in the form of a dedactioo from the QaaaniQa. 

An Agreemeot (Ko. CLXV) between the GoTemmoDt of India and Baja 
Cbawani Singh w&e made in 1H81, bj which the Darhar abolished all tr&neit 
dnes on aalt passing through Sitamau in consideration of a payment of Rupees 
S,(i00 annually ae oorapsDsation. This sum is paid through tbs Political 
Agent, Western Malwa. 

In February 1$97, the Eaja abolished all transit duties in bis Stats except 
those on opium nod wood, on the occasion of tbe Jubilee of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Queen-Empress of India. 

The area of Sltaman is 860 square mUes; the population according to 
the census of lS9i is 65,807; and tbe raven oe from all sonrces ia estimated 
at Rupees 2,80,000. In 1890 the military force cooeisted of 8 guns, classed 
fls serviceable, 40 horse, and 185 foot, all iiTegulars. The salute is 11 guns. 

4. PANTK PIPLODA. 

Panth Piploda is held directly Ciom tbe British Government with- 
out the interrention of any Native State, and the holding, thei'efore, differs 
from that of all tbe other mediatized Chiefs in tbe Ageocy. 

An assignxaent of the revenue of ten villages of Panth Piploda aud 
Mandawal, amonnting to Eupees U,761, was originally made by the Peshwa 
Narayan Bao to the family of Sambaji Attaji, a Mabratta Pandit, and was 
renewed in the names of his nephews Dhondeo Oopal and Janardan Gopal by 
the Peehwa Madho Rao. By Article 14 of the Treaty of 1817 (see Yolnme VI), 
the Peahwa ceded to the British Government all his territories and rights 
in Malwa, By this cession therefore the ten villages of Panth Piploda 
became virtually British territory; bat Government continued the state 
of things which had existed under Mohratta rule, and in 1881 Narn Dhondeo 
and Wasndeo Janardan, sons of Dhondeo Gopal and Janardan Oopal, received 
from Sir John Malcolm a Sanad (No.CLXVI) which was oonfirmed by the 
Sopreme Government, whereby their right to receive tribute on ten villages 
in tbe district of Mandawal and Suba of Mandsaur was recognized. Nam 
Dhondeo was succeeded in 1850 by his son Gopal Boo, who is about hfty years 
of age, and has two sons. 
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Wasudeo J;JDardan died in 286S, and tbe suocessioa of bie son Janardan 
^Mudeo, then about twenty.four years of age, was rscogniaed by the British 
OoTernment. JanardoA 'CVasudeo died in 1886 and was succeeded by bis eon 
Narayan Ban, wIid was then about 16 years of age. As Jauaidan Waendeo 
was of weak intellect tbe management of his afiaire had been entrusted to a 
kamdar, subject to the control of the Political Agent, Western Halwa. 
Naroyau Kao being now years bf age has been entrusted with the manage* 
meDtofhis affairs (lS9Sj. 

The grantees have no proprietary rights over the villages from which 
their oeeignment is drawn. To prevent disputes therefore with the proprietors 
it has been arranged that tbe latter shall pay their tribute to the Western 
Malwa Agency, whence it is disbursed to the grantees. The proprietors 
are held responsible for the peace of tbe villages. KsziraDa is taken on 
Buceession from the grantees of the money assignment. Tbe jnrisdietion over 
these villages is held dii^ectly by the Political Agent, Western Malwa. 

Tbe popnlation of Panth Fiploda, according to tbs census of 1S9I, is 
4,096, and the revenue is estimated at about Rupees 6,600 a year. 


6. PIPLOBA.# 

The Settlement (No, CLXVII) of this Chief ship, under which a tribute of 
Salim Shahi Rupees ^8,0Q0 is paid to the Nawab of Jaora in accordance 
with the Uth Article of the Treaty of Maodsaur, was made with Pirtbi Siogb 
by Sir Tobn Malcolm in 1820. The Piploda family are Doria Bajputs 
who emigrated several centuries ago from Girnal in Junagarh. TheTbekur 
receives from the Senior Gliief of Be was Kopecs 136 a year as iankha on sis 
villages, and from the Junior Chief of Bewae Eupees 11& on five villsgesin 
Goihguchha. He also holds a grant of loud in tbe village of Betikhm in 
the Alaut distriot fi^m the Senior Chief of Dewas, and he receives Rupees 
1,000 dami from Tal and Mandawal. The Nawab of Jaora asserts a right 
to receive Rupees 180 from the above dam, but the claim is disputed by the 
Thakur. 

The settle meat made in 1820 put the That nr on the same footing as 
other mediatized Chiefs, hut in 1844 when Sh Claud Wade was Rosidentat 
Indore, a new Beed (No. CLXVIII) was executed between tbe Thakur and the 
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Kawili o£ Jaora without oognisoooe of tie OoTcrnment of India, bj 
which the Thakur was placed in greater dependence on the Nawab, and 
the right of the latter to control the judicial adtoinistratioa of the Thakur was 
admitted. The esletenoe of this deed was first brought to the notice of the 
Governmeat of India io February 1864i, but It wae resoWed not to interfere 
with arraDgements which had lasted twenty years so long aa no dispute 
should arise on the subject between the Thakur and the Nawah. 

Like other mediatiaed Thalrure in this Agency, the Thakur of Piploda 
refers all eruriiual oases to ike Political Agent. 

Thakur Pirfchi Siogb was succeeded by his son Umed Singh, and he by 
his son Unkar Singh, who died on the ISth November 186$, when bis adopted 
sen Dale Singh, tlien eleven years of age, was recognised as heir by the 
British Government, Dole Singh died on the 26th October 1888, and his 
eldest eon tesri Singh, who is now 19 years of age, was recognised as his euo- 
oessor. 

The area of Piploda is about 60 equate miles; the revenue amount 
to about Eupees 1,10,000 1 aod the population in 1691 wae 12,792.

The tankha of Rupees 1,400 ficro Sindhia is paid through the Political 
Agent of Western Malwa; the others direct. 

Besides the tankbas named above the Thakur holds in quit-rent tenure 
the villages of lawasia for Enpess 601, Ouvlcheri for Bupeee 201, and Chap* 
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lakhsri for Rupees S41*8 ia Dewue. He also iiolda in ja^ir a veil and 16 
bigbaa of land in tbe tillage of Sun dware i> and a well and 26 bigbu in 
the tillage of Bunarsi. 

The Thakoc holds uodet Smdhia 50 bighas in the tillage of Sakatil; 
a well and 14 bighas in the tillage of Baeoda, and two bigbae of rice land 
in the tillage of Batanbberi in Dewaej also a well and 15 bigbas io the 
village of Dadota. 

Sher Bingb and Qulab Singh, the Tbakurs with whom the original settle* 
nent was mediated, were succeeded hj Shairon Siogb. He died in May 
I$S3 and waa succeeded by Bawat Lai Singh, the present Tbaknr, who was 
then about twenty-three years old. 

The Jawaaia family aie Slsodiya Bajputs, deecended froai the Bhadnagar 
family in Udatpnr. The family settled Bret in Dipalpur, next at Bararb in 
Sbabjahanpur (Owalior), then at Tajpor io the Hjjain pargaoa, and finally at 
Jaweaia. 

The population is estimated at about 600, and tbe Tbakui’s revenue at 
abont Rupees 10^000 a year. 


7. NAULAIiA.* 

The Thabur of Kaulani receives tbe following tankhas

Singh to the goaianteed rights of tbe Nanlana estate was sanotuoned. Bbagct

The popniaiion of Naalana is said to be 407, and the levenue about 
Enpees 3,800 a year.

Sabib Singh, the Tbakur with whom the settlement was mediated, died 
ID 1866, and wae eucceedsd by bieson Moti Slngb, then five years of age, 
who is the present holder. The family are a branch of Kalukhora, aud are 
iCbiobi Eajputa. There is no village attached to the Tbakurat. 

9. DABEI.J 

TbeThaktti of Dabri receives (No, CLXIX) Hnpees 180 from Sindbia on 
t/jjain and Fanbibar. The conditions of tbe taukbrk are the same as those 
attached to the sanads of the Thakur of Jawaeia (vidf fufra). The Tbakor 
receives his tankba through the Political Officer. He also claims ceiiaia 
rights of “ lag ” and “ bhet" on the village of Sawarkbaii and Kadwari in 
the Psnbihar pargana, and on the vlUages of XaUdi, Ukonta, Xaraodi, and 
Utara in the Ujjaln p.'iigana, aod slates that he originally held 300 bigbas of 
land in the village of Babri. 

Anup Singh, the Tbakur with whom 'Uie settlement was mediated, was 
eneoeeded by his eoa Lai Siogh, and the latter by his nephew Bbairon Singh,

rendered to the British Ooveiament duiiug the mutinies. Besides the above, 
the Eac holds on quiUrent tenure the villnge of Baorikhera at a rent of Rapees 
201; and be holds in jagir the village of BardU, 600 bigbas in Dabri, the 
same in Bijoakberi, and a garden at Agar.

Gopal Singht also held in perpetual jagir Sakatkheil (No. CGI) from 
Bilim Siughfor services I’endei'ed, paying an aQiiua>l tnhate of Rupees 500. 
The arrangameat was that Gopal Singh should reader military service, when 
required, for this jagir. Rventiully it was ai^rsed tliat iu Heu of this service 
be should pay to Bhira Singh an addibiooal tribute of Enpees 300, fo all 
Rupees SOO annually. 

Man Singh^ son of Gopal Singh, died in 1B87 and was succeeded by his 
SOD, Amur Singh, the present Tbakur of Sarwan. The popolatlon of this 
holding is said to he about 6,000, and the gross receipts about Rapses 40,000 
a year. The Tbakur is a Rathor Rajput, descended from the Katlam bmily. 

23. BHOJAKHEEI. 

Tbakur Bhawoni Singh of BKojaklieri) Targano Ataut (Dorvas), the 
piesent Tlmkoi, holds an Agreeuuat (No. CCU), mediated by Captain Bortfi- 
wiok in August 1$20, guaranteeing to him the village of Sidra in Gang I’d 
Fnrgaoa, now belonging to the Jhalavar State, on payment of Rupees 100 
a year to tlist State.

Du ring the minoirty of Sajan Singh 
the estate is being managed by Kldien Lall, who used to assist the late 
Thakur.

The Settlement (No, CXCIV) which was originally made with Hagbu- 
hath Singh, giaiidfiither of the present Tbakur, guarantees to the lioldertlie 
villages of Sbajaota, SaUkhem, and Viplia on payment of Biipees 3,803 ns rei)t 
to the Jaern State ; and alec guarantees the rights of Daini and Sayar. 

The existence of the guarantee, the original of which is in the poseeasiou 
of the present Thakur, Kurhal Sitigh, grruidson of Eegbunalb Singh, who suc¬ 
ceeded in 1851, was only recently brought to notice. The population is about 
8oO, and the reosipts about Rupees 15,000 a year. 

i6. EHOJANKHERA. 

The Setcleraeut (No. CCV) whicli was originally made with Daulat 
Siogb, grandfather of the present Tbakuj, guarautees to the holder the vil¬ 
lages of Kho^'ankhera, Babadurpura, and Arniagujar on payment of Enpees 
3,6o8 as rent to the Joora Darbar; and also the rights of Dami and Sayar. 

The exists noe of the gnnmutee, the original of which is in the possession 
of the Thakur, was only recently brought to notioe. The present Thakur 
is Bakhtawar Singh, grandson of Daulat Singh. 

The population of Ehojankhcra is nbunt 50C, and the yearly receipts 
abont Rupees 6,000. 
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17. UPARWAJIA. 

The Settlecnent (Ne» CCVI) whicli was originally made with Zalim 
Siogb, grsjulfatber of the pieseut Thakur, gaaiactees to the holder the villages 
of Uparwain, Palakheri, and Ghaadankberi on payment of Enpeee 3,6OS aareot 
to the Jaora State; and also the I’ighta of Dami and Sayaf. The esistence of 
the guaraEtee, the original of which ie in the posseeeioa of the Thalcur, was 
recently brought to notice. 

The present Thaknr is Lachhmso Singh, grandson of Zalirn Singh. He 
is a SuUoki Kajpnt 

The population of the holding is abont 1,200, and the unnuaJ receipts 
are eetimated at Rupees 31,000. 


2,S.-BILAUD. 

The original bolder of this gnaronteed village, which is situated in (bo 
Sanjic Pargaoa of laora, was Hakim Zafar All, a Saiyid by caste, and a 
□stive of Babera, a village in the dietnctof Fatehpur Hai^wa, in the North* 
WeeCeru Frovlncee. He waa in the service of Nswab (ihsfar Khan of Jaora, 
by whom the village of Biland wae granted to him in jagir. Zatsr Ali died 
in I8i4 and was sncceedeJ by his smt Mubansmod Samaii Ali. Saosn Ali 
died in 1875 and was sncceoded by hie son Mabaronksd Zumiu AH. Zuniin 
All died on iOth August 1881. The qnnuon of aneovseion of bio son Obulum 
Abbas, whose leglUinacy is disputed by tsvo of the widows of Zariiin Ali, ie 
under cciiisidet'ati«in (1802). Ghnbim Abbas is about 14 years of age. 

The Settlement (No. CCVII) wae mediatod by Sir John Malcolm on 7th 
June 1818 A.D., in reward for eervices rendered by Hakim Zafar AU to the 
British Government and to the Daibar. Tlie existence of the gTinrantec to the 
State wae lost sight of until December 1835. Tbe populadun of Bilaud is 
abont 300, and I bo yearly inocipta about Bupeee 3,000. 

aO.-SIDRL 

Thakuri Lot, a Baniyaby caate, woe tbe original holder of this guarantee. 
He died in 1863. His eon Gopal Singh succeeded him at the age of 
13 years and died in 1833. Oopnl Singh was sneceoded by bis son Oordhas 
Siugh, tbe present Tbakur, who is IS years of age (1802). 

Tbe San ad (No. CCVlll) was mediated with tbe Jaora Chief by Mr. 
G, Wellesley, IU^ident at Indore, on the 22nd Nov<ember 1824, i£ the village 
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with eomd velk wae h«ld by the family long before the foundation of the 
Jaom State, and ae there was a dispute regarding them with the Oavbur.

Tbe Thaknr bolds two sanads fi'om the Nawab of Jaora (Noe, CCIX and 
OCX) i^egardiog tbe gtuot of the vill^:e of Sadakberi, one of which is dated 
1889, and is signed by Colonel lioithwick, and the other dated 1846, and 
signed by Sir H. Hamilton. These sett)emeu te were made with Gopal Siogb, 
gmnd- father of tl le present Tliakor, Bahadur S i ngh. 0 o pal S iogh was sneeeeded 
by bis son Gambbir Singh in 1367, and tbe latter by his son Babndur Singh in 
1880. On the occasion of this suoceesjon the ezi^teuce of the guarunt«e was 
bi'oaght trO Molive. The suuveasioQ was approved by Goveinment, aud it was 
Dotided that tbe Thakar wae entitled to tbe protection of tbe Western Malwa 
Agency in respect of his gaaro&tead possessions. Whether this pi'otection 
wonld or would not embrace unguaranteed estates would, it was held, depend 
open tbe circumetaooea of each tenure, the piescriptivo lights of tbe parties, 
and the treatment accorded to the subordinate Chieftain by tbe superior 
Darlmr. 

Tbe Tbakur pays to the Jaora Darbar a quit-rent of Salim Sbahi Rupees 
8,601 on the Sadakhevi village.

Tlie extravagQuee of tbe jTSseut Tbn'kur binnght him heavily into debt, 
aud in 1880 and subsequent years he applied to the Jaora Da7ba.r for assistance, 
This was giauted aud arrangements were made in 1889 by tbe Darbar without 
PtstIccs reference to tUe Political A gent for manning the Tbabnr^s estate and 
paying off the debts.

Por lands ooltivated with the Thakur^s own ploughs in th^ town and else, 
vbeie, the rent of which both is under attaobment fox Sammat 2877, two-thiids 
cf it to be given to the Tbakur and one^third to be taken by the State ae rent» 
and in future this will be settled after due enquiry. 
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(V).-BHOPAWAR AGBNCT. 

The Bhopawar Ageacj waa coostitufad on its present footing in l^e ^ear 
] bj eepamting tlie duties of the PoUticel Ageat^ Bhopawai, from tboae 
of the Commandant of the Malwa Bhil Corps who till tboo had held the dual 
charge. At the same time the Deputj Bhil Agencj at Manpur waa abohsb* 
ed, and the charge was included in that of the Political Agent in Bhopavar 
at Sirdarpur; and thestaS of oncers of theMalwa Bbil Corps ttm revised. 
Beside Dhar,* the Agenoj nov includes Jhabua and ten other Ouarcnteed 
Betates or Thahurates^ and also ten guaranteed BhumiaU, all of which are 
deecrited below. 

From the jear 1^82 to the year iBdl the arrangements described above 
remained unchanged. In the latter year, however, the earlier system, by 
whioh the Commandant of the Malwa Bbil Corps held the dual charge, was 
temporarily resumed. The ohaiges wore afterwards again separated. 

The Ageocy also includes the charge of a small tract of British territory, 
vis., MAKBUUjt euriounded by the possessions of Native States, and the direct 
administmtion of the pargaoa of Baaon, which belongs to the two States of 
Be was. Some districts belonging to Sindhia and Hoikar also come wichiu its 
limits, aod the Political Agent’s supervieioa exteods to them. 

None of the guaranteed estates in this Agency receive any allowance 
from, or pay any tribute to, the British Government. 


1 DHAll. 

The Pusr family wae one of the most distinguished in the early Mafa> 
ratta history. Ansud Rao Puar is usually considered as tbe founder of ^dre 
principality of Bhar, which, with some adjacent districts, ond the right to

the firat Baji Rao Pesbtva, Anaitd Rao died in 1749 and was succeeded by hi» 
son Jaswant Rao PQar,«wbo was slain in tbe defeat of the Mabrottas at Paoi- 
pat. To him succeeilsd bis infant eon Kb and! Rao Puar, wbo was followed by 
hie eon Aoaad Rao Poar. He died in ISO 7 aud was eocceeded by bis poetbu- 
mens son llamcbandar Rao Puai*, on whose mother, Mloa Bai, tbe admiiiis- 
tration temporarily deToked. fUmchaodav died eaviy, bnt Mina Rai, with 
tbe consent of the neigbbonring: Chiefs, adopted ber sister's son under the 
narco of Ramcbatidar Fust. 

For twenty years before tbe British conquest of Malwa, the Dhar State 
was subjsoted to a continued seiies of spoliations ohiedy at tbe hands of 
Siodbia and Holkar, and was preserved from destreotioo only by tbe talent 
acd courage of Mica Bai. By the treaty concluded on the lOtb January 1B19 
(No. CCXllI) Bbar was taken under tbe protection of, and was bound to 
act in subordinate cooperation with, the Bntisb Govcrocosct; several districts 
which it bfid lost were recovered and restored to it; its tributary rights over tb& 
Rajput States of Banswara and Dungarpne were ceded to the British Govern* 
meet; and it was arraog:ed that tbe British Oovernment should bold the 
Bairsia pa^fina for five years to liquidate a loan of Rupees 2,$0,000 which 
tbe Government agreed to make to tbe Dbav State. 

Id 1821, by an additional Engagement (No. CCSIV), Dhar ceded tb& 
pargaua of Bairsia and the tribute of Ali Mob an to the British for no 
annual payment of Rupees 1,10,000. In 18S1 the pargana was restO'ed 
to Dbar, as the collections from it were less than tbe sum paid for it by 
about half a lakh of rupees; bat as the Dbar authorities could not manage 
tbe district owing to its isolated position and ssparotion from the rest of their 
territories, it was again taken under British management in 18^b, on tho 
undeistanding that the surplus reveuoas, after meeting all espenditurs, should 
be paid to Dbar. The payments centinned to be made till 1800 when they 
were stopped as & ponlehment for tbe rebellion of the Dhar State is 1057 
and the pargana of Bairua was made over to Bhopal as a reward for the 
asivi^B of tbe Sikandar Begatn of Bhopal daring tbe mutinies (ass Bhopal). 

In 182S the pargana of Nimaopur Makrar in Nioar was made over in 
perpetuity to the management of tbe Biitish Government (No. CCSV), on 
condition that tbe snrplus revenue, after payment of all eapeoees of adminis¬ 
tration, should be annuaby pud to the Dhar State. It was, however, restored 
to Dbar In 1880. 
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Be«i(}e8 the eiig^ementg me^dinted hy the British Goveiameot between 
Bhsr nod iU feudatories, qd Agreewent (Ko. CCXV]) was caediaUd io 18^1 
between Hnlicar and the Dbar State. Both States brought forward claims 
for lands sear Bijaar and Bipalpnr, and as it was icopossible io ascertain the 
boundary correctly, it was agreed that the Unds should be left neutral for the 
purpose of paaturiog oattle, This settlement is still in force (LB93). 

Bamcbandar Puar was sncceeded by Ilia adopted eon Jaswant Boo Fuar, 
who died in 1857 and waa succeeded by his half-brother Aoand Eoo Puar, 
then 18 years of age. Tbs Dhar State rebelled in 1857 and was in oouse- 
qneocc confiscated. It was subssgnsntjy restored to Raja Anand Rao Puar, 
with exception of the Boirsia pargana, as narrated abore, bat was I’etained 
under British management tiU the Chief should attain the age of IB 
yeaiSf or until he should become cocopelent to manage bis own affairs. The 
administration of the State was entrusted to the Chief in Ootober 1864. 

Ill IB6S a Sanad (note to No. LXIV) was granted by the Goyemment 
of India oonceding to the Chiefs of Bhar the right of adoption. 

In 1869 the Baja of Dhai' expressed a wish to adopt an heir. He was 
informed that Government would sanotion any adoption of a qualided person 
which he might mohe in aeoordanoe with fliodn law and the customs of bis 
race, but the adoption once made could not be set aside so as to allow him to 
adopt anotbei' heir. Govornment, however, had no objection, in the event of a 
legitimate son being born to the Raja, to recognize hie snooeasion in preference 
to that of any heir whom the Raja might have adopted. 

In 1877, on the oocaeion of tbs Imperial Assemblage at Delhi, the title of 
Maharaja was oonferred npon His Highness M a personal distinction, aod be 
was also appointed a Knight Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the 
Star of India. In 1SS5 the further deooratioo of Companion of the Most 
Eminent Order of the Indian Empire was conferred open him. 

In 1864 the Mohaiaja of Dbai engaged (No. OCXVII) to oede to the 
British Government, with sovereign rights, such land as may be requited for 
the construction of a railway through bis State, and to exempt all through 
tiafiic from transit duties. He farther abolished all transit duties in the State 
on the 16th February 1887, on the occasion of the Jubilee of the Queen-Em¬ 
press. 
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Capital seuteooes pasted hy tba CbUf require the coofirmatioa of the 
BriUeli OovarnmeLfi before tbej ai« oarried out, but he oan paae eeutenoea of 
life unprisonmeDt without couhiToatioo. 

]q IBRd the ^verouieDt of India aokowledged the jurisdiotion (cltil and 
erirainal) of the Maharaja o£ Dhar over the guaranteed Thafcnre wichiu 
hia State lu all casee where snoh joriediotloo could be fairly proved to have 
become an eetabliehed prescriptive right by reason of ite long contiauance. 

The Mabaiani, the only wife of the Chief, died in January 1890, and 
the MehnTaja then expressed a wish to adopt Lis nephew, Udajl Bao Puar, 
youoger son of the Chief's half brother Sambaji Bao Fuar Appa Sahib of 
Malthau. This was sanetioned by Goveiument. The Maharaja married 
again in 1890. 

The area of the Dbar SteU ia 1,7S9‘68 square miles, and the popuJatioD 
by the ceusas of 1891 is 167,504. The revenue is about eight lekhs of 
rupees. Dhar pays an annual oonteibution of Bopees 7,656-0-4 towards the 
maintenance of the Molwa Bhil Corps,the payment of a eum of Bupees 12,009 
having been capitali 2 ed by the Darbar in 1880 by the sorrender of Govern- 
nent Promissory Kotes ^gregating Bupees 8,00,000, The Chief receives 
a salute of 18 guns. 

The militsjy force of the Dhar State, including irregulars, oonsisted in 
1890 of 5 field guns, 3 of which are classed as serviceable, IS artillery-men,

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aU)-GUAEANTIIED CHIBPS IN THE BHaPAWAE AGENCY. 

1. JHABUA. 

Jbabuawas tbe principal gnaranteed Cbiefsbtp nnder tbe Bbrl Ageucy &e 
formerly oeostituted) and was originally tribntaiy to Holkar. Tbefanily are 
Eatbor Bajpots, aod are deeceaded fi'om one of the forcoer Rajas of Jodhpur. 

The finest districts of this State were wrested from it by Bolkar^ but it is 
remarkable that Holkar left to its rulers the right to collsot in these districts 
the cbautb, or one.foQi*th of the reTenneS; which the Mabrattas exacted as a rule 
from the oountnes which they cooqaei’ed. There are about twenty families of 
rank in this State, who pay Rupees 15,000 a year as tribots to Holkar, and 
Eupess 25,000 to tbeir own Chief. 2n lieu of the tribute of Eupees 35,000 
which Kolkar formerly claimed from ibis State, landa were assigned to him 
through the mediation of the British Gorernment, but no written eogagement 
was muds. In 1821, in oonseqnence of the dietnrbed state of the country and 
the imbecility of the Baja, Bhlm Singh, the Rs^a was reqoired to abdicate in 
favour of bis son Par tab Siogh. The arrangements for the administration 
of the conn try were made throngh the mediation and under the goarantee (No. 
CCXVlIZ) of the British Goverument. Ai a later period the State was for 
some years taken under the direct superiutendenoe of the British Goremmeat. 

In 1836 the CUef of Jbabua having permitted the mutilation of a person 
confined under euapicion of theft was fined Eupees 10,000, and required to 
Settle a pension of Rupees 15 per mensem on the injured man, this pension 
being under the guarantee of the British Government. The Chief’s mother 
was banished from Jhabna for a year, and the Eamdarand others were expelled 
from the State. Ag a further mark of the abhorrence with which Govern¬ 
ment regarded the conduct of the Chief, his ealots was discootinned, but was 
restored at the expiration of a year from the date of its disoontiouauce, in 
consequence of the adminlstmilon having been favourably reported oo. 

Before 1870 the States of Jbabua and Indore exercised a joint jurisdiobioa 
in the towns of Thandla and Pitlawad and in some of the neighbouring 
villages. The ssyar or oastoms dnes were also conjoin^y collected. As this 
arrsugement caussd frequent and vexatious disputes between the two Darbars, 
ail exchange of lands and villages was brought about in 1871, by which 
Pitlawad remaiued with the Indore State and Tbandla with Jbabua. All 
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«yar duties are now-collected by tbs Utter State, ^blcb pays anoually to 
Indore the sum o£ Salim Shahi Rupees 7 , 17 a aa compensation for the share 

formerly awming te Indore. A further sum of Ropeea 1,400 u aleo paid to 
Indore to equalUe tbe revenuee of some of the traneferved viUagee. 

The preeent Raja,Gopal Singh, did good serrioe doring the mutiny of 
1867 ,incoiieideTatioDof which he is allowed to ewvcise limited cnminal 
powere within his State. All heinous offences are reported by the Parbor 
to the Political Agent in Bhopawar, who ordinarily tnes mnrders and other 
oases of exception hi impoitence in bis own Conit, but has a dieoretionsry 
power of making oeerto the Darbar for trial such cases as may seem advisable. 
The proceedings of the DarUr in such cases are snlgect to revision by the 
Political Agent. All sentences of death require cco6iinatioD by the Agecb to 
the Governor-Geo eral in Central India. 

Transit dues on cotton have long been abolished in the State, and recently 
in oommnnDmlioD of tha JnWoo o£ the Qooeii-Edipre* is 1887, all transit 
duties have been remitted. 

The Chief agreed in 1864 (No. CCXIX) to eede ia full wveieigoty 
such lands aa may he required for a railway through his territories snd to 
aholiab >1! transit dues on through traffic. In 1891 the Chief agreed to eede, 
free of cost sad with full eoyereignty, all the laud required for the Radam- 
Godbra Ridlway which passes through his State. 

The SUte pays Rupees 1,474-3.2 towards the cost of the Malwa Bhil 
Corps. It makes no other payment to, and reoeavse none from, the Britisl* 
Ooveroment. 

The gPOBB reveuuM of Jhabua amoonfc to about Rupees 1,28,000. The 
area is I,83d’4R eqnaremiles, and thspopnIatioD aooording to the census of 
1891 ia U9,7S7, of whom the majority are Bbile. 

The military force, including irregulars, consisted in 1390 of 2 serviceable 
gone, 8 gunners, 61 horsemen, and 26S infantry. The Baja receives a salute 
“ of 11 gUBB. 


2. ALI-RAJPTIE.* 

When the Britiah power was Btablished in Malwa this State was 
uader the control of an adventurer named Musafir Makrani. Psrtah 
Singh, the Chief of Aii-Rajpnr, had died, leaving a nephew, Kesari Singh, 
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wko eodeavoured to supplant Partab Singh’a posthumous sou, Jaawaut Singh. 
Keaari Singh ^aa driven out by Musafir, who was the only Makiani leader 
allowed by the British Government to settle in Malwa. He bad long been 
manager of All-Bajpnr and made nsefal in expelling his country men 

and other fore^ers, and was therefore recognised aa Manager of the State 
daring the minority of Jaswant Singh. An Engagement (No. GCXX) was 
mediated in 1818 between him and the Dhar Government, by which, in lien 
of tribute alleged to have formerly been Bupees 20,000, the sajar dntiee in 
Ali'Bojpnr were made over to Bhar. 

The ea^'ar duties, however, nere not only unproductive, but the collection 
of them by Dbar ofRolals led to disputes. To remedy these dlScultles, the 
first arrangement effected was an ^i^eement on the part of the Dhar State 
to pay a som of Rupees 1,200 a year to AU^Rajpur in conrmututlon of all 
olaicna of individuals on the sayar duties. By this settlement, all pretext for 
interference on the paii of the officials of AU-Bajpur was obviated. Disputes 
however, still continued. Por this reason, and with a view of promoting faoi* 
litles of commerce with Ousarat, the British Government pi'ocured from Dhar 

cession of the tribute of Ali*Rajpur at the time when Dhar made over 
Ball’s!! to British management,* and agreed to pay Dhar the earn of 
Rupees 10,000 a year in Uen of the tribute claimed by Dhar ftocn AIUBejpur. 

The sura collected from the Ali*Bajpur State by the British Govern- 
mcnt is Rupees 11,000 a year, of which Rupees 10,000 ate paid to Dhar, 
and the remaining Rupees 1,000, subsequently reduced to Rupees 250, ate 
paid as a oontributicn to a police fond. The tribute having been alienated 
from Dhar, all supremacy of that State as regards AlURajpur ceased. 

Jaswant Singh died on 17th March 1862, leaving a will by which he 
divided the Stats between his two eons. It was a qaestlon whether this parti¬ 
tion should he admitted. The neighbonring Chiefs were consulted by the 
Folitical Agent, and it was ablest decided by the British Government that the 
will should he set aside, and that Gangndeo, the elder son, should be recognised 
as heir to the Chiefshlp, subject to a provision in land for liis younger brother. 
On the succession of Gangadeo a drees of honour was conferred on him by 
the British Government aud a nazaraua of Rnpese 1,600 was taken. 

The ill competency of Gaogadeo and the anarchy which had prevailed 
since he was entrusted with power compelled the British Gwernment in 1869 
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to depo«« hicQ and take tha State under managemeofe. Mubaraoaad Nnjaf 
Khaik was appointed Superintendent, and Uapdeo, the Chiers yoonger 
brother, wne associated with him in the administraUon in view to his beitig pro¬ 
perly trained for the duUea which would ultimately devolve upon him as 
Chief. Tha allowance of the deposed Chief was fixed at Rupees 1,000 per 
meDsem. The preeeooe of Kazi Abdnr Rauf, the former Minister, was cou- 
fiideved objectionable, and he wae directed to leave the country. To assist in 
liquidating the vaxioue pressing claims cn the State, the debU of which 
amonntcd to about RupesB 1,40,000, a ban of Rupees f0,000, repayable in two 
yeare, was granted. 

Gangadeo, whose esoeases had rendered him imbeoib for seveml months 
previous to bis death, died in March 1871. His younger brother Rupdeo 
was recognized as hie successor, but it was decided to make no change in the 
management of afiaii s under which the State had been freed from debt until the 
Chief should prove himself capable of administering the State. Rana Rupdeo 
was entrusted tentatiTsly with the management of affairs in 1873 on tha ua- 
deivt&ndiug that his continuance in power would depend on the mannec lu 
which he carried on the administration. He died on 2dth October 1881 
without male issue. 

As the privilege of adoption had not been granted to the deueseed Chief 
the State might have been treated as an escheat to Government. It was, 
however, decided to foi’ego the right, and to appoint a euccessor to the gadi. 
After carefnlly investigating tbs qualifications and claims of several pereons, 
including tbe Chiefs of Dbarampar and the Tbahurs of Mayagaon and 
Fhulwal, the choice of Government fell upon Bijai Singh, the Thaliur of 
Sondwa, whose family was an off-shoot of the direct line of the Ali.RaJpur 
Chiefs, and whose claims were warmly supported by the Ranis and the most 
infinential pexsooe in the State. He was then a minor, being educated at the 
Daly College, Indore. 

The snccesaon of Bijai Singh was, however, displeasing to Jit Singh, 
Tbakur of Phnlwal, who in tbe time of theprevions Chief bad, on account of 
hie wealth and influence, ranksd above tbo Sondwa Thakur. Offing to Che lax 
administration of the Diwan, Rai Bahadur Veiikat Bam, and moi’e particular* 
ly by reason of his interf eivoce with tbe hereditary customs of tha Bbil Patels 
.and Tarwis, tbe Bbil population had for some time been in a discontented state. 
Thaknr Jit Singh taking advantage of this induced the Bbll and Bhilala 
leaders, Bbawao end Cbitu, to join him in a rising In which many Hakranis^ 
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iieaded bj Bad Mabammad, johiad, os well as a oumbar of ViUf&tia from 
Guzaiat aod Kbandesb. The cnalconteots plocderod tbs towos of Naopur, 
BhabiOj aod ObakCalla asd tbreatooed AU*Ea]par; but on the arriTal of tbo 
Malwa Bbil Corps, the^ dispersed, and Dad Mubacomad, the Makraoi leader, 
was shot ia a ekinnisb. 

Bveatnallj the leaders Cbitn and Bhawaa were oaptnisd and brought to 
justice. Tbalcor Jit Singb escaped into Guzsiat, where be soon after died, and 
bis estate was forfeited and lapsed to tbe State. When the rising had been 
pot down, tbe claims cf all concerned were examined, and tbe hereditary rights 
of tbe Bhil Patels and Tarwis were restored. Tliflkiir Jawan Siugb, of 
Jbaknaodfi, in Jhabua, was appointed Superiuteudeut of Ali-Bajpur. He 
teceired tbe title of Eao Bahadur in 1»9D. 

Bijui Singh rem^ued at the Raj Komar College, Indore, till 188S, when 
he returned to Ali-Bajpur, the administration remaining as before wIthThakur 
Jawan Siogb. In July 1890 Government eanotioned the tentative adminis¬ 
tration by tbe Baoa of tbe pargaoas of Nanpnr and Katali, hut before be 
could be inveated with these limited powers be died on tbe Idtb August 1890. 
Tbe elder Baui gave birth to a daughter on tbel^nd Septerabef 1890, 

Partab Singh, of Sondwa, cousin of the late Chief, was eelected iu 1S91 by 
tbe Gcrerncnentof India to succeed him. At the same time it was intimated 
that as there were no heiie, direct or adopted, tbe State had again become liable 
to be treated as an escheat, as when the late Rana Bijai Singh was selected } and 
that Partab Singh succeeded in virtue of his eeleetion by the Govemmcnc of 
India, and not as a consequence of any relntionsbip, natural or artiHcicl, to the 
late Chief. A claim to the Cbiefsbip wbioh was advanced by the Dharampur 
family on this occasion was rejected. As a matter of grace, and oat of oon- 
sideration for tbe financial embarrassments of tbe State, the Goveroment of 
India consented to waive the payment of naaarana on this succession. Partab 
Singh was formally installed in March IS92. During bis minority tho State 
is managed by a Kamdar under tbe supervision of the Political Agent. 

Transit duties on cotton were abolished some years ago by tbe Chief of 
AH‘Bajpur. On the oocasion of the Jubilee of the Queen-Empress in 1887 
all transit duties throughout tbe State were remitted, In 1864 the Chief 
engaged (No. CCXXI) to give with foil jurisdiction any lands which might 
be required for the construction of a rail cv ay. 

The State of Ali-Rajpur, like Jbabua, cootributes Rupees l>474*8-2 per 
annum towards tbe cost of the Malwa Bhil Corps. This wae ananged in 
1S66. 
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Tbe area of Ali-Eajpur is 8S6 square mites/ the populatien in 1891 was 
70^091; the rerenue is about Rupees 85,000. The military force, Tnoludiog 
irregnil&Ts, consisted m 1890 of Hts guns classed as eervioeable, 11 horsemen» 
and 189 infantry. The Chief receives a salute of 9 guns. 


5. BABWAKI. 

The Banss of this State are Sisodiya Bajpnts of the Udaipur fauiiiy 
who separated from the parent stock about the fourteeuth oeutury, From the 
beginning of the last century the power of tbcBanas of Bartvani gradually 
declined; their country, originally of cousiderable extent and situated between 
the Karbada and tbe Tapti, was devastated by tbe Mabrattaa, and at length 
only a strip of the Satpura range, 80 miles in length, with the lowlands on 
either side, remained to them. They did nob, however, become tributary to 
any of the Malwa Oiuefs, Moban Singh was Bana at the time of Sir John 
MbIooIeq’b settlement of Malwa, He was succeeded by bis son Jaswaot Singh. 

In 1861, owing to tbe incapacity of R&ua Jaewant Bingh, tbe State waa 
taken nnder British management and remained so until 1878, when it was re> 
stored to tbe Kana on the understanding that his continuance in power would 
depend on bis ability to administer bis State lightly. On tbe death of 
Jaswaot Siegb be was succeeded by his yconger brother, Indrajlt Singh, the 
administiatiou of the State remaining in tbe bands of tbe Diwan, Muhammad 
Najaf Eban, In 18bS Rana Indrajlt Singh, in order to test his capacity for 
ruling, was pat in charge of the Ac jar paigana of hie State. Tbeexpeiimeut 
proviog fairly successful, he was recommended for farther powers, and in 
Jannary 1886 full administrative nutboiity in bis State was conceded to bim 
on the distiuot uuderstanding that the measure was tentative, aud that, should 
it fail, it would be necessary to revert to the former arrangement. TboClnef 
has not been uniformly successful in the administration of his affairs, and tbe 
advisability of limitiug his powers hoe recently been under consideratioa 
(1892). 

Muhammad Najaf Ehau was succeeded as Diwan by Sham Nsrayan and 
the latter by Muusbi Obandl Parshad. Ou the latter's retirement in 1800 
Hadha Bao Puar was appointed Dlwao at tbe Bana’s request. 

A claim was preferred by Maharaja Holkar in 186$ to enverefgnty over 
the village of Datwora, situated in the heart of Barwaui, on the ground oC 
possession at the time of Sir John Malcolm’s settlement. This was disproved 
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by the evideoce, vbioh shotvsd that the tillage had been granted by the Chief 
e£ Barvani in 1771 as a service jagir to Karo Gaoesbji, Diivan of Ahalya Bai 
of Indore, and that for some years after 1812 the Barwani State baring re> 
Burned the jagir received the reyennes of the village. There woa no evidenoa 
to abow how the village paeeed from the encoessors of the Divan to the Maba* 
raja of Indore; hot ae the grant to the Diwan did uot ioolude sovereigDty, 
and the Mubaiaja failed to ehow that be held it on a different tenure, Oovern- 
ment pronounced his claim to be ontenable. 

In 1886 the right of Mabaraja Holkar to colleot excise revenue in the 
village of Datwarawas disputed by the Barwani StatOt and it was decided 
that as the status of the Maharaja in that village was simply that of a jagir* 
dar, he, in commoQ with other jagirdars, had no title to the excise le venue 
of Datwara. 

Barwani pays no tribute to, and receives no alio wan oes from, the British 
Government. It paye Hali Bupees 4,000 per unum (Government Bupees 
8,9Sl*d-8) towards the cost of the Malwa Bbil Corps. This was settled iu 
1605. 

The area of Barwani is 1,862*25 square milse, with a population of 80,206 
(ceuSDB of 1891), including 47,807 Bbila. The roveones amouot to Rupees 
2,00,000. In 1390 there were 17 cavalry, 225 infantry, and 0 guns classed 
6S serviceable in Barwani. The Ran a receives a salute of 9 guns. 


4. JOBAT. 

The Jobat family are Bather Rajputa, being an offshoot of the Ali-Baj- 
pur family. Tiie late Chief, Rana Banjit Singh, died in 1874, when the sue* 
cession of his son. Samp Singh, a minor, was recognised by the Government 
of India. During the minority the eetate remained under management, and 
it was intended to plaoe the young Chief in charge of it as soon as he showed 
himself qualified. Butlthasuot yet (1892) been found possible to invest 
him with full powers. 

An Agreement (No. CCXXII) was made in 1864 by Rana Kan jit Singh 
to cede suoh land as might be raqniied for a I’ulway passing through his 
territories. All transit duties, iuolnding those on cotton, have been abolished 
in the estate. Kasarana U taken on socoeeaion. 
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The area of Jobat ia ]82’B& squaie miles; the reveiiQtf is Uupees 17,001)^ 
of vbich Eupass 11,000 are detWed from the laod; the popalation iu ](S0l 
wee 15,047, of whom 10/983 were Bhilsr The eataU maiDtains 5 borsemeo 
aod 44 footmea. 


6. KA.THIWASA. 

On the death of Tbakor Zorawar Singh in 1$66 be was succeeded bj bie 
brother Bahadur Singb, with tbe consent of the GoTemnent of India. 

£atbiw&ra yields aboot Bupees 4,000 a year. The population in 1891 
was 3,671, almost entiieljBhil. The area is 68 square miles. 


6. MATHWAR. 

On tbe death of the Tbaknr of M&tbwiir in 1S6& GoTeroroont recognised 
the eucoessionof bis infant sou Eanjit Singh, and entrusted the management 
of tbe estate temporarily to the Ali-Bajpur Darbar as desired by tbe deceased 
Thakur. 

On the deposition of Gangadeo, Chief of Ali*Rajpur, in 1860, tbe care of 
Math war was entrusted to tbe Superintendent Muhammad Najaf Bban, who 
was then la charge of Alj*Eajput. Tbe young Thakor Ibmjit Siogb was 
entrusted with the full obarge of hie estate in May 1883, Tbe elder of the two 
widows of tbe late Tbokur was mordei'ed by the younger, for which the latter 
was executed with three others, accomplices in the crime. 

Tbe revenue of Mathwat is about Rupees 4,000. Tbo population in 1891 
was 8,991, almost entirely Bbiis. This area ie 140 square miles. 


7. EATANMAL, 

On tbe death of tbe lote Tbakor Abbe Singh in /one 1S78 be was 
snoceeded by bis son Dlnrap Singh, a minor. The estate has been placed 
under tbe management of a ICamdar until such time as Dbirap Singh oau ha 
entrusted with its administration. 

In 1891 the population wae 1,212, nearly all Bbiis. The Thakur’s incozne 
is about Bupees 1^500 a yctf. 
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8 . MULTHAN* 

Tbakur Sawai Singh died 111 18 4^, and was succeeded bj bis eon Dalpab 
Singh. The Thaknr pays to the Dhar State Hsii Rupees 18,044 under a 
Settlement (No. CCXXIII) made in 1818. The payment is made direct 60 the 
I)har State, and is not subjeot to any dednetious. The Thakur holds no 
villages except those mentioned in his sanad. He makes his reports of crime 
to the Darbar. 

The population of Mnlcban is 10,885 according to the census of 1001, and 
tbo revenne about 60,000 Eapees a year. 


9. KACHHI BARODA.t 

On I4th December 1818, a Settlement (No. CCXXIV) was made by Sic 
John Dfaloolm with Bhagwant Siogh of Kachhi Baroda, by which the Thakur 
received sixteen villages, sulyecfc to an annual payment of Rupees 9,4S9 
to Dhar, and engaged to be responsible for the peace of the villages. The 
Thakur died m 1858 withont direct heirs. The matter was not repotted to 
the Government of India, but under instruotions from Sir R. Hamilton, then 
Agent to the Governor-General at Indore, the Dhor State was informed that 
as the Thakurat bad become vacant, the gnarantee of the British Government 
was at an end. The widow of Bhagwant Singh, however, adopted Dalel Singh 
and the adoption wae oonhrmed by the Dhar State. 

When the csee oame nnder the notice of Government in 1864, it was decided 
that the abolition of the gnaranteo was contrary to the policy and previoos 
practice of the British Government. The guarantee was there 101*6 reBtored. 
The relations of DaUl Singh to the Dhar State ai’e preasely tho same as 
those of the Chief of Multhan. 

The population of Xaohbi Baroda, according to the census of 1891, is 4,979, 
and the annual income is estimated at about Rupees 80,000. 


10. BHAISOLA OR DOTRIA.I 

Under a Settlement (No. CCXXV) made in 1818, Thakur Chandra Singh 
engaged to pay ononally Eapees 9,501 to Dhar. Chandra Singh was sue* 
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ceeded in ISSd by bis brother Hamir Slagh, and be, in 184S, by bis adopted 
nepliew Bbim Singb. Tbs Utter died in 1892, and was sacoeedsd by bis 
minor son Un^ar Siogb. Tbe relations of tbia Tbakurate to Dbar arsthe 
same aa those of Mnltbao. 

Tba popniatlon in ISdl wae 8,039, and the inoome is abont Ropces 12,000 
a year. 


n. BAKHTGABH.* 

The leUtiomi of tbe Tbakur of Sakbtgarb to Dbar are the same as those 
of the Tbakar of Multham He pays annuaTly HaU Rupees 16,502 under a Settle* 
meat (No. CC)XXVI) made in 181$. In !$I9 a dispute between tbeTbakure of 
Bakbtgarh and Kaobbi Baroda was settled (No. CCXXVIl) tbroogb BritisU 
mediation, by wbicU tbs clalcas of tbe BakbtgarbThakur on tbe villages of Dban* 
^beri and Badwa) were recognised. That porUon of the engagement which 
niatee to these two villages is still in force, but tbe former part of tbe engage* 
meat, xegardiog tbe Mandloi dues, is e&id to have been modibed by Sir Claud 
'Wade in 1842. This question was re-opened in 1889. 

In 1868 tbe late Thakur, Bbagwant Singh, socceeded bis elder brother 
Sawai Singh, who was tbe son and successor of Pirtbi Singb, the Chief with 
wbom tba settlement was originally made. Bbagwant Singb bad been accord* 
ed permiseion to adopt an heir on the uuderstanding that if be should bave a 
son be would pay bis adopted son Rupees 400 per anDom for bis naiuteDaDce. 
Bbagwaut Singb died in 1860 without baviog adopted an heir, and left 
the selection to bis widow. Her choice with tbe consent of tbe Bbar 
Darbar fell on Partah Singb, and was oondrmed by tbe British Government. 
In accordanoe with tbe wishes of tbe late Thakur the estate was managed 
under British sapendsion until 1882, when, on Bartab Singb attaining hU 
majonty, be was placed in full charge of tbe estate. 

Partab Singb died in 1892, having adopted Bardar Singh of the Bham* 
borifamily, to which Pertab Singb also belonged; and tbe succession of 
Sardar Singb waa sanctioned by tbe Government of India. 

Tbe population of Bakhtgavb was 10,826 in 1891, and tbe annual income 
is about Bnpees 60,000.

I, Mosaflr, Jemadar of Mekranees, engage that I will not, as long as I 
am At Bsjpore in tbe aerrioe of the Ba^ab of Allee, keep with me, in my 
service, more than bO Mekranee sepahees; that Bbabra shall be given np to 
Eesree Sing; aod that in exchange for the fixed sum of Rupees 20,000 tribute 
to Dhar, the exact amonnt of the taxes of the Baj of Allee as collected by me 
shall be given up to tbe Government of DhAr; that the charge of keeping the 
road through tbe Baj of Allee free from tbe danger of plunderers belongs to 
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me; and that v^itliout tbe orders of the Hooonrablo Companj, 1 will on no 
aceoDQt maintain any iDteroonrae with other Rajahs. 

I have therefore sobaoribed to the above Articles of Agreement in order 
that it may remain biodbg for the future.

4. —All parsone residing within the railway limits, whether they be 
•objects of the Darbar or of the British Government, shall be under the 
jurisdictioQ of the railway or British Government offieers. 

5. -^Tbe Barbar is answerable for any losses caosed by any bouse, land, 
or other property foiling within the liqxits of the railro«i in the Darbar 
territory- 

6,..«AII throngb traffic by tbe nuTroed will not be liable to duty, but 
goods arriviog at tbe railroad throngb the Darbar territory or leaving the 
railroad within the Darbar territory will be liable to a fixed tariff to be here¬ 
after fixed by yon. 

The above six Articles will be binding on my successors from generation 
to generation.

’Whereas there boa been a dispate between the Rajah Bbagwuat Sing of 
Xacbes Hsrods and the Tbakoor Pirthee Sing of Bukhtgurh Muudloi of Budna* 
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wur relative to bia zemmdaree rights and the village of Dbacgee Eberee and the 
pi^odaoeof sozzie coltivated land at tie villag^e of Dcodvall, theEajab Bhugwnt 
Siag not having paid the dues for the space of forty years and continuing not to 
pay tbeiD, and^kaving a Jagbire grant of the village of Bbangee Eheree on ichicb 
a tuakha of SS75 annually was established in favour of Mnndloi, nnH whioh 
he (the Rajah Bhugwnat Sing) paid according tp the bttrhuit or annual usage 
of assessment of the pergunnah, 2 have on enquiry fonnd that according to 
this method of proceeding the dispute will d ever b4 terminated; and there¬ 
fore to settle the difference, the Kajah Bhugwunt Sing of Kaohee Batoda shall 
pay a tnnkba for the village of Dbangeekheree from the beginning of the year 
§umbat 1675, which shall be fixed at Oogein E6114 annually including mall 
abwaub and e&tra cbaiges, and ehall pay Oogein fiStO yearly on sccoont of the 
produce cftbeSfiO beegahs of cultivate ground of the village of Boodwall) 
total Oogein E944 shall be paid annually by the aforesaid Kajah to the afors' 
said Mnndloi aud no excuse or evasion sball be made. If the aforesaid Bajah 
or bis heirs sball naVe any evasion or raise difioultiee in paying the stun on 
account of the village and the produce of the cultivated groiuid to the Mnodloi 
or bis issne, from that time the village and the portion of ground shall be 
taken out of the bands of the Bajah and given to the Mundloi, and the Rajah 
shall have no further claim upon the village or the ground.

1. KALI BAOm. 

T«o eagegemecU were mediated by Sir John Malcolm between this 
Bhumia and the Dhar State. By the one mediated in 1821 (No. CCXXVIll), 
the Bhnmia reoeivee Kali Rapeea 1^377 aa well as Eupeea 125 zamindari from 
the paigana of Dhaiampari, in return for which ho oDdertakos to guard the 
pargana and to be answerable for robberlee. By tbs other (No. CCXXIX) 
he pays Hali Rupees 501 yearly in perpetuity to the Kamasdar of Dhaiampari 
m cosaideratioo of which he holds six villages, aud is answerable for the pre* 
▼sntios of robberies. 

The payments are made direct by and to the Dhar State without dedac* 
tions. 

Slooa 1845, the Chief has received annually Rupees 150 from Sindhk for 
the district of Bahaner (No. CCXXK), and is answerable for robberies in 
17 vlUogee. Tbe payment is made direct from Bakaner without deductious. 
He also holds tbe village of Kherwa in iaam, 

Tbe present Bhumia, Sher Singb, is third in descent from Sawant Singh 
for whom tbe original engagements were mediated by Sir John Malcolm. Sher 
Slogh succeeded his father, Tej Singh, in 1874. Being a minor, the estate was 
under tbe managemoot of tbe British authorities until 1890, when Shar Singh 
was placed in charge of it. 

The population wae 2,569 in 1891, and tbe annual ioccme Is about 
Ecpees 6,000. 


2. BAJGARH.* 

By a Saaad (No. CCXXKI) cod eluded in 1819 the Bhnmia relinquished 10 
out of 12 villages in the Dbaratnpuri Pargana, which had been leased to him

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two jeara provjouslj, and retained posaeasiou of the remamiDg two villages of 
Cbacdflwar and Bbamots oo a yearlf pajment of Bupees S02, and an agree¬ 
ment to keep tlie roads fi’ee from thieves, aod to be aoswerable for all rob¬ 
beries. 

But shortly after the eoadiisioD of this ea^gecnent (He Oxief entered 
Into a new arrangement with Bbar (No. CCXXXII), withont the knowledge of 
the British Government, for only one of the villages oq a payment of Rupees 
101. The guarantee is beld still to extend to that portion of the original 
agreement that is still in force nnder the subsequent modified agreement. 

By another Engagement (No. CCXXXtlX) mediated by 6ir John Malcolm 
in 1821 the BHumia receives Rupees 500 from the Dbnrampnri Kaehahri in 
addition to Bnpses 58 from the samindars. In return he is held answerable 
for all lobberiee in the pargana. 

In 1846 Sir R. Hamilton mediated for the Bhiimia a confirmation of hie 
bakks in Hasilpur (rids Bogagement No. COXXXIV) under wbioh he now 
receives Rupees SO yearly from that Saobabri, aod has possession of 12 bigbae 
of irrigated land io Sihod, together with other dues in that village. 

In 1869 the claims of Holkat and Db&r to the villages of Rajgarh and 
Bbal, which bad been in the undisputed posBesscon of the Bhumia of Bajgarh 
since the settlement of Malwa, were Investigated, and it was dsoided by Gov- 
ernmeat that the Bhumia should enjoy the same nntbority as he bad hitherto 
exercised in the villages in qaeetion, subject only to the control of tbe Politi¬ 
cal A geot> Bhopawar, and without any interference on the port of Indore or 
Dhar. A Sanad (No. CCXXXV) was granted to the Bhumia in 1871 
confirming him in the possessiou of these villages. 

The Bhumia wae diipoaseaeed of bis villages held under the Indore BarW 
(HilabawaJ* and Bbedlia with their hamlets) iu 1660. Tbe Indore Darbar had 
for many years couteeted his right to their posseseiou, and it ms only in 1867 
that be waa again put ia poeseaeion of them on tbe same terms as he enjoyed 
from Bh&r in the corresponding village of Jaoianjberl. 

The original tankbadars were Mohan Singh and bis son Bateb Singh. 
Sathi Singh sacoeeded hie father Fateh Siogb, and Chain Singh, the present 
Bbnraia, Bucoeeded hie brother Hath! Singh in 1864. lie is ninth in descent 
from Tantaji who first settled in Rajgarh. 
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The pop datloQ of Chd estate wae 9^2 aooordm^ to the Mneus of ]891> 
and the mcome U «9tlmat«d at 6,000 Ropces a jear. 


3. GARHI OB BHATSAKHO* 

By tha mediation of Sir John Malcolm in 1819, Batjor Singh and HafchL 
Siogh of Sotliide were jointly granted by the Dbar Dnrbar eix villafros in 
the pargana of Dliararapuri, viz., Pipalda, Balwari, Lodhipura, Dqdhi* 
Eailahao, and BbodaL In retnra they were to be answerable for robberies 
committed by BliUa of their villages and were not to harboav robbers. Their 
claims on ten paras or hamlets were also recognised. Hatbi SiiigU, however, 
relinquisbcd his claim on tbs villages; three wsra given np to the Dhar State 
and the remaining tliree, Pipalda, Balwari nnd Lodkipura, were granted on 
lease to Barjor Singh (hfo. OCXXXVI). The gnarantee is held etiU to estend 
to that portion of the original agreement which Is in force by the terms of the 
subsei^nent modiSed agreement. 

The late Bbnmia, Kahar Siogh, was fourth In descent from Jujliar Singh 
the hrat of the Bajgarb family who settled in Kothide. He was the son of 
Baijor Siogh who was included in Sir John Maloolrn'e eettlsment, and sqc- 
needed his brother Laobbtoao Singh in 1864. He died at the close of 1890, and 
was succeeded byBagbnuath Singh, whose suocossion was sanctioned by the 
Government o£ India. In February 189^. At the same time the status of 
Oarhi as a guaranteed Bhnmiat was affirmed. 

The gross revenue of the estate is about Rupees 3,000. The population, 
according to the oensns of 1891, is 884. 

i. KOTHIDE. 

The Bhumia of Kothide is descended in a direct line from the eldest son 
of Jnjhar 8iogb, the ancestor of the Bhumia of Gar hi or Bhaisakho {tide eupro). 

The present Bbumia, Moti Singh, is the grandson of Hatbi Siugb of Garhi, 
mentioned in Sir John Malcolm's settlement. A referanoe to tbe account of 
Gatbi will show that Hatbi Singh relinqniebed his claim on the villages which 
be held in Dharampun. Moti Singh is now in possession of the hamlets of 
Hodiide, Malipura, Ambughati, Jbiruia, Tsmrca, aud Bhaisakhc. But the 
estate has been uixder the managemmt of the Political Agent siiice 1876.

6. BHARUDPUHA.♦ 

Two eng^mants were mediated with tbe Qhar State hj Sir Jobn 
Malcoloi oabebalf of Manrup Siugb, Bbumia of Bbami^pora. Bj tbe first 
Engagepient (No. CCXXXYII) be wae to receive Rupeee fiOO annoallj from ibe 
Dbaramputi pargaDa, aud waa answerable for all robberlee between tbe Maoaod 
Karam rivere. Tbe second EngagemeDt (No. GOXSXVXII) grants six villages 
in pargana Dhaiunpuri Iq perpetnit; on an annual payment of Rupees 526, 
and one viDage on an annual payment of Rupees SOL; but by a sobseqaent 
agreement between tbe Bbumia and tbe Dbar State, wiLbout the mediation of 
the British SoTScament, the Chief pays now only Rupees S27 fox three vil> 
lages, the rest having been given up. The guarantee is held efcill to exteud 
to that portion of the original settlement that is still in force by tbe terms of 
tbe subsequent modified engagement. 

Tbe Bhumia also holds the village of Ronripora io Mandn in perpetnity, 
paying Rupees 50 per anDum, and in return bolds himself xeepoasible for all 
robberies in the village, and is liable to render military service {vide Engage^ 
meat Ko. CCXXXIX). 

Tbe present Bbomia, Udu Singh, like the Eotbide fiburoia, is also a 
descendant of Jujhar Singh of Garb!, and is tbe graodson of Manrup Siogh 
. for whom Sir John Malcolm mediated eogagemeots. Tbe gross income of the 
Bhumiat is Rupees 8,000. The population was 1,858 by the census of 18dl. 
Tbe estate on account of its indebtedness has been under tbe Folitioal Agent’s 
ZEumogement since 1875. 


6. CaiKTIABAR,t 

The .present Bhumia, Umed Singh, is a grandson of Mannip Singh of 
Bhamdpura {tvpra), whose younger eon Amur Singb was granted Ckiktiabor 
and other lands by his brother Bishan Singb, under tbe mediation of Captuiu 
Sandye in 1889 (No. CCXL).

7. JAMNIA.* 

The Bhnmifl of Jamnia is descended from Nadir Singh, the prinoipal 
freebooter in the WesUrn Vindhjas at the time of the settlement of Malwa. 

Sir John Malcolm oonclnded an engagement with Nadir Singh, hy which 
be was to receiTe from Holkar a tankha of Rupees 2,864, and to protect the 
country from Jam to Nalcbbn. 

On Nadir’s expulsion from Molwa, an engagement was made with 
his sou, Bbiman Singh, on Stb Maj 1820 (No. CGXLI), guaxanteo* 
ing to him from the Holkar State all the tankhas whloh his father 
received ; and the Indore Darhax has forniehed Par wanes (No. CCXLII), 
bj which the Bhumia receives tankbaa amonntiiig to Rnpees 2,506 from 
eevoral districts. A lease (Nos. CCSLl and CCXLIII} of the Tillage 
of XberiisaUo held from Holkar at a rent of Rupees 701, from whioh an 
abatement of Rupees 150 is made for the protection of Che Durjanpur pass. 
It has been decided bj Government that the rights of the Bhumia of Jamnia 
in the village of Kheri, as secured hj the mediation of Sir John Malcolm 
iu 1620, wore guaranteed in perpstnity. 

Two engagements (No. CCXLI) were also mediated between Sindhia on 
the one hand and Nadir Singh and his son Bhiman Singh on the other. The 
first engagement giaated in perpetuity to Nadir Singh four villages in Dik- 
than on payment of Rupees 251 annaallj. The second granted the village 
of Xanjrod to Bhimau Singh on payment of Rupees 401 a year. 

AiiEngag6cneut(No. CCXLIVandnote to CCXXXVIT) was also medi¬ 
ated between Bhiman Singh and the Dhar State, uoder which he received 
Rupees 65 from the Bharampuri dietrict on ooudition of being responsible 
for robberies. He also received (No. CCXLI) the village of Babir In 
Bbarampuvi on a quit-rent of Rupees 150. 

In 1868 an enquiry was made Into the claims of Sindhia, Holkar, and 
Dbar to some of the 47 hamlets or “paras" held hy the Bhumia of Jamoia,

which Nadir SiugL and hia Buocacsora had eserciaed a ^iMm*i&depeudant juris- 
dietion erer since the settlemeob of Malwa. Looking to the length of time 
which had elapsed a&d to tbe iDOonolasife and doubtful nature of much of the 
documentary eridenoe that hod been adduced iu support of these claims, Got* 
erament decided to maintain the existing arraogecaents aud to contiuue to tbs 
Bbumia the exercise of jurisdiction within the 47 ‘‘parae/' subject only to the 
control of tbe Political Agaot aud without interference on the part of tbe 
aotborities of tbe adjoiniug States. A Sanad (Ho. CCXLY) was subset 
quently (in 1871) granted to tbe Bhumia confirming him in his possession 
of the 47 b&mUU. An appeal against this decision was preferred by tiolkar, 
but GoTei’oment declined to re>opeu the case. 

Bbiman Singb was succeeded by bis son Moti Singh, and tlie latter by 
the preseot Bbumis, Haznir Singh, id ISdd. The popub^on of the estate 
aoooidiug to tbe census re tarns of 1891 was 8,002, and the annaal income is 
about fiupces 16,000. 

8, MOTA BARKBBRA.* 

This Chief has relatione both with Dhar aud Sindbia which were settled 
by Sir John Malcolm ID 1820. By the settlement with Dhar (Ho. CCXLVI) 
the Bhamia was to hold iu the pavgaua of Dharampiui eeren Tillages on a 
payment of Rupees 1,520 yearly j in the pargana of Nalchha three villages 
on a perpetual reot of Eopees 201; and in tbe pargana of Jabangli’pur one 
Tillage iu perpeioily on paymsut of Rupees 61 annually. He was to be an^ 
swersble for robberies within bis limits, under penally of forfeiting bis vil¬ 
lages. Tbs Bbumia cow pays Rs. 866 only for three Tillsges iu Dborampuri, 
four having been givon back, and the payment having been reduced by agree¬ 
ment with tbe Bbar Stats without the knowledge or consent of the British. 
OoTerumeut. Tbe guarantee, lioweTer, is held still to extend to that portion 
of the original settlement that is still in force under tbe subsequent modified 
eugngamont. The (aukhs is paid direct to Dhar without auy deductions. 
The Bhumia furnishes reprfs of ciime to the Dbav Parbar. 

The original eausA of the settlement with Sindbia (Hos. CCXLVII and 
CCXLVni) was giTeu to the present Bhumia’s father. Hate Singh. By this 
sanad the Bhnmia is to hold certain villages in the Ssgor pnrgana in perpetuity, 
paying a revenue of Hali Rupees 1,506, besides dues, which raise the amount of

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bis payments to Kape^s 1,611. The tonkha is paid direct without deductions. 
The Bhumia also bolds (No. CCXLIX) io pei’petuit; Ave Tillages io Sindbia's 
pargaoa of Dikthan; for tbeee villages he pays Slupesa l,40$-8. Repoits of 
Clime are made direct to the Dikthau and Sagor authorities lespectively. 

The present Bhumla, Bbarat Singh, is the grandson of Fateh Singh, 
who was the {grandson of Bakht Singh, the fifth in descent from Tanaji, and 
the hrsi of the family who came from Mandu and settled in Barkhera. lie 
eucooeded bis father, Hate Singh. 

In lS5o the estate was, on account of its indebtedness, placed under the 
superintendence of the British acthorities, and remained so for tbi'ee years. 
The gross revenne of the Bbumiat is now about Rupeee 2h,000, and the 
population was 5,8Oil in 1891. 

Kaihoria.^'Ih^ family of Sathcria is a lecent offshoot of the Mota 
Barkbera family. 

The present Bhumta, Kish or Singh, was boro about 1872, and la third in 
descent from Chain Singh, the younger brother of Fateh Singh of Mota 
Baxkhera. The gross revenue of the Stale la Hs. 2,000. 

In I884i, owing to disputes between Chain Singh and the son of Fateh 
Singh, a settlement (No. CCL) was effected by Captain Sandys, under 
which the village of Katboria (one of the villages held from Diktban by Mota 
Barkheva throngb Sir John Malcolm’s mediation) was awarded to Chain 
Singh in return for an annual payment of Bs. 8dl-d-0 to Mota Bsrkhera. 
The Bhil '* para^’ of Shikarpura (one of the fifteen " paras *’ held jointly from 
Dhar by Mota and Chhota Barkbera through Sir John Malcolm's medlatioD) 
was also awarded to Chain Singh, who became responsible for the yearly pay* 
ment of Rs. 2 per plough to the Daihar, and also for the payment of zamio' 
dars’ bake. Two hundred and fifty highas of cultivated land in two Tillages 
of Mota Barkhera were also granted rent-free to the Bhumia and Rs. 14 yearly 
on account of bhet iu seven villages. 

9. CHHOTA BABKBERA* 

The original Settlemont (No. CCLI) of Chhota Barkhera was effected 
by Sir John Malcolm in } B20. The Bhnmia holds two villages in inam; and 
he was to have one village on payment of Hali Rupees 762 to commence after 
seven yenrs. By mninal agreement between the Bhumia and the Dhar State

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in 182S, withrot t!ie inowledg^e of tbe British GoTeroment, the orrangeraeot 
was altered, and Bupeee 151 oulf aie now paid for four Tiilages, the oUiors 
baying been given np. In tbe original sanad the Bbnmia was also mide 
anrwerablsy jointly with tbe Ehninia of Mota Barkbera under penalty of 
foifeitUTe efbuyiiUgea, for robberies id fifteen villagee' The goamniee is 
beld still to extend to that portiob of the original settlement that is still in 
force under the sobseqnent modified cngi^ment. The Bbumia baa no power 
to redace tbe taokba. He farDishea reports of crime to Dhar. 

The presenb Bbomiar Mogat Singh, is the great-grandson of Pirtbi 
Singh, who was sixth fn descent from Tanajf, tlie original settler in Barkhera. 
He succeeded in 1889, with the consent of the Goyemment of India, on the 
death of his father Mobi Singh, 

Tbe population of his bolding was raturoed at ^,579 by tbe census of 1891 ^ 
and his yearly income is estimated at about Rupees 6^000. 


10. NIMKEERA* 

Under a Seitleroent (No. CCr^II) effected by Sir John Malcolm, the 
Bhumia holds tbe yiliage of Tlrla in hereditary succession, P^yi^^ anno ally 
Hali Rupees 500 tankha, and is answerable for all robberies between Dhar 
and Sults&pur nuder penalty of forfeiture of the yiliage. Hie tribute is paid 
direct to .Bbar, and no deductions are made from it. Criminal reports are 
also sent to the Dbar Darbar. The Bhumia farther pays Ropeee 60 as zamin* 
dari aud dami bhet. 

The original grantee was Shoo Siugh, who was succeeded by bis son 
Bbima Singh, and he by bis adopted son Kanak Singh. In 1868 Goyemmeut 
sanctioned tbe adoption by Kauak Singh of his coo sin Daiyao Singb as 
hie successor in tbe event of failure of direct male heirs. Ranak Singh died 
in 1864 without issue, and Daj jao Singh, the present Bbnmia, aiMordingly 
succeeded to the tankba. 

Tbe Bhumias of Nimkbora arc Bhilabs by descent, and their anceators, 
according to tradition, originally came from Mar war. They hold tlie Hindola 
pargsna by prescriptive right witbont payment. 

^e population of the holding was 5,569 at the censns of 1691, and the 
rsyenuc is said to be Rupees 18,000 a year.

Gobind Bao Barkoon and Mofun Loll Kanoongoe preseated to me a pad- 
tion on tbe part of tbo kamaiadarol Sago^'o, statiogtbat Bboomia HutUb Siug 
of Barkbara boMs three villagea eitaated in the aforesaid peiguDoab and pi’ayiog 
that^ besides the sum of Bo pees 1,50S^ wbicb has been Imd down io the lease 
aod eogagemeiit as the amount of rent for tbe above three vill^es, the said 
Bboomia might be directed to pay the ceases orbheta due to atnlab8> semiudars, 
furoavees, grassUe, &c.,aa mentioued in tbe decision. With tbe petition they 
submitted a msmorandum of tbe cesses for Rupees 144, vii., Bupees 7^ on 
account of tbe bbet of tbe troops; Rupees 1$ on aocount of tbs bbet of mehal 
kamaisdar ; Rupees 48 on acoocint of tbe bbet of semindax; and Rupees 6 
on account of tbe bbst of furoavees; and mentioned tbat out of tbe above 
amount of Bupses 144 a aum of Bn pees 7 S'only was paid yearly during tbe 
last four years, and tbat the remainder was dns. Tbe said Oobind Rao Kar- 
koon and MugunLall Banoongoe wers then asked to stats wby no petition was 
made before this, as tbe deoision io question was passed four years ago, and to 
give proofs that they rscelvsd tbe eesses aocording to tbe memorandum. They 
said in reply tbat they need to take cessee, babtss,& q., from tbe afOceania 
Bboomia, and tbe local arbitrators having told them not to levy cesses, they 
wrote to tbeir employer at Lashkar on the sobject, but not having received any 
answer from him they were unable to act up to the deolsioQ. Tbey also men* 
tioQ tbat tlisy now, Laving received orders from tbe Laebkar to take ccsaes ac- 
oordirig to tbe decisloo, bare wmted upon ms.

The ahove-mectioaed village has been contioiied to the Bhuisia and bis 
predeceisors by the Raraasdar aod the Dbar Oovemmant in acQ<>rdaPce with 
the royal grants enjoyed by them from ancient date on the following cocdi- 

t'lODB. 

To proteot tbe villages of the Dhar district from the borders of SolUnpnr 
to ibe town of Dbar. I^one of the Bhlls or robbers, &c., were to be permitted 
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to rob tbe Tiltaf^rs and tbo jobabitaDts of Dbar of their cattle and property. 
No traTeliere or coercbante were to be eabjected to any injury or molvetatioo. 

Tbe predecessors of the Bbumia held this village on tbe above conditions 
and paid aDDoally to tbe Bhar State a tanka amounting to HaJi Rupees S60 
or three hundred and fifty only. 

Tbe Bhumia hating failed to observe the conditions above specified during 
tbs present annrcby, the ryotS; merchants, and others snffered serious losses. 
Tbs Bbar State in consequence confiscated the village of Tirla, and was put to 
great expenses on account of its managemant and repopulation and in erecting 
a fort and a wall. 

As peace has no<v been restored to the conntry by Ihe grace of God and 
the interference of the Biitiab Government, the Bbamia has been forced to 
fall bock on tbe Dbar State. He requests that hia aooestral village may be 
given back to him ou the following conditions: 

That he will piotect the road between Sultanpur and Dbar. That the 
inhabitants of the intervening villages as well as travellers will be protected 
by him from injury. That be will put down the robberies committed by Bbils 
and otbere. That he will be responsible for and make good all losses that may 
be caused by Bhil robbers to travellers, traders, and ryots. That be will be 
always obedient to this Government, and will afford no shelter or refuge to rob¬ 
bers snd malefactors. That bs and his sncceseors, generati<in after generation, 
will remain true to tbs above engagements. In dc^uJt of which the Govern¬ 
ment is at liberty to confiscate the village. 

In consideration of the services rendered to the State in. former times 
by the Bhnmia, it has been settled, through the mediation of Sir John 
Malcolm, that the village be restored to him on Che above conditions in perpe¬ 
tuity, he paying to the Dbar State an annual aum c£ Bupeea 5DO, Ujjainor 
Indore Currenoy as tauka.
